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CITY GOVERNMENT. 

Monday evening at City Hall, was held 
the last meeting of the board of alder¬ 
men for 1895, Alderman Degeu in the 
chair. The first business to coftie before 
the board the reading of the records 
of the last meeting being omittod, were 
n number of hearings. 

HEARINGS 

wero given as f*»llows: Oa the laying of 
a sewer from Grant avenue: on the lay¬ 
ing of a sower in the proposed street 
through the Lord estate from franklin 
street; ou the laying of a sower in tho 
proposed street through the Lord estate 
from Prospeotstreot westerly; >n the lay¬ 
ing out of Park stroet from Tremont to 
Vernon streets; on the laying out of 
Centre street on the east side between 
Jefferson nud Washington streets; on 
the laying of a drain off Chapel street; 
on the laying of a drain off Cook street; 
on tho laying out of Highland avenue; 
ou the petition of H, B. Parker and j 
others relative to boulevard betterments. 
No one appearing with the exception of 
the last these hearings. 

MR. KING 

one of the abuttors appeared, being one 
of the parties interested in the last hear¬ 
ing and stated that he owned some 40,- 
000 feet on Grove Hill avenue. His laud 
in no way came into connection with the 
boulevard, and to get to it, it was neces¬ 
sary either to use Walnut or Valentino 
street. He thought his assessment was 
unjust and unequal. 

MR. POTTER 

another a'outtor appeared, and stated 
that his property also bordered ou Grove 
Hill avenue and if anything was further 
from the boulevard than Mr. King’s 
property. Ho had supDOsed that auy 
bettermeut due had already been charged 
owing to the increase of taxes. He had 
owned the land for years nud had never 
been able to make any disposal of it, as 
it was pretty well baok from the street. 
What with his sewer tax and au increase 
of his taxes he thought he had about 
enough to pay now. 

MRS. WOOD 

another abuttor, was represented by her 
attorney. Her property was off Centre 
street and as the value of her property 
had not been increased by the putting 
through of the boulevard, and she had 
not beeu beneficted in any way, she saw 
no reason why she should be taxed. 
Mrs. Wood based her claim on the fact 
that the tax on her property Lad not 
been increased this year by the assessors 
as it would bave been had her property 
increased in value. 

MR. MCCURDY 

another abuttor appeared in protest, ou 
the ground that his property had not 
beeu benefitted, and in fact had beeu 
greatly harmed. He thought the better¬ 
ment tax unjust. 

MBS. E. R. ATKINSON 

was given a hearing relitive to damages 
to her property on Fuller street, Ward 
Four, on account of the raising of the 
grade. She was represented by It. F. 
Sturgis, who gave a brief outliue of the 
damages sustained, and concluded by 
introducing a series of photographs, il¬ 
lustrating the features of the case.

honor, the mayor as follows: 

1 return to your honorable board, in 
which it originated, Oider 19504, by 
which the citv engineer was instructed 
to prepare plans and estimates for the 
separation of grade crossings ou the 
south side of the city, and appropriat¬ 
ing $1500 therefor. My reasons for do¬ 
ing tins are briefly:- That the city engi¬ 
neer’s office is, and will be tor a year or 
more, overburdened with the great 
public works now underway; that as the

THE NEW BRIDGE. 

I ACROSS THE CHARLES TO ACCOMMODATE 
THE 11 A. A. 

By the time tho boating season lias 
arrived theio will span tho Charles river 
at Riverside, Aubunidale, a new Bteel 
bridge long wished tor by residents of 
Auburndalo and members of tho B. A. A. 
When tho building of the bridge was firBt | 
proposed, strong objections wore made i 
by the members of tho Newton Boat 
Club. They contended that tho bridge | 
would destroy the view of the river from 
the clubhouse. They wore supported iti 
their objections by the city council of 
Newton, who protested against the dese¬ 
cration of rHe beauties of the river, 
which at this point pteseuts an excep¬ 
tionally fine view. On the promise of 
the B. A. A. that tho bridge, being of u 
single span would in no way interfere 
with the view of the members of the 
boat club, these obj tetions wero over¬ 
come, aud the work on tho bridge was 
begun about one mouth ago. 

Ttio King Bridge Building Company of 
Cleveland, O., to whom was giveu the 
contract to build the bridge, secured the 
services of Contractor Leavitt of Somer¬ 
ville to siuk tho piers aud construct the 
abutments. These abutmeuts are niuo 
feet high, 22 feet wide and four feet 
thick. They are on the land of the B, A. 

A. on the Weston side, and the property 
of Mr. Blake in Auburndale, The piers 
are placed GO feet from the abutments, 
and each other and are of the same di¬ 
mensions as the abutments. 

The throe arches will be of steel. Tho 
middle arch will span tho main channel 
of the river, and will bo of sufficient 
height to allow any kind of pleasure 
craft to pass beneath. The bridge will 
be used by carriages as well as foot pas¬ 
sengers, and is being built as au easy 
means of access to the grounds of the 

B. A. A. in Weston. It will cost about 
$25,000. 

In connection with the building of the 
bridge, it is proposed by the residents of 
Auburudale. urged on by the improve¬ 
ment society of tho village, to seize all 
the land on the Newton side of the river 
from the bridge at the western terminus 
of the Commonwealth avenue boulevard 
to the new bridge. The entire tract 
comprises about eight acres, aud in¬ 
cludes au overhanging bluff known as 
“The whale back,” which commauds a 
magnificent view of the winding beauties 
of the Charles. The spot is regarded as 
an ideal one by lovers of nature, and is 
desired principally to establish a good 
landing place for pleasure boats.

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HOME FROM JAPAN. 


HON. W. P. KI.I.tSON RRACIIRD THIS CITY 
WEDNESDAY. 


Hon. Willism P. Klltson of this city, n 
member of the deputation of five repre¬ 
sentatives of the Amcrio.tn board of for' 
eign miRHioiiH sent to Japan several 
months ngo.to look into, and, if possible, 
to straighten out various tnngles iu tho 
alVairs of tlio Americans in Hint country, 
arrived home Wednesday afternoon. Dr. 
E. E. Strong, editor of the Missionary 
Herald, nnd Rev. Cbnries II. Daniels 
wore nt Boston to greot him nftor his 
journey over 51000 miles of laud and moro 
than 2000 miles of water. 

Mr. Ellison, though fatigued, was fool¬ 
ing very well. Ton reporter ho spoke iu 
vory encouraging terms of the work that 
bad been done by the American board’s 
deputation, and of its accomplishments 
in the lino of bringing about a moro 
settled and satiRtaotory condition of 
nffaits, especially in relation to tho hold¬ 
ing of property by the American aud 
(jther foreign residouts of tho principal 
cities. 

It was nearly a year ago that serious 
difficulties began to disturb tho for¬ 
eign residents iu tho country. Briefly 
stated, the Japanese would uot permit 
the foreigners to hold real property in 
their own names, and tho result was that 
such property had to bo made over to 
native Japanese citizens, nnd thus hold 
in trust for the nctunl owners. 

There wore many uatives who were 
willing to assume the responsibilities and 
duties involved iu such transfers until 
complaints began to bo made of them, on 
the ground that they were disloyal to 
tho home government, in that they tacit¬ 
ly sanctioned and assisted in an evasion, 
if uot an actual violation, of recognized, 
if unwritten, laws. 

The crisis came last summer, when 
there appeared to bo serious danger of 
an outbreak of some sort, that would re¬ 
sult disastrously for tho foreign popula¬ 
tion. All this was an important matter 
to the American missionaries in Japan, 
as they owned and held considerable 
property there; in fact, they were the 
only large owners among the foreign resi¬ 
dents. 

To investigate these and other ques¬ 
tions, and to devise means of meeting 
thorn, the deputation, consisting of Hon. 
William P. Ellison of this city, Kev. 
James L. Barton of Boston, Rev. James 
G. Johnson of Chicago, and Rev. A. H. 
Bradford of Montolair, N. J., was dis¬ 
patched to Japan last September. 

After tbeir arrival they kept the homo 
office advised as to their movements, but 
made no detailed reports. The various 
matters that had been considered have 
been satisfactorily dealt with. It is un¬ 
derstood that the matter of property 
rights was settled by turning over the 
holdings of the Americanjuissionaries to 
the native churches. 

Dr. Barton was expected to return with 
Mr. Ellison, but, much to the disappoint¬ 
ment of his old associate and fellow¬ 
missionary in Turkey, Dr. Daniels, he 
was not on tho train, and will not arrive 
till later. Mr. Ellisou had parted with 
him in San Francisco a week ago.

ING AND I’LANS TO OBTAIN FUNDS. 


POLITICS AND SCHOOLS. 


THE RESULTS THAT FOLLOW FROM THEIR 
COMBINATION. 

Tho Monte Vista, Colo. Graphic has 
an article giving some suggestive ex¬ 
amples of the result of what politics will 
do for tho schools. Tho Sampson re¬ 
ferred to wns a candidate for county 
school superintendent, but happily was 
dcfoAtud this time, though he did serve 
the county one year. Tho Graphic says:

Now wo have it on the authority of a 
school director th*t Simpson guvo a 
teacher in his district a license or permit 
to teach and knowing stio could not pass, 
advised bor to stay away from the ex¬ 
aminations aud teach her term out. 

Wo also quote below two questions 
and answers which are a fair sampio of 
many given at the last touchers examina¬ 
tion: 

Question—Give an account of the first 
mint in tho United Slates. 

Answer—When mint was first coined 
in the United States it created groat ex- 
citomcpt, tho dollars wore few and of 
great valuo, but the country was soon 
overiuu with counterfeits, then trouble 
arose, business people refused to ex¬ 
change money, then starvation set in 
and hard times and great suffering fol¬ 
lowed. 

Question—State the origin and names 
of the important political parties iu the 
United States since July, 1775. 

Answer—The Republicans originated 
from the confederates, tho Democrats 
from the opposing party and the Pro¬ 
hibitionists who prohibited liquor. 

It is tho class of teachers whoso minds 
are of the size above indicated with 
whom Sampson is electioneering and 
whoso pa’s and ma’s votes ho is strug¬ 
gling for at the expense of the public 
funds and of tho cause of sound educa¬ 
tion in the county. Sound minded, com¬ 
petent, correct thinking touchers who re¬ 
gard a public office a public trust aud 
not a private snap are not likely to vote 
for Sampson. He knows how to fl itter, 
cajole, give certificates aud frightou the 
other class into his support.

Koxbury, Miss Auua C. Beale and Fran¬ 
cis T. Hazelwood. Miss Alice J. Harris 
sang patriotic songs, being accompanied 
by Mr. George M. Taylor. 

Letters regretting tneir inability to be 
present, and indorsing the proposed plan 
were read from Gov. Greeuhalge, Rev. 
Philip S. Moxom, Mrs. S. S. Fessenden, 
Mrs. Kate Tauuett Woods aud Mrs. E. 
T. Hill. 

The following resolutions were unani¬ 
mously adopted: "Resolved, That the 
erectiou of a national mouuracnt to Dr. 
S. F. Smith should appeal to all church¬ 
es, societies aud individuals iu view of 
tho character of his works aud genius, 
aud that contribu ions should be gener¬ 
ously bestowed for tho success of the 
plan.

The Tree of Ulood. 

The most wonderful optical experi¬ 
ment known to tho eye exports is that 
which produces the “blood troo, ” or 
“the arborescent figure of Purkiuje.” 
It is a very simple and entertaining ex¬ 
periment aud ouo from which no possi¬ 
ble harm to the eyo cun result. The ex¬ 
periment is an optical delusion in which 
tho retina of tho eye aud all the blood 
vessels connected therewith appear to 
stand out iu the air in such a manner 
that tho experimenter has a splendid 
view of them. 

Purkiuje, the great optician, acci¬ 
dentally made this discovery of tho 
“blood tree,” or “arborescent figure” 
which bears his nnmo several yoars ago, 
nnd since his timo it has been used iu 
thousands of curious test experiments. 
Tho projected image is. called the 
“arborescent figure” beoause of its re¬ 
semblance to a many branched tree aud 
is produced iu tho following manner: 
Shut yourself np iu a dark room at 
uiglit aud move a candle or lighted 
lamp back and forth very rapidly before 
tho eyes. After a few seconds the air 
surrounding tho caudlo will assumo a 
deep pink or reddish color, which rap¬ 
idly takes upon itself tho appearance of 
u sea of blood. Over this red background 
ramifying in all directions may be soen 
the veins aud blood vessels standing out 
iu bold relief, while toward tho corner 
of tlie figure there appears a dark trunk- 
like lino which serves us a “body” for 
your “tree of blood,” the trunk being 
most plainly visible where tho optio 
nerve outers the eye. 

This experiment is ehiefly interesting 
because it proves thut the parts of the 
rotiua which actually receive impres¬ 
sions and produce seusutiuus must lie 
behind the blood vessels, since these 
oast tbeir shadow upou it aud enable 
the experimenter to see them as plainly 
us ho does any other external object.— 
tit. Louis Republic.

Thnuuntid* of Gnlliinn Hold to Captains Who 
Doctor Their Crew*. 

Just below the Produce Exchange is a 
neat looking drug store which has a pe¬ 
culiar lino of trade. Tho proprietor has 
boon in the business almost a quarter of 
a centnry, aud if the adventurous youths 
who hanker to bo sailor hoys only knew 
liow many thousand gallons of caRtor 
oil the druggist had doled out in his 
timo to ships’ captains tho said youth 
would decido to limit adventures on land. 

This drug store fits out ships with 
medicines. Anybody who hns had any | 
experience with tho merchant sorvico . 
knows that the captain is usually tho , 
only M. D. aboard, and that his kuowl- i 
edge was never gained in any college of 
pharmacy or medicine. In tho office of 
tho United States shipping commission¬ 
ers is filed a record of the trip of every 
ship that takes a crew from United 
States ports. It is virtually a private 
diary kept by the captain for tho benefit 
of the government. No matter what 
hnppens, the nmount and number of the 
doses of medicine administered to the 
crow nnd to ench individual of it are 
set dowh, with tho minutest dotnils. It 
appears from these diaries that tho most 
popular and potent mediciuo known tc 
captains is good old fashioned castor oil. 

No matter what is the trouble with 
Jack, he gets castor oil. None of the 
newfangled variations of it is pre¬ 
scribed. The proprietor of the drug 
storo bears out this statement. He says 
tbnt more custor oil is administered to 
sailors than any other mediciuo, unless 
it may bo salts aud senna. No captnin 
will snil without a liberal supply of 
both. Oftentimes a captain has reason 
to believe some of his crew are sham¬ 
ming illness, aud then the castor oil is 
administered iu doses to bring any mac 
to his sober senses. 

Among tho medicines in tho captain’s 
chest are rhubarb, quinine, jamaica 
ginger and paregoric aud certain old 
fashioned patent medicines. No modern 
discoveries in that line are allowable. 
So this druggist keeps on hand for his 
shipping patronage patent medicine? 
that the modern patent medicine fiend 
never heard of, they date so far back. 

Little sugar pills don’t go with cap¬ 
tains. Medicine is administered to a 
sailor with the idea that the worse it 
tastes the more apt the sick man is to 
think it is curing him. Sailors scorn 
little sugar coated pills.—Now York 
World. ._ 

A Good Natural Emperor.

MAYOR BOTHFELD RETIRES. 


Ou next Monday Mayor Bothfeld will 
complete five years of service in the city 
government, two years in the common 
council, two years as alderman and one 
as mayor, and he has made a record that 
is in oyery way creditable. 

In the common council he was put on 
tbo highway and finance committees and 
bis services were so valuable that ho was 
continued in those positions during his 
four yoars in the city council. In the 
board of aldermen he served for two 
years as president of the board, and his 
work on tho highway committee, of 
which he was chairman during the prep¬ 
arations for and the laying out of the 
new boulevard, are too well known to 
need mention. 

As chairman of the ordinance commit¬ 
tee he led the famous fight against the un¬ 
popular sewer assessment ordinance, and 
also succeeded in carrying through a re¬ 
vision and codification of the ordinances, 
a work that had long been needed. 

Of his record as mayor, little need bo 
said, as it is too well known to need any 
lengthy mention. One of the most cour¬ 
ageous things Mayor Bothfeld did was 
his overhauling ol the police department 
and putting it on a business like footing. 
Previous mayors had seen the necessity 
for such a reform, but Mayor Bothfeld 
carried the reform through and added 
greatly to the efficiency of the depart¬ 
ment. 

Another reform of which but little has 
been said was that made iu the poor 
department, which has been placed on a 
sound basis, and under the efficient work 
of Mr. Whitney the city has saved several 
thousand dollars this year, in the one 
item of collecting for the care of outside 
poor from towns to which they belong. 

The widening of Washington street 
and the abolition of grade crossings re¬ 
main as the great feature of Mayor Both- 
feld’s term of office, both projects hav¬ 
ing been finally agreed upon, the details 
perfected, and the agreements made, 
after they had hung in mid air for so 
many years that people became sceptical 
as to anything ever being done. 

Oue secret of Mayor Bothfield’s success 
is bis ability iu gettiug along with men. 
and being able to work iu barmouy with 
them, Last yeai’s board and the Mayor 
were in perfect harmony, with perhaps a 
single exception, and things worked so 
smoothly that the people hardly knew 
whether it was the mayor or the aider- 
men that should have the credit, but tho 
mayor is the responsible head, and 
Mayor Bothfeld was never afraid to as¬ 
sume all the responsibility for any decis¬ 
ion. 

trtlle has left an unusual record, and all 
feel that he has plecid the city under a 
lasting indebtedness to him. 


THE COMMISSION APPOINTED. 

The Superior Court lins appointed as 
the grade crossing commission, the fol¬ 
lowing: Homer Rogers, a well known 
business man of Boston, Chairman Wig- 
gin, of the Norfolk County Commission¬ 
ers, and Joseph Ludlam, a prominent 
manufacturer of Lowell. This board 
will give hearings and then report a plau 
to the Superior Court. It is mostly a 
matter of form, as the city and the rail¬ 
road have both agreed upon a plau, so 
that there is no disputo to be settled, but 
the law requires such a proceeding to be 
gone through. 

Consider ah le iuterost is felt in 
Mayor-elect Cobb’s forthcoming inaugu¬ 
ral, and the policy ho will recommend 
the coming year. Newton’s expenses, 
under all tho projected improvements, 
have grown enormously, and there are 
fears of an increase iu the tax-rate, un¬ 
less the greatest care is used by those in 
charge of the city’s finances. Whether 
the new’ buildiogs that are beiug erected 
will more than make good tho loss by 
the destruction of so much taxable pro¬ 
perty on the south side of Washington 
street, is another interesting question, 
but it is hardly probable that any marked 
increase in the city’s valuation will be 
made next year. As for the extraoidiu- 
ary expen res, it will be impossible to 
postpone the now High school buildiug 
much longer, or the providing of suit¬ 
able quarters for the police department, 
and demands for expensive street wideu- 
ings are heard from all quarters, and 
will probably be urged on the new city 
government by those interested in street 
railway extensions, and their friends. 
The incidental expenses attending the 
depression of the tracks will make quite 
an item, and there will be need of the 
closest economy and the wisest financial 
management to prevent the tax-rate 
mounting up to a figure that will be au 
obstacle to the continued growth of the 
city. Mayor Cobb will have a great re¬ 
sponsibility on bis hands, but the city is 
fortunate in haviug a mayor of such 
wide experience in financial matters, 
who is so well fitted to carry the city 
safely through such a critical period iu 
its history. 


against the cheap and venal crowd who 
are now too ofteu chosen to publio office. 
These followers of Flannagan of Texas 
are quite as shameless as he in proclaim¬ 
ing “what they aro hero for,” and tho 
men who surround our legislatures with 
corrupting intluences will rejoice that 
they havo such a class of mon to doal 
with. Legislators whose first aot is to 
proclaim that they aro in office for what 
they can get out of it, cau hardly be ex¬ 
pected to havo any troublesomo scrapes 
when approached by tho lobbyists, and 
the prospects for honest legislation this 
year aro not encouraging. 


Sbnator Lodge’s speech on the 
Venezuela question lias hart the effect 
tho senator probably intouded, and se¬ 
cured him a mention for the presidency. 
It was not a great speech, ns it only con¬ 
sisted of a very one-sided statement of 
tho controversy, but Mr. Lodge hnd to 
do something to rival Congressman Bar¬ 
rett’s exhibition, aud to keep himself be¬ 
fore tho publio. With Senntor Lodgo 
aspiring to the presidency, and Congress¬ 
man Barrett planning to succeed Speak¬ 
er Reed, these two men may be confi¬ 
dently expected to keep Massachusetts 
to the frout during the present session 
of Congress. Both are very smart men, 
but it is a long ways from Sumner or 
Webster or Wilson down to either. 


Stirling Elliott has declared him¬ 
self a candidate for the L. A. W. presi 
deucy, and thinks that his position as 
editor of the L. A. W. Bulletin ought to 
be no obstacle iu tho way, In this ho is 
certainly right, and the league would 
consult its own interests by placing such 
a wide-awake aud progressive man at the 
head of affairs. Mr. Elliott does not be¬ 
lieve that tho league should withdraw 
from racing and thinks the remedy 
for the present apparent ueglect ot the 
league’s more important mission is “not 
to take the food away from the more 
healthy infant, but fatten up the sickly 
one until a more favorable comparison 
would become obvious to all. 


The board of aldermou have voted in 
favor of changing the date of the city 
election from the first to tho second 
Tuesday in December. The chief reason 
for the change seems to be that the elec¬ 
tion now comes tho week after Thanks¬ 
giving, and interferes with the plans of 
citizens for tho celebration of that holi¬ 
day. 


THE MAYOR’S VETO. 

The veto from Mayor Bothfeld of the 
scheme to spend a lot of money for 
plans for the abolition of grade crossings 
ou the south side of the city is backed 
up by very strong arguments, which 
furnish a conclusive reason why ihe 
work should not be done at this time. 

It is evident to all that any plans for 
the work that could be made at present, 
would be simply a waste of money, as 
the Bostou & Albany railroad could not 
take any action iu the matter until the 
work on the main liue is completed, 
which will certaiuly be two years, at 
least. A good deal of the preseut traffic 
over the main liue will have to go round 
the circuit, where work is really begun, 
aud it would be wiser to wait and see 
the way the plan adopted ou the main 
liue works before making any plaus lor 
more separation of grades in other sec 
tioos of the city, 

Auother reason is that the city engin¬ 
eers office will have all the work it cau 
well manage for the next few mouths, iu 
lookiug after the street wideuiug scheme 
now begun, aud preparing for tho grade 
crossing abolition on the maiu liue. It 
is hardly fair or wise to give the < fiice 
auy additional work, especially when 
that work could just as well be post¬ 
poned for a year or two. As the plaus 
could not possibly be acted upou, during 
tho coming year, there is no necessity 
for having them made, especially as the 
city treasury will not be iu a condition 
to staud any unnecessary expense for 
the coming year. 

There is no question that the grade 
crossings at Newton Highlands and at 
Newlou Centre are dangerous ones, aud 
that the oue ou Centro street, Newtoii 
Centre, is au obstacle to the street tail- 
ways that want to reach Newlou Ceutre 


The cry that the itch are growing rich¬ 
er aud the poor are growing poorer does 
not seem to be borne out by the second 
part of the 25th annual report of the 
Massachusetts bureau of labor statistics. 

It considers the distribution of wealth. 
From the figures presented in this re¬ 
port, which may be regarded as fairly ac¬ 
curate, it appears there are in any given 
thousand of the people of Massachusetts 
more persons possessed of moderate and 
fair-sized estates than ever before, and 
that the average size of these estates is 
double what it was sixty years ago. It 
appears also that the moderate sized 
estates are increasing faster iu value 
than the large estates, although theie is 
some doubt whether the figures on which 
these conclusions are based aro absolute¬ 
ly accurate. Nevertheless, tbo results of 
the investigation aro essentially hopeful, 
as showing that the great majority are 
improving in their condition, and that 
the wealth of the country is being fairly 
distributed. From 1S29 31 to 1SS9 91, the 
average wealth of the people has in¬ 
creased from $1SG to $24". In the first 
peiiod there were 30 estates of over 
$50,000, and in the last 509; in the first 
there were only two yalued over $500,000, 
aud the last there were 30, the figures be¬ 
ing taken from those estates which 
passed through the probate court. The 
I report is full of interesting figures, from 
j any point of view. 

| The reign of Mr. Stauvvood over the 
| Boston Journal was evidently not very 
satisfactory to the owners, aud the heirs 
of the late Chas. O. Rogers have sold 
their majority interest, about four-fifths, 
to a syndicate represented by W. D. 
Sobier and Stephen O'Meara. The 
former claims that he represents the 
ownership, but it is an open secret that 
the Draper futnily are largely interested. 
Mr. O’Meara will again take charge of 
the Journal, with which he has so long 
been identified, aud uuder the new own¬ 
ership the paper will probably be more 
progressive, uud be more of a rival to the 
Herald and Globe than heretofore. In 
spite of tlie fact that Massachusetts has 
been such a strong Republican state, it is 
a curious fact that the leading papers of 
Boston have not been of that party, aud 
possibly this chauge may do something 
to remedy this, aud the Journal will ap¬ 
peal more to the intelligence of its read¬ 
ers than to their prejudices. The change 
also disposes of the one McKiuley organ 
iu this section, as the Journal will now 
be for .Speaker Reed for president, al¬ 
though Mr. Sobier claims that it bus not 
been bought in the interest of auy presi¬ 
dential candidate. As the new owners 
are liberal men, aud not dependent on in¬ 
come from their stock, a great improve¬ 
ment in the Journal may he looked for. 

The men who voted against Clerk Mc¬ 
Laughlin, sneered at “civil service :*• 
form,” aud proclaimed their devotion to 
the spoils system, merely show what un¬ 
fit candidates sometimes get 1 ffioe. They j 
do not 1 epresent the Republican party of 
Massachusetts, unless that party lias 
thrown away its respectability, although 
it cau nut avoid the responsibility for 
this act of its lepreseutatives Such an 
act ought to cause a reaction to rfttf-iu | 


The Commonwealth Avenue Street 
Railway have declined to put up $5,000 
towards tbo expense of widening Centre 
street, and so will not be granted a loca¬ 
tion on that street. But it is only a 
short walk from the boulevard to New¬ 
ton Centre.

THE CODE OF HONOR. 

Dueling a* It Was In France In the Time 
or Klehcllon. 

Tho pnasion for dueling, which had 
cost Franco, it was said, between 7,000 
and 8,000 lives during tho 20 years of 
Henry IV’s reign, was at its hoighfc 
when his soil came to tho throne. Tho 
council of Trent in 1545 hnd solemnly 
condemned the practice of single com¬ 
bat, impartially including principals, 
seconds and spectators in its penalty of 
excommunication. In 1002 1111 edict of 
Henry pronounced tho “damnable cus¬ 
tom of dnoling introduced by tho cor¬ 
ruption of the century” to lie the causo 
of so many piteous accidents, to the ex¬ 
treme regret, and displeasure of thekiug 
anti to tho irreparable damage of the 
stato, “that we should count ourselves 
unworthy to hold tho scepter if wo de¬ 
layed to repress tho enormity of this 
crimo. ” 

A whole sories of edicts followed to 
the sumo effect, but it was easier to 
make edicts than to enforco them. Deg¬ 
radation, imprisonment, confiscation of 
property, loss of civil rights aud death 
were the penalties attached to tho in¬ 
fringement of the laws against dueling, 
aud still tho practico prevailed. In 1020 
Richelieu published a milder form of 
prohibition. The first offenso was no 
longer capital, a third only of the of¬ 
fender’s property was to bo confiscated, 
aud the judges wero permitted to recog- 
uizo extenuating circumstances. 

A few months later tho Comte do 
Bouteville thought fit to test tho minis¬ 
ter’s patience in this direction. Tho 
Place Royulo had long been a favorite 
dueling ground, and Do Bouteville 
traveled from Brussels to fight his twen¬ 
ty •second duel here, in the heart of 
Paris, in deliberate defianco of tho king’s 
authority. Tho result was not encourag¬ 
ing. Montmorency though I 10 was, the 
count went with his second to the scaf¬ 
fold, aud the marked decrease from that 
time in tho number of duels may be at¬ 
tributed either to the moderation used 
in framing the law or to the inexorablo 
resolution with which it was enforced. 
—Macmillan’s Magazine.

The Salts In the Ocean. 

Thesaltsof tho sea havo fed, through¬ 
out all time, countless living things 
which havo thronged its water aud 
whoso remains now form the rocks of 
continents or lie spread in beds of 
unknown thickness over 00,000,000 
square miles of the 143,000,000 square 
miles of the ocean’s floor. They have 
lent tho substance to build the fringing 
reefs of the laud and all the coral is¬ 
lands of tho sea, aud there aro at pres¬ 
ent, on tho basis of an average salinity 
of 3>£ per cent in tho 290,700,000 cubic 
miles of water which make up the 
oceans, 90,000,000,000,000,000 tons, 
or 10,173,000 cubic miles, of salt. This 
is sufficient to cover the areas of all the 
lands of the eai’th with a uniform layer 
of salt to a depth of 1,000 feet.—Popu¬ 
lar Scienco Monthly.

A VERY SATISFACTORY YEAR AND MANY 
NEW AND HANDSOME nUILDINGS. 

Tho real estate market in the city of 
Newton during tho past year has been 
very satisfactory, and many new build¬ 
ings for residential and business usos 
have been, and are now being, erected. 

The completion of the new Common¬ 
wealth avenue boulevard, opening tip a 
delightful section of hitherto fanning 
land into handsome and eligible building 
lots, which are irow selling from 20 cents 
to 50 cents per square foot, ns soon as 
the electric cnrs are in operation connect¬ 
ing with the West End system at Chest¬ 
nut Hill, which will be on or about 
March 1, will undoubtedly cause a 
greater movement of land on this avenue, 
as it is ono of the finest drives and com¬ 
mands some of tho roost beautiful land¬ 
scape views to be found in this stale. 

The widening of Washington street, 
and the depression of the Uoston «Sr 
Albany tracks on the main line will also 
add greatly to tho attractiveness of the 
city, transforming what is now a narrow, 
crowded street oocupied by cheap houses 
into a broad, handsome roadway 100 feet 
in width, with broad sidewalks studded 
with old shade trees and lined with at¬ 
tractive residences. 

This work is now in opperation, many 
of the buildings having alroady been re¬ 
moved and new stores are springing, up 
in the business sectious to accommodate 
the tenauts who are obliged to vacato 
their preseut quarters. At Newtonville 
the changes are at present most ap¬ 
parent. 

The Newton associate property, north 
of the railroad, is now erecting a hand¬ 
some building of yellow pressed brick on 
the corner of Washington aud Walnut 
streets, which will coutain six stores 
fitted with all tho modern appliauces and 
business offices in the second story. It 
is also erectiug a block of red-faced 
brick, containing five stores, on the south 
side of the railroad, corner of Walnut 
and Austin streets. 

The Masons have secured a fine lot 
corner of Walnut street and Newtonville 
avenue upon which they are to erect 
stores over which will be the uew 
Masonic hall, which will equal auything 
of its kiud outside of Boston. The uew 
Clallin block ou Washington street for 
stores, and several other single new 
stores, all now under process of con¬ 
struction, are expected to be ready for 
occupancy by the time the actual re¬ 
moval from the old stores to be de¬ 
molished is demanded, which will he iu 
the spring of 1890. 

At NewtoD a portion of Cole’s block is 
to be removed, cutting off the stores and 
apartments overhead. The old Hyde 
property, corner of Centre and Washing¬ 
ton streets, which was recently sold 
through the agency of Edward F. Barnes 
to Col. Taylor of Worcester and Mr. J. E. 
Whitman of Newton for about $40,000, 
aud which now comprises seven wooden 
stores, with tenements overhead, is to be 
improved in the spring by the removal 
of the old buildings and the erection of 
a uew handsome biiok block of stores, 
with offices overhead, 

*The old GuApiiic office building is also 
soon to be moved to Pearl street, where 
Cellar has beeu dug for it, and it will 
e replaced by a brick block, a passage 
way to tho laud in the rear being left bo 
tween it and Bacou’s block/ 

A haudsjme block is also being 
erected ueJtt the Nonantum house, by 
Air. Taylor, who nought this property 
for $40,000, and a uew front is to be built 
to the old Nouantum house, bringing it 
Out to the street line. 

Mr. W. F. Bacon Is also to build a 
block of three stores next to Cole’s 
block, on Washington street. 

The Newton Association are building 
a block of three stores on Centre place, 
next to the uew Graphic building, and 
will build in the spring a two story block 
on the corner of Ceutre street and Centre 
place, with six stores ou the first floor 
and offices above. F. A. Hubbaid, the 
druggist, will occupy two of the stores 
on Ceutre place, uutil the other block is 
finished, when he will have the corner 
store. 

With the depression of the tracks. 
Newtou is promised a new nilroad sta¬ 
tion, one of the handsomest to be found 
on the road, and the business part of 
Newton will hardly know itself.

Deuth of R. A. Ballou. 

Rev. ltussell Arnold Ballou, a well- 
known Boston real estate bioker, dud at 
his home 140 Church stieet, Suuday, 
aged sixty etghr. He was born in Mon 
roe, receiving bis college education at 
the Glenwood Classical Seminary, 
Urattleboro, Vt. Previous to taking a 
degree, be lelt the seminary to continue 
his study for the ministry, under K-*v. 
Hosea Ballou. After completing bis 
studies he wus ordained to the Universa 
list ministry, aud for twelve years occu 
pied the pulpit of the Universalist 
church at Augusta, Me. During that 
period he was editor of the Banner, a 
paper published by tho Univeisalist So¬ 
ciety, He resigned his pastorate to ac¬ 
cept the editorship of the Christian 
Leader, published in Boston. During 
this time he was known as a successful 
lecturer, lecturing iu all the principal 
cities aud towus iu the couutryon vari¬ 
ous scientific subjects. In 1805 lie 
married Miss Augusta J. Woodman, 
daughter of ilou. George Woodman ul 
Portland, Me. 

Shortly after bis marriage In* resigned 
his editorship, and entered the real 
estate business, amassing a fortune of a 
quarter of a million in a few years. Dur 
ing the great Boston fire he was engaged 
iu the real estate and insurance business, 
aud much of bis wealth was swept away. 

lie again entered the ministry, preach 
ing iu various pulpits, but having no 
settled pastorate, aud devoted himself to 
pleaching aud to literary pursuits up to 
the lime of bis death, lie was a tem¬ 
perance advocate, aud delivered many 
lectures throughout the country on the 
temperance question. 

lie was a member of the Monday and 
Tuesday literaly clubs of Newton, aud 
was at ouu time a Mason. He w«h a 
regular attendant of the Chauuiug Uni¬ 
tarian church.

CARRIGEEN MOSS. 


Tho sou cam© leaping and plunging 
in groat white spume flakes along tho ; 
cliffs of Carrigoon, for it was spring¬ 
time and the season of high tides. Far 
away, beyond the nngry breakers aud 
beyond the wavering, shifting bands of ! 
gray foam which took their place, one 
could seo naught but a vast plateau of 
green ocean, dappled by an occasional 
sail or darkening over the sunken ledges 
into patches of leaden hue. 

High upon the cliffsido, where sea 
thistle aud sand grass rustled in the 
Atlantic breezes, two persons—an aged 
man aud tiny girl—sat hand in hand 
gazing steadfastly across the waters, i 
Tied up iu a red handkerchief at their 
sido lay a frugal lunch of bread aud 
buttermilk, from which fact it was easy 
to toll that they wero either tourists or 
vagrants. As a matter of fact they be¬ 
longed to the former class, although 
your fashionable sightseer might bo in¬ 
clined to class them scornfully with tho 
latter. 

Old Meehaul Finnerty, the shean- 
nnchie, or “wise man,” of the inland 
parish of Ballycarney, had taken his 
grandchild Noreeu for a long promised 
trip to the seashore. They had come by 
tho mail cart from Ballycarney cross¬ 
roads to the county town of Kilmore, 
whence the train, marvelous and whol¬ 
ly novel iu Noreen’s eyes, carried them 
with puff and rumble to the very bor¬ 
ders of the ocean. And now here they 
were, sitting ou Carrigeen cliffs above 
tho mighty waste, peacefully chattering 
the one to the other, symbolical of care¬ 
less age and thoughtless youth beside 
the waves of eternity. 

Old Meehaul told his small charge u 
score of curious stories that afternoon— 
mostly stories of tho coast they were, for 
Meehaul had lived during many of bis 
earlier years away from Ballycarney in 
tho Carrigeen district. Moreover, he 
was, in his capacity of sheauuachie, the 
possessor of legends galore, together 
with the power of relating them. Pres¬ 
ently ho leaned over the sides of the 
beetling cliff, and plucking a bunch of 
dull green moss from one of the crevices 
held it toward the child. 

“Do ye know what that is, alanuah?” 
ho asked. 

Noreeu shook her neatly brushed 
ringlets to imply the negative. 

“Sure ’tis miss—Carrigeen moss— 
tm hrnimi; food at that. Did ye never 
hear tell of Carrigeen moss?” 

Again the ringletH were Euaketl. 

“Well, ’tie what the poor fisherfolk 
ate when there’B a famine. When the 
‘praties’ give out an there’s naught to 
buy bread with they climb Up the rocks 
an gather Carrigeen mos3. Then thoy 
boil it in a big pot, an it’s not so bad to 
ate—when ye can’t get anything else.” 

Noreeu looked at the slimy herb aud 
wondered how it could possibly taste 
well under uuy circumstances. Others 
have felt similarly. Yet the poor coast 
people are driven in times of distress 
to support life on Carrigeen moss alone. 

Old Meehaul settled himself comfort¬ 
ably once more, filled aud lit his dhu- 
deeu, or short black pipe, and reflective¬ 
ly said, “Maybe ye never was tould the 
story of how Carrigeen moss wus sent as 
food to the poor?” 

The sheauuachie, like some other no¬ 
table poets, invariably began a narra¬ 
tive, by asking a question. Finding that 
Noreeu wus ignoruut of the legend men¬ 
tioned, he placed the tiu cap of his 
dhudeen, took a long puff at the reeking 
tobacco and began; 

“It was iu the ould, ancient days, be¬ 
fore any marauders at all—let alone any 
Englishmen—set eyes or foot ou Irish 
soil. Feargus the Swarthy (or Feurgus 
Dim in Gaelic) was king of all this 
coast from the mouth of Feur river to 
the bay of Baushugh. He was a fine 
young king, but his nature was sad, an 
instead of lightiu his neighbors like a 
king ought, he liked better to stroll 
along these rocks of u moonlight night 
un play tunes on his golden harp. 

“Well, one uight ho was singin to 
the harp down on the strand below 
when the finest lady he ever saw came 
up out o’ iliu water an smiled at him. 
Her face was beautiful un white, jools 
glittered all over her, an she walked 
like a queen. But Feargus took particu¬ 
lar notice of her hair. It was long an 
soft an wavy, but tho color of it was 
queer entirely, for it was green—green 
us the sea out beyond or the moss I have 
iu my fist. But, sure, King Feargus 
liked her all the better for tho queer 
color of her hair, heiu himself a queer 
young man. Ho played sweet music to 
her, an she tould him how she was a 
sea king’s (laughter strayed up from the 
palaces under the water. To make a 
long story short, King Feargus uu the 
mermaid were married, an tho line 
ould family ot McNamara, which means 
children of the merumid, descended from 
them. Very happily they lived too, the 
only trouble buin that while Feargus 
grew ould uu gray haired the sea 
princess, beiu a fairy, staid young for¬ 
ever. At lust poor King Feargus died 
uu left his beautiful queen a widow. 
When she saw one of her struppiu big 
sous safely on the throne, she called ull 
the people together uu tould them that 
fclie must return to her father iu the 
puluces under the seu. Then there rose 
such a wailin un lumentiu aiming the 
people as would melt the heart of u 
[ Btoue. 

“Every man, woman un child uloug 
the coast loved their seu princess, un it 
wus bitter news to them when she hurj 


that she uvist go hnok to her own coun¬ 
try. All the ould people knelt before her 
with tears in their eyes, an tho priests 
offered up prayers that she might not. ho 
taken fiom them. But, sure, the princess 
was firm. She said: ‘Men of the laud, 
my heart beats for ye, but there is a 
voice within me which calls me back to 
the ocean. Every night. I hear tho sum¬ 
mons of my father soundin through the 
noise of wind an waters. Believe me, I 
must go, but before I leave yo cliooso 
some keepsake or token which will re¬ 
mind ye of her that was your king's 
wife.’ Then the people began cosherin 
together, but for tho life of them they 
could not think of anything to ask of her 
as a token. 

“At last, achorra, up spoko a neat 
young gossoon, an ho says, ‘Let us ask 
her for a lock of that beautiful green 
hair of hers.’ ’Twasu’t such a bad idea. 
So the good people asked her for tho 
hair accordingly. An, bein a woman, 
though only a sea woman, tho princess 
was mightily pleased at the complimen¬ 
tary way they put tho request. 

“She smiled sweeter nor ever boforo, 
an says she: ‘It will be done as yo say. 
But to reward your kindness, an in or¬ 
der that ye may find sonio use iu my 
gift, I will ndd something to tho pres 
eut. ’ 

“Then, acushla, she took her eldest 
son’s sharp sword an cut off a big lock of 
her hair.

DEATH OF JOSEPH R. SMITH. 

LEADINO MEMBER OF SUFFOLK RAR AND 
PROMINENT ON NEWTON ROItOOI. 
HOARD. 


.losepli^R. Smith, a leading member of 
the Suffolk bar and a member of tho 
Newton school hoaid, died at his homo 
on Hyde street, Newton Highlands, at 11 
Wednesday morning, after a week’s Ill¬ 
ness. Mr. Smith went to Now York on 
business a week ago, aud while there 
contracted typhoid fever, he returned 
home Monday, but was in such an ex¬ 
hausted condition from overwotk that 
his constitution was uuablo to withstand 
tho attack. 

Joseph R. Smith was born in Hollis, 
N. II.. hi May. 1S5G. nud came of an old 
New England family. He was educated 
in Lawrence Academy, Groton, and at 
Dartmouth. While at the latter institu¬ 
tion be eatued the reputation of being n 
thorough and conscientious student, and 
was graduated at the head of his class iu 
1879. 

He then became the principal of the 
Hollis High school, and filled the posi¬ 
tion for two yours. In 1881 ho decided 
to study law, and entered the Boston 
University Law school. Here also he 
Btood high iu his classes, and was grad¬ 
uated with honors iu 1884. He was at 
once admitted to the Suffolk bar, aud 
has since been engaged iu active prac¬ 
tice. 

Soon after his graduation he was called 
to the University Law school as a lec¬ 
turer ou evidence, aud has since been a 
constant lecturer iu the law school. 

Upon his admission to the bar he be¬ 
came identified with the firm of Train & 
Teele, but after two years iu this office 
commenced an independent prnctice, 

lie was regarded as oue of the ablest 
of the young membors of the Boston 
bar, lie was entrusted with the care of 
a number of important cases, and his 
judgment was regarded as unusually cor¬ 
rect. 

He became a resident of Newton about 
12 years ago, and has siuce been actively 
interested in the development of Newton 
Highlands. 

In politics he was a lifelong Democrat, 
but lour years ago was elected to tho 
school board from Ward 5 on the Repub¬ 
lican ticket. He was re elected to the 
board last year, as the unanimous choice 
of all parties. 

In the school board he lias been promi¬ 
nent as the chairman of the committee 
ou seboolhouses, aud was instrumental 
in securing the erection of new school 
buildings at Newton Highlands, Newton¬ 
ville and West Newtou. 

He leaves a wife, but do children. The 
funeral willbeLeld this (Friday) after¬ 
noon, at 2, from liis late residence. 


From the Sen to Newton. 

Newtonville, Dec. 30, ’95. 

To tho Editor of the Graphic:— 

Tho city of Newton, within the last 
few years, has done a great deal to im¬ 
prove and lay out uew highways. There 
is oue thing wanting, it is this. Let 
Newton have a water-way to the sea. It 
cau be doue. It is well kuowu that 
vessels UoW come up the Charles River 
as far as the arseual, By dredgiug the 
river from the aiseual to Newton and 
Watertowu, only about one mile, a 
chauuel could be made deep enough to 
allow vessels to come up to Newtou ou 
tvery tide, and between Newton and 
Watertowu have a basin dredged out, so 
ibat vessels could lay there at low tide. 
By doiug this all kinds of lumber, coal, 
wood, lime, cement, hay and gi^in, etc., 
could be laid down ou whaives in New¬ 
tou aud Watertown, saving an immense 
amount every year to tbe citizeus ot 
these places; oveu in tbe one item of 
coal alone it would be large. In the ap¬ 
propriation of tbe River and Harboi 
bills, you will seu large amounts grauted 
tor small livers aud oveu creeks, in tbe 
south, showing that tney are fully ative 
to this improvement iu their rivers. 

Now let us ask the government to help 
us. It does seem as if this small dis¬ 
tance (about a mile) on the river could 
be so improved that Newton ifc Water- 
town would be tbe bead of navigation. 
The government is also especially inter¬ 
ested on account of the arsenal being so 
near. If Watertown aud tbe city govern¬ 
ment of Newton will move in this 
matter, askiug the congressmen from 
our district to have au appropriation 
made iu the uext River and Harbor bill 
for this object, wirhiu two years one 
could rertp the benefits of it. Home 
coal, lumber, etc., delivered directly by 
water, from tbe great shipping points 
without baudliug. Why not?

A ITAUNTEI) BICYCLE. 


“Yos, sir, that bicycle’s haunted, and 
that’s nil thero is to it. I don’t know a 
thing nbont spirits and things like that, 
but if yon ever catch ine riding that 
wheel after midnight I won’t know it. ” 
Thus did George Spriugwell vehe¬ 
mently declare that the supernatural 
had taken hold of his bicycle. The talo 
that SpringweU tells is certainly a queer 
oue, and one that is apparently vouched 
for by a number of his friends. Thoy 
declare that auy oue riding tho wheel 
after 12:30 o’clock ou any night will 
wish ho hadn’t. The sensations experi¬ 
enced by such u rider are described as 
startling in the extreme aud accom¬ 
panied by manifestations that are of 
tho hair raising variety. 

Spriugwoll lives in a modest little 
house ou Lombard street aud is a clerk 
in one of tho largo dry goods houses. Ho 
came to Buffalo last July from New 
York and just before he left tho metrop¬ 
olis he bought a secondhand bicycle 
from a reputable dealer. This he took 
to Buffalo and has ridden it steadily to 
and from his place of business. He is 
not what would be called a bicycle 
crank, using tho machine merely as a 
means of locomotion between his houso 
and the store. It was only a few weeks 
ago that lie was awnre of the supernat¬ 
ural qualities of the wheel, and this he 
discovered iu a startling manner. Ho 
was accustomed to leave the wheel in 
a small room in the rear of the kitchen 
every night. One day he bought a cy¬ 
clometer, and with the aid of tho in¬ 
strument ho found that the wheel was 
haunted. 

He took careful note of the miles reg¬ 
istered on the littlo machine and soon 
began to see that there were small dis¬ 
crepancies, periods of exactly three i 
miles, for which he could not account. 
Every night as he looked at the cy¬ 
clometer he took careful note of the 
amount registered, aud every morning 
it was just three miles more. This both¬ 
ered him considerably, but he dismissed 
everything with the thought that the 
instrument was defective in some way 
or other. 

But a fow weeks ago lie rode out into 
the country for the first time iu tho 
evening. He took a trip to the Falls, 
spent the evening there aud wheeled 
home in company with a friend. He 
reached Touawauda about 11 o’clock, 
uud wuited there till midnight. Then 
he slowly pedaled over the brick boule¬ 
vard toward home. He was somewhat 
tired, aud bis friend, u man uamed Zei- 
ler, being more of a wheelman, was 
ubout a sixteenth of a mile ahead. Just 
as Spriugwoll reached the clump of trees 
ou this side of Keumore he began to ex¬ 
perience what, if his story is true, is 
something distinctly marvelous. 

Ho declures that as he was riding 
along moderately he struck a chill blast 
of air. This was ou au August night, 
uud he could uot account for the extreme 
cold. Then something began to work iu 
his throat. Before he was aware he was 
a prey to a most horrible aud vague fear 
—horrible because of its vagueness. 
Something terrible he felt was about to 
happen. He glanced from right to loft. 
Nothing could be seen or heard. He 
thought he would call to his friend 
ahead, but felt powerless. 

Then, as ho was ridiug, u powerful 
something seemed to suddenly wrap it¬ 
self about him. Hu could feel cold hands 
suddenly seize his hands us they guided 
the machine, aud he could not release 
them from the iron grip. He knew that 
ho was iu the power of some supernat¬ 
ural monster uud tliut the machine had 
passed from his control. He wavered 
from side to side. Tho wheel described 
curiouscurves aud he thought for a min¬ 
ute ho was going to he thrown to the 
ground. All this time ho did uot have 
uuy control of the wheel. Ho tugged 
with all his force ut the bundle bars, 
but this did uot deviate the whoel from 
its path a single inch. 

Terrified beyond description, he could 
uot shout.

He could 
feel thut the ghostly rider behind him 
wus punting under tho exertion. He 
jould feel u clammy breuth ou the back 


of his neck ihnt so nt terrible shiver* 
through hi* whole body. 

Spriugwoll declare* with an expres¬ 
sion that is indubitable evidence of his , 
honesty that he will never forget this 
nwfnl ride till the lust moment of his 
life. The sensation accompanying this 
mad flight ho say* he i* powerless to 
describe. Thero was not only the horri- i 
hie thought that he was in the power of | 
the snpernatnrtil, bnt other emotions 
that he says no language can over por¬ 
tray were concomitant. His very soul 
was swayed by their intensity and 
seemed to he in a shadow of something 
inexpressibly terrorsome and ghoulish. 

On he flew, and he could make out a 
shadowy something dancing before him, 
something vague of outline and white 
in color. It danced now here, uow 
there, and he felt rather than saw that > 
it was* mocking him. On iu the leader- j 
ship of this phantom he flew. Ho cross- ! 
cd tho Belt line tracks with a hound, 
then felt ho was slowing up. But still 
he kept on until the curve that Dela¬ 
ware avenue takes before it reaches the 
culvert where tho Park road passes over 
it. Ahead he could see the white shim¬ 
mer 6f an electric light illuminating its 
dazzling circle beneath it. He felt the 
icy hands that had nevor relaxed their 
pressure from the moment ho had first 
felt them loosen a bit of their grip. 

He was regaining control. But the 
machine seemed to be dragging some¬ 
thing behind it. He felt he could now 
turn and see tho ghostly monster behind 
him. Ho craned his head a bit, aud at 
that moment he felt a terriblo blow 
over the head. Stunned, ho dropped 
from his wheel aud lay on the pave¬ 
ment.

However 
that may be, the fact remains that the 
cyclometer registers of its own accord a 
little over three miles every night.—

SEALED BY A SHOT. 


A SINGULAR INCIDENT OF THE BAT¬ 
TLE AROUND ANTIETAM. 


Union Soldier* Almont Fninl*lird For Lack 

of WslM 1 .Dlucorer a Spring—A Confed¬ 
erate Shot Rnded the Struggle For the 
< Sparkling Liquid. 

From the first peep of dnwn Hooker, 
on the extremo right, having crossed 
Antiotam creek tho previous evening, 
had been ponnding the Confederates aud 
gotting as good in return, nnd Mansfield 
in tho ceutor had boon seconding Fight¬ 
ing Joo’s endeavors with varying sne* 
cess, so that it wns fnlly high noon be¬ 
fore Bnrnsido on tho left received any 
intimation that liis wing of the army 
wns to lrnvo any greater sharo iu tlm 
controversy than that of interested audi¬ 
tors. Though there had been some brisk 
skirmishing in front of tho left, all eyes 
in that quarter were turnod toward tho 
center of the stage, nnd when it was 
learned that the gallant Mansfield had 
gone down in the conflict there was 
mnny a pang of grief, for Mnnsfield was 
a horo. 

While the troops Iny massed by bri¬ 
gade in tho open fields nnd broiling snn 
botweeu tho creek nnd the low bluff to 
the oast of the bridge, they sought to pre¬ 
pare tliemselvos for whatever might 
conro by keeping their canteens filled 
with water. Tho creek, so near and yot 
so far, proved to bo a danger lino for the 
occupants of both banks of the stream, 
for it was almost certain dentil for 
either Federnls or Confederates to ap¬ 
proach the strenm, so that Burnside’s 
men spent their time by reliofs in pro¬ 
curing tho covoted liquid wheresoever it 
conld bo found in tho rear. 

Directly eastward from tho famous 
stone bridgo, nnd immediately to tho 
rear of one of the massed brigades, aud 
scarcely 200 yards distant from tbe 
creek, wns found by some of the eagor 
searchers n diadem in the shape of a 
stream of cool, pure water pouring from 
the face of a slaty embankment of scarce¬ 
ly more than ten feet in height. 

During all the past time that this 
diminutive strenm had been making its 
egress from tho bosom of the earth it 
had been permitted to spread itsolf out 
over tho adjoining meadow laud or find 
its way to tho creek through tho shallow 
morass that formed nt the base of the 
insignificant knoll from which it seeped. 

Never, perhaps, since the creation did 
such a small trickle of water jump so 
suddenly into importance nnd usefulness 
as did tho one iu question, for tho prac¬ 
ticed eyes of the water famished Yan¬ 
kees, who had learned by their experi¬ 
ence on the peninsula to smell water 
afar, followed up the moistened water 
course to its sourco, and, having found 
tho head thereof, it was bnt a matter of 
a few minutes till they had a solid 
stream of tho sparkling gem of about 
one-balf inch in diameter pouring 
through a trough which had been im¬ 
provised from the bark of a nearby sap- 
ling. 

This improved condition of the little 
stream, becoming known to all the 
troops lying near by, proved to be the 
signal for a general riot, for the strug¬ 
gle for the privilege of holding the can¬ 
teen under the spout became so boister 
ous that the officers were compelled to 
place not ouly a guard, but a cordon, of 
troops around it to prevent the contend¬ 
ing soldiers from murdering each other 
in their mad endeavor to get just oue 
taste of the coveted prize. All this, too, 
in the face of the fact that the Johnnies 
beyond the creek lmd opened their bat¬ 
teries and musketry ou the columns 
then moving in the direction of the 
bridge, and numerous missiles found 
their way to a disagreeable proximity to 
the spring. But just as a semblance of 
order had beeu restored the word was 
passed to “fall in,” aud the life giver 
was left to itself und for the time for¬ 
gotten, but as the brigade advanced by 
battalion tbe soldier could not refrain 
from casting a backward glanco of re¬ 
gret ut the thread of silver dancing iu 
tho afternoou sun. 

Half an hour later the battle was on 
iu all its fury, aud every moment add¬ 
ed to tho stream of wounded meu pour¬ 
ing buckwurd out of tho line of danger. 
Those who knew tho spring made 
straightway for it, followed by others, 
for who of those who ever had the ex¬ 
perience can forgot for a moment tho 
terrible condition of a wounded soldier 
with an empty canteen? 

If tho strife for possession of the 
spring previous to the udvnuco had beeu 
furious, it. was now a thousand times 
worse, for around that bit of moisture 
surged a maddened, frouziod mass of 
bleeding humanity in all the conditions 
of wounds resulting from the fierce 
buttle then raging less tbuu half u mile 
distunt uud consequent turmoil. So 
fierco was the struggle that they de¬ 
stroyed the spout, uud tho mad und fam¬ 
ished men would rush forward if ouly 
to get u hand wet. 

At this supreme moment a Federal 
buttery took a position ou the knoll im¬ 
mediately above the spring aud opened 
on the enemy. This brought a reply 
from a Confederate buttery on the high 
ground beyond the creek, aud about the 
first gun from the other side settled the 
contention us to tho value of the little 
stream, for u solid shot struck the em¬ 
bankment about a foot above the outlet 
of water, buried itsolf oat of sight uud 
shut off the water us completely us a 
faucet ever stopped the flow from tho 
nozzle of a hydrant. Notwithstanding 
the excellent practice of the rebel artil¬ 
lery, some of the suffering soldiers hov¬ 
ered about the spot for a time iu the 
hope that tho water would find another 
outlet, but such proved a vain dream 
indeed, us the writer, 30 days thereaft¬ 
er, pussing that way, sought u sip of 
tho coveted neetar und found tho only 
evidence that u stream hud ever flowed 
from the spot to ho tho dilapidated re¬ 
mains of the improvised burk spout.— 
Pittsburg Dispatch.

Ex-Mayor Hyde then administered tho 
oath of office to Mayor-elect Cobb, after 
which Mayor Cobb swore in the aider- 
men and members of the common coun¬ 
cil. 

Mayor Cobb then read his inaugural 
address, which was as follows: 

No one of you can regret more than I 
that our young chief magistrate, who so 
faithfully ana offinoutly served us dur¬ 
ing the yoar past, is not standing iu my 
place to give you out of the rich store of 
his municipal experience valuable sug¬ 
gestions for the days that are to come; 
and you must not expect of me that before 
coming into official contact with auy of 
the departments, I shall be able to speak 
to your edification of their require¬ 
ments. 

But as we cross the threshold of our 
civic duties, we are confronted with a 
large and rapidly increasing debt, to 
which 1 wish especially to call yonr at¬ 
tention; in the hope thu by carefully 
considering the facts I shall presout, you 
may be induced to j tin with me iu a 
determined effort to put a stop to further 
large expenditures, and iu devoting our 
energies to maintaining the efficiency of 
the several departments with the facili¬ 
ties now at our hand, 

In 1835 the total debt of the city, other 
than water loan and less sinking fuud 
was $305,000. In 1890 it was $255,000, 
and in 1895 it was $2,100,000. which, with 
the issue of bonds made necessary for 
the completion of the Washington street 
and Tremont street widening and the con¬ 
struction of the boulevard to the river, 
will make the total debt,other than water 
loan, $2,675,000. With the water debt in 
1885 the total was $1,155,000; iu 1S90 the 
total was $1,360,000, and at present with 
tho further necessary issue, it is $4,000,- 
000. For this large indeDtedness the law 
requires us to set apart a sinking fund 
sufficient to extinguish the deb; at its 
maturity. In 1885 the sinking fund re¬ 
quirement and the interest paid was 
$105,000, or about 25 per ceut of the ap¬ 
propriation for that year. Id 1890 it was 
$135,000, or about 18 per cent of the ap¬ 
propriation. Today we must provide 
for the coming year $336,000, or about 
36 per ceni of all the moneys paid out of 
the city treasury. While our valuation 
has increased during the last ten years 
67 per cent, our requirements for sinking 
funds and interest haye increased uearly 
330 per cent. Now I do not wish to be 
understood as passing judgment, upod 
past expenditures or criticising the 
actiou of the administrations that have 
prece led me. In some instances the 
necessities of the times demanded them 
as notably water and sewerage, and 
others were very desirable if we could 
afford them, as the Washington street 
widening and the building of the boule¬ 
vard. But we have gone as far iu tba 
direction of obtaining the desirable 
things on credit as I think is wise. 
Already the necessity for a higher tax 
rate seems inevitable, a result that will 
teud to discourage the influx of taxable 
property. It is to be hop-d, therefore, 
that the erection of a city hall, large and 
expensive school houses, and a court 
house, will be postponed until our valua¬ 
tion shall so increase as to enable us to 
afford these much to be coveted but ex¬ 
pensive luxuries. 

We are cons’antly receiving compli¬ 
ments from visitors on tbe excellent con¬ 
dition of our streets, due to the efficiency 
of our highway department: but I do 
wish to submit that they are now of 
Bufficieut width to accommodate all the 
travel that will ever pass over them, and, 
that, should it be thought necessary to 
widen them iu order to accommodate 
private corporations, tbe parries that are 
to be beuefitted should pay the full ex¬ 
pense of such wideuiug, ana iu com¬ 
pensation for such outlay should bo en 
titled to the use of thu said highways for 
a term of years. Au order has already 
passed our city government instructing 
the mayor to petition the legislature for 
a general law, authorizing cities to make 
contracts of this ua ure, which I hope 
may receive hearty suoport. Ojr con¬ 
tributions in the past to such objects 
should exempt us from further claims. 

Thanks to tbe admirabl management 
of tbe mayor and p dice committee, the 
department, of wbicb they have special 
charge is iu a creditable condition. Our 
citizens should bear iu mind when 
tempted to criticise this arm ol the 
service that while we. with our tweuty 
square miles of territory and 1 H 0 miles of 
streets have 45 dlicers, the city of Cam¬ 
bridge, with less thau seveu square miles 
and 85 miles of streets, employs 99 
officers. With tbe large tequirotneuU of 
our force we must not expect loo wuob 
of them 

Oar local military company, theC’iafiiu 
Guard, is under splendid diesipliue and 
its members are winuiug tbe comrueuda- 
tiou of their commanding officei; au 
evideuce of which, is that the galliug 
gun of the regiment has been entrusted 
to their caie. 

The increased appropriation for the 
city hospital is well bestowed that ib 
stitutiou having been ol great service to 
our citizens duriug the past year. 

We have been signally blessed with 
immunity from disastrous coutligra- 
tious, but our fire department have 
shown themselves equal to the em¬ 
ergencies which have called them. I 
commuud to your attention the tire 
alarm telegraph, which is hardly 
adequate to the large increase of work 
demanded of it. 

The water department h fast ap- 
iroauhiug self support, and iu its present 
mprovnd condition, will probably need 
but little further expeudituie this year. 

Au admirable report of tho j tint 
special committee ou revision of tbe city 
chatter has been submitted, and the 
charter they recommend will shortly be 
submitted to the legislature for actiou, 
uud it is to be hoped that our citizeus 
will actively interest themtelves iu its 
passage, IU special features are that 
thu term of the mayor aud both boards 
be lengthened to two years, aud that one 
half of each baard be elected annually, 


thus insuring a continuous body in each 
branch. It also provides that the presi¬ 
dent of the board of aldermen shall j 
preside over that body, thus relieving I 
the mayor of much routine work, and 
leaving him more freo to pass judicially 
on all ordors that may come before him. 

Owing to the faithfulness of the city 
almoner the poor department makes a 
hotter showing than ever beforo. 

The city government during the past 
year has been engaged with tbe Boston 
& Albany railroad in a struggle with tho 
important problem of abolishing the 
grade crossings. This task will involve 
much inconvenience for some time to 
come, and m iny differences of opinion 
will inevitably arise as to tbe value of 
properties takon and affected by changes 
made neoessary. 

It is our province to make impartial 
and just awards, neither driving sharp 
bargains with our citizens whom wo 
oblige to part with their possessions, nor 
yielding to extortionate demands, but 
dealiug fairly with all. When this great 
improvement is completed wo shall bo 
amply repaid for all our present discom¬ 
fort. 

In the matter of sewers there has been 
little dono this year except to make somo 
unimportant extensions. The sewer 
committee have in contemplation, how¬ 
ever, tbe extension of tbe system to 
Newton Highlands, and you will soon bo 
called on to act upon that order. 

There is no reason why this privilege 
should not be given to this section of tbe 
city, and it is important that the work 
should be done iu tbe most thorough and 
economical tnanuer. 

One of the largest items of expenditure 
in our city is for the public schools. 
They enjoy a fine reputation among 
educators, but it is well kuown that their 
excellence is attained at au expense per 
pupil considerably in excess of schools 
of tbe same grade iu other cities. The 
High school absorbs 25 per cent of all 
the appropriation, while tbe number of 
pupils is about 12 1-2 per cent of the 
whole uumber iu our schools. The cost 
of oducatiug a pupil iu the High school 
is $56 a year, and tbe cost of educating a 
puoil in the other gradei is less than 
$25, lathe city of Cambridge the cost 
of educating a pupil in the High school 
is $10 and in the lower grades $19 It 
would be well for our school committee 
to cousider whether they are called upon 
to furnish at the public expense anything 
beyond a thorough preparation for the 
colleges and teebnioal schools to those 
who desire to pursue their education 
further, and a good practical preparation 
for business to others. Special studies, 
oruameutal branches and smatterings of 
science are costly; if desired by pupils 
should be paid for from private funds 
and not from the public treasury 

Complaints are made of the sanitary 
condition of some of our school houses. 
The remedying of these defects is our 
paramount duty aud must claim our im¬ 
mediate attention. 

We shall probably be called upon to 
spend may weary hours at public hear¬ 
ings. They afford our citizens an op¬ 
portunity to make known their wants 
aud express their opinious, which should 
be cheerfully granted them; but we 
should always recognize their ex parte 
character, for generally, uoless tbe 
grauting of tbe petition will biing in¬ 
dividual 1 ob8 or hindrance, the op¬ 
ponents of a measure do not appear. 
Therefore we should not be too easily 
iuflueuced by the atmosphere of a hear¬ 
ing, whether tbe passage of the measure 
desired will be for the general good or 
oaly for personal or private advantage. 

I wish to strongly urge upon the duty 
aud uecessity of keeping strictly within 
our appropriations, and at the same time 
to remind you that your official oath 
does uot require you to exp md all the 
money placed at your disposal. It 
should be distinctly apparent to us that 
every step we take, aud particularly 
every expenditure we authorize, is for 
the public advantage, and theu we 
should carefully cousider whether tne 
public can aff >rd to make it. 

With full appreciation of the respon 
sibilities aud obligations that we assume 
today, and relying upon tbe wisdom and 
streugth that are offered to those who 
ask them, let us take up our burdeus 
bravely aud cheerfully, with a full 
determination to give to our beloved city 
our best thought and effort. 

The meeting then adj mined from the 
upper hall and both bodies gathered iu 
their respective chambers. 

The bjard of aldermen were called to 
order by Mayor Cobb, and the usual 
routine orders were passed. 

A new rule was adopted assigning 
seats by wards, beginning at the right of 
the mayor. 

Aldermau Degen was elected president 
by a vote of 6 to 1 for Aldermau Green. 

The annual report of the board of 
health was presented and filed. 

Au order for $2,800 for furuishiug tbe 
Adams school house was referred to the 
public property committee. 

The rules of 1895 for the government 
of the police were adopted, also the rules 
aud orders of the aldermen aud the j fiat 
board. 

The city tiassurer was authorized to 
bouor the custom iry orders for dis¬ 
charged laborers iu the water, sewer.aud 
street departmeut, aud the usual arnouut 
appropriated iu each case. 

Toe date of meeting was set for the 
first aud third Mondays iu the mouth at 
7.45, aud the hours at city hall estab¬ 
lishes at 8.15 to 12 30 a. in., aud 2 to 5 p. 
m., wiin a half holiday on 8tturday. 

Aldermau Downs was sent to anuouuce 
to the common couucil the organization 
of the board, aud Councilman Cranitch 
came to perform the same duty for the 
common couucil. 

. Oa motion of Aldermau White a joint 
committee of three from the aldermen 
aud members of the couucil was author¬ 
ized to be appointed to nomiuate asses¬ 
sors. 

The usual order for the city treasurer 
to borrow money iu anticipation of the 
taxes to the amount of $500,000 was 
passed. 

The mayor was authoiized to sell at 
public auction such bouses as might 
come into possession of the city by thu 
wideniug of Washiugtou street or the 
laying out of the boulevard. 

The usual orders for the repayment of 
excess of money deposited for sewer uud 
water couueotious were passed. 

The city messenger was authorized to 
furnish postage uud supplie* to the 
various departments uot to exceed $150 a 
month. 

A committee of two aldermeu aud 
three councilman was authorized to 
cousider the recoinmeudatious iu the 
mayor’s address aud au order passed for 
its publication in pamphlet form. 

A committee consisting of the mayor 
aud two aldermeu were authorized to 
extuiiue the Keuriuk fund. 

A committee consisting of the mayor, 
the president of the board aud tho presi¬ 
dent of thu common council was author¬ 
ized to settle all claims from thu wideu¬ 
iug of Washington, Park aud Tiumout 
streets, and the layiug out of the boule- 
v.tid 

The uiu)ur was also authoiized to buy 
such laud as the select committee might 
recommend, where part had beeu takeu 


by tlio city and purchnso seemed advan¬ 
tageous for the city, and tho mayor was 
also empowered to make such agreements 
with owners of laud taken for the boule¬ 
vard as tbe highway committee deomed 
advisable. 

F. L. Chamberlain was granted a 
license for additional express wagon. 

The Brookline Street Riilway poti- 
tionod for n location on Boacon, Centro, 
Cypress, J tekson and Dudley streets,aud 
a heart ig w.u sot for Feb. 3rd, at 8 
o’clock. 

License for a shooting gallery in ) 
Howes’ block, 373 Ceuiro street, wns 
asked for. 

S dewalka were asked for on Suffolk 
road, Kiugsbury street aud Hammond 
s'reet. 

A committee was ordered anpoiuted to 
nomiuate overseers of the poor. 

An order was passed for the ringing of 
bellsnnd display of flags on Washing¬ 
ton’s birthday. 

Petitions woro received from tbe N. E. 
Telephone Company ns follows: For 
poles aud wires on Groenough and 
Chapel streets; to attach wires to gas 
compauy polos ou Lombard aud Belle 
vne streets, Hyde avenue and Sargent 
stroet; the hearing on these petitions was 
set for Jan. 20 at 8 p. m. 

Tho N. A W. Gas'Company petitioned 
for license to attach wires to telephone 
poles on Kirkstall and Woodsido roads, 
and Hammond stroet: also to erect poles 
ou Claremont street, murrey road, Lang- 
don, Cabot, Winchester, and Lombard 
streets, and tbe parkway, and bearing 
was set for Jan. 20, at 8 p. in. 

George W. Morse and the trustees of 
the Newton Land and Improvement Co., 
protested against tlio betterments as¬ 
sessed for tho layiug out of tbe boule¬ 
vard, as the owners of the land who had 
formed tbe company had agreed with tbe 
city to give land and money for the 
boulevard, and tbe agreement was that 
tbe city would make no assessment, and 
they were willing to abide by that agree¬ 
ment. Referred to the highway commit¬ 
tee. 

Louis Jassup of Bridge street present¬ 
ed a claim for $100 damages from tho 
fijodiug of his cellar by the sewer,caused 
by the employes of the city obstructing 
the same. 

H, P. Dearborn was granted license to 
build wagon shed 20 by 40 foet. 

A petition w;ib presented for the re¬ 
building aud repair of California street 
from Crafts to Bridge street, which is 
now in a bad condition.

on Cabot street, Ward Two, to have said 
1 stable properly ventilated from the toof 
I aud the htwemeut of said building 
properly enuloiud, so that tbe odor from 
| stid building shall uot couliuuu to be u 
I public annoyance. 

I Appointments to the police were made 
by the mayor as follows: Non is M.

Orders were adopted that the appro¬ 
priation of $501. tor plans for the New¬ 
ton Htgli school bn appropriated for the 
s nne tor 1890; that the mayor be author- 
iz*.’d to convoy back to the B. A A. R. R., 
35 feet of land tiken for laying out Com¬ 
monweal'll avenue; that the mayor peti¬ 
tion tho general court for a revised city 
charter; that all unfinished business of 
1895 be transferred to the city govern¬ 
ment of 1896 

There being no further business, be¬ 
fore adj turning, Mayor Bothteld made a 
few concluding remarks iu which he said 
that it scorned proper to give a brief re¬ 
view of tho work of the board for the 
past year. The board of 1805 had in 
curred a groat deal of liability lor the 
city, but they had met many questions, 
which bnd been before tlio board for 
years, and softled them. No such great 
works as constructing a boulevard, 
lowering the grade of the B. & A. R. R 
in connection with the widening of 
Washington stroet and the building of 
three new school houses, could bo carried 
thiougb without an increase of taxes. 
These expenditures had been foroad 
upon them, but be did not t'link the 
necessary increase of taxes would be 
felt over throe years. In order to bring 
this end about, bowover, only money for 
tbo actual oity expenses should be ex¬ 
pended. Nothing had been done, which 
could have been better done and he felt 
that the money had beeu expended wise¬ 
ly. He believed that the main questions 
had been handled on the ground of liber¬ 
ality for the future needs of the city. 
Iu conclusion he thanked all for their 
support for the past year, aud stated 
that he appreciated their attention to 
duty. No personalities had been iu 
dulged iu and auy ill feeling or disagree¬ 
ment that had arisen had only been 
temporary. 


Common Couucil. 

Monday afternoon after the inaugural 
of Mayor Cobb in the UDPer hall, the 
council wns cnlled together in their 
chamber, Councilman Ooer in the chair. 

THE ELECTION OF A PRESIDENT 
being the first busiuess to come before 
the council, ballots wore cast, resulting 
in a vote of 13 for Councilman Wiug and 
one for Councilman Roberts. 

PRESIDENT WING 

was escorted to the chair of state by 
Councilmeu Everett and Retry. John C. 
Brimblecom was next elected clerk by 14 
ballots.

to come before the board was as follows: 
Ordered that until otherwise established, 
that the rules and orders of the common 
council of 1895 be adopted for 1896; that 
the regular meetings of the council be ou 
the second and fourth Mondays of the 
rnotth at 7 45 p. m.; that ou adjournment 
the council adjourn to Jan. 20.

was received from John P. Smith and 150 
others complaining of California street 
and the poor repair in which it is kept, 
aud requesting that something be done so 
it may be properly kept; referred to tho 
highway committee. Orders from the 
board of aldermen were passed in con¬ 
currence,

MEMORIAL TO DR. SMITH. 

NEWTON COMMITTER DECIDER TO HUY 
THE nOMRHTRAD— HOUSE WILL nE 
USED AH A NATIONAL MUSEUM AND 
IlKPOSITOKY OF RELICS. 


Newton will provido a suitablo tribute 
of respect to tho late Dr. S. P. Smith, 
the author of “America.” The deep 
public interest in the Rubjeot of a 
memorial » Dr. Smilh resulted in the 
appointment of a committee to take 
charge of the matter at a meeting of tho 
Newton Centro Improvement Society last, 
month, and this committee has associated 
with itself 85 of tho most prominent 
residents of this city. 

This committee of 40 held its first meet¬ 
ing at tho Newton Clubhouse, Newton- 
ville, Tuesday evening, and took the first 
steps in a movement to secure a Smith 
memorial, which will eventually extend 
through the whole of Now England. 

The meeting wns called to order by F. 
A. Dewson, president of the Garden City 
Improvement Society, and Mr. Avery L. 
Rand acted as temporary secretary. 

There were present Walter U. Law- 
son, F. A. Dewson, E. E. Hardy, A. P. 
Hayward, Avery L. Rand, Hon. Henry 
E. Cobb, Rev. J. A. Hamilton, Lewis E. 
Coffin, George T. Coppins, C. B. Fille- 
brown, D. C. Heath, H. B. Parker, Rev. 
Michael Dolan, W. S. Slocum. Rev. F. E. 

E. Hamilton, T. B. Fitzpatrick, J. J. 
Eddy. James T. Allen, Lucius G. Pratt., 
Rev. William M. Fish. Arthur J. Farley, 

F. M. Crehore, Rev. Thomas W. Bishop, 
Rev. F. E. Clarke, E. B. Haskell, Hon. 
James F. C. Hyde, Seward W. Jones, 
Benjamin F. Butler, William H. Gould, 
George A. Moore, Hon. .J. R. Leeson, 
President Alvah Hovey, Mellon Bray, 
Hon. Alden Spenre, Hou.

The permanent organization was com¬ 
pleted by the choice of Hon. Joseph R. 
Leeson, president; D. C. Heath, secre¬ 
tary; J. J. Eddy, treasurer; F. A. Dew- 
son, A. L. Rand. E. E. Hardy, W. U. 
Lawson and A. F. Hayward, vice-presi 
dents. 

The committee at onco took up the 
consideration of plans for a suitable 
memorial. Mayor Henry E. Cobh was 
the flrBt speaker. He favored tho erec¬ 
tion of a monument or a statue rather 
than the purchase of the Smith home¬ 
stead as a national museum. He thought 
that as the ^homestead was rather old 
aud out of repair a statue or monument 
would he a more satisfactory invest 
ment. 

Rev. George W. Shinn agreed with Mr. 
Cobb, but favored the erection of a stone 
arch similar to that at the entrance of 
the Newton cemetery, and beariug a 
tablet inscribed with the words of the 
immortal song. 

Hou. James F. C. Hyde said the family 
of tho author of “America” favored the 
public ownership of the homestead. He 
believed it would be purchased at a 
reasonable figure. He cited the historic 
houses at Lexington as examples of what 
the Smith homestead would be convened 
into, a repository for memorials of the 
dead poet. The old homestead would he 
far more interesting than any statue, 
and would ho a lasting Iobsoh to patriot¬ 
ism. He believpd the house could bo 
purchased for $0000, and suggested that 
a statue might also be erected near the 
house. 

Mr. Rand seconded Mr. Hyde’s re¬ 
marks. Ho believed that the bouse 
would be a boon to future generations it 
preserved for the public. It would bo 
held in veneration like Mt. Vernon, and 
could be maintained by charging visitors 
a small fee. President Alv.h Hovey, 
Walter U. Lawson, W. C. Farley, Dr. 
Hamilton, A. A. Hardy and others spoke 
to the same effect. 

Mr, Lewis E. Coffin suggested that the 
house might be used as a soldiers’ me¬ 
morial ball and a repository for tho valu¬ 
able collection of war relics belonging to 
Charles Ward Post, G. A. R. 

It was finally decided to take meas¬ 
ures to purchase the house for a national 
museum and repository of relics. Steps 
will also be taken to secure the placing 
of a suitably inscribed memorial in tho 
building by the city. 

The executive committee will at once 
enter into correspondence with patriotic 
societies, schools, city governments and 
boards of selectmen in all parts of Now 
England with a view to obtain funds. 

The committee desires to make all 
New Engl ind sharers in the memorial, 
although it is felt desirable thnt it 
should be located in the city, which for 
more than 50 years was the home of the 
poet. 

The committee has already received 
assurances that a large fund can be 
raised in Newton, where the plan has 
been enthusiastically received, and also 
from all over New England of hearty 
supporr. It feels assured that fully $15,- 
000 can be raised. 


The Cold Wave. 

Tho coldest Biuce 1888 was the verdict 
on the weather of Mouday, aud tho 
mercury hovered about zero all day in a 
way that discouraged all who had to be 
out. 

The observations about tho lowest 
point reuched, vary as is usual, the ma¬ 
jority agreeing on 14 and 15, while other 
thermometers got down to 17 and oue

At auy rate it was cold euough to 
satisfy every one, and the brisk wind 
made it very disagreeable to be out. aud 
many frozen ears aud fingt rs <uo re¬ 
ported.

Onco upon a timo there lived at Simla 
a very pretty girl, tho daughter of a 
poor but honest district aud sessions 
judge. She was a good girl, but could 
not help knowing her power and using 
it. Her mamma wns very anxious about 
her daughter’s future, ns all good mam¬ 
mas should bo. 

When a man is a commissioner and a 
bachelor and has tho right of wearing 
openwork jam tart jewels iu gold aud 
enamel on his clothes, and of going 
through a door before everyone except a 
member of council, a lieutenant govern¬ 
or, or a viceroy, ho is worth marrying.

Tlu* Armenian Church. 

The great patron saint of tho Arme¬ 
nian Christians is St. Gregory, snrnum- 
ed tho “Illuminator,” w’ho baptized 
King Tividates iu 802 A. D. His most 
illustrious successors w’ere Sts. Nerses, 
Sahak and Mesrop, the last named of 
whom invented the Armenian ulpliabet 
aud translated the Bible into Armenian. 
After tho general council of Clialcedon 
in tho year 451 tho Armenian church 
adopted tho mouopliysite heresy, which 
holds that Christ has only oue nature. 
It rctnrned to tho communion of the 
Catholic church iu 020. Bnt at tho be¬ 
ginning of the eighth century it fell in¬ 
to heresy again. It became orthodox iu 
1489, bnt soon reverted to heresy and 
has ever since been regarded as schis¬ 
matic by the Catholic church. It is note¬ 
worthy, however, that tho houso of 
bishops of the lust Episcopul general con¬ 
vention referred to “the aueieut and 
faithful church of Armenia.” — New’ 
York Tribune.

.MAYOR COBB’S INAUGURAL. 


A new mayor’s inaugural address is al¬ 
ways read with great interest, as it gives 
some idea of the policy to be pursued the 
coming year, and Mayor Cobb treats of 
-city affairs in a very business-like man¬ 
ner. 

The chief policy recommended is that 
of economy in city affairs, and Mayor 
Cobb points out that in view of the rapid 
increase of the city’s indebtedness dur¬ 
ing the past few years, and the great un¬ 
dertakings now on hand, thecoming year 
is not a fit time for the beginning of auy 
expensive new buildings, or any more 
street widenings, or other costly new 
projects, and in this he will have the ap¬ 
proval of the great body of tax-payers. 

The sewerage system was a necessity, 
although it was responsible for a large 
part of the debt increase; the new boule¬ 
vard, although it cost a Urge sum, is al¬ 
ready paying for itself, as the increase in 
valuation more thau takes care of the 
interest on the cost; the widening of 
Washington street and the abolition of 
grade crossings is a very expensive 
scheme, and there is very little probabil¬ 
ity that the city will ever get back much 
of the cost in the way of increased valu¬ 
ation. If the property left on Washing¬ 
ton street appreciates in value sufficient¬ 
ly to make up for the property destroyed, 
it will do all that can reasonably be ex¬ 
pected. In regard to Tremout aud Park 
streets, however, a substantial increase 
tmay be expected. 

These are the main causes of the in¬ 
crease in the city debt, and they make 
up a very heavy total. The extension of 
the sewer to Newton Highlands will cost 
a large sum, and that seems to be a 
necessity, but apart from this, other new 
work should wait until the improve¬ 
ments now under way are completed. 

Mayor Cobb’s position on the school 
question will be endorsed by the citizens 
generally,and he shares the surprise that 
every one feels that our schools should 
cost so much more per pupil thau the 
schools of other cities. Whether the 
same results could not be reached with a 
greater economy in expenditures is a 
•question that interests many, and one 
which has never been satisfactorily 
answered. Every new member of the 
school board tries at first to wrestle with 
the problem, but its magnitude seems to 
paralyze all efforts,aud the uew members 
-eud by falling into the same old ruts 
which have beeu followed by their prede¬ 
cessors. 

There has been a great cry for a new 
high school building, but possibly it may 
be found that the old oue will do with 
ne repairs for a few years more. 
Things that appear to be absolute necessi¬ 
ties when a man has a full purse, often 


widening is in lino with the demands be¬ 
ing mado in many other places and the 
authority to do this is to be asked from 
the legislature. People who have lard 
distant from steam railroad stations that 
they wish to cut up into Iiouro lots 
ought to provide a way to reach such 
land themselves and not expect the tax 
payers to foot the bills. Nowton’s street 
railways have so far pioved a very ex¬ 
pensive luxury for the tax payers, in the 
one itom of caring for tho streets through 
which they run, to say nothing of the 
cost of street widenings. 


The usual election of city officials 
which takos place at the first meeting of 
a new city government was postponed, 
Monday night, and this tins caused a 
good deal of speculation as to tho rea¬ 
sons therefor. All the officials hold over 
till their successors are oppointed, so 
there is no real necessity for holding the 
election at the first meeting of tho city 
government. 


The three commissioners on the abo¬ 
lition of grade crossings in Newton, 
whose appointment was chronicled in 
last week’s G«Ariiic, will hold their 
first hearing in Newtou, Feb. 15. They 
are Geo. W. Wiggin, J. S. Ludlam of 
Lowell and Homer Rogers of Boston. 


Most of tho Mayors who read their 
inaugurals on Monday OAlled attention 
to the need for economy in city expenses, 
these same expenses having in most 
cities anticipated by many years the 
growth of wealth and population. 


Newton fared pretty well in the as¬ 
signment of legislative committees, 
Representative Hollis getting the chair- 
minship of Insurance, and Representa¬ 
tive Harwood of Probate and Insolvency. 


REAL ESTATE. 


OVER 300 NEW HOUSES BUILT IN NEWTON 
LAST Y EAR. 


There were 306 permits .for new dwell¬ 
ing bouses granted i a Newton last year 
against 275 for 1804. This record by 
wards is furnished by superintendent of 
public buildings George H. Elder:

Newton Centre, Ward 0, heads the list, 
both in number aud iu gain over 1S94. 
This is a large ward, and builders have 
been active iu it to a greater extent than 
iu any other part of the city. The laige 
gain in Ward 4 is due to the lame num¬ 
ber of houses put up by developeis in 
that part of Auburudale near ltowe 
street. Ward 2, Newtonville, Ward 3, 
West Newton, and Ward 7, part of New¬ 
ton proper, had less house building than 
in 1894. 

The uumber of stables, carriage houses 
and manufacturing buildings elected in 
each ward w*s as follows: Ward 1.20; 2, 
15; 3. 11; 4, 9; 5, 40; 6, 19; 7, 3. The 
large uumber in Ward 5 includes 20 one- 
story iron buildings, erected for the fire¬ 
works factory at Newton Upper Falls. 

A brick suhoolhouse was begun in each 
of Wards 2 aud 3. The total cost of the 
work under all kinds of permits, includ¬ 
ing alterations was estimated at 81,652,- 
590, compared with 81.512,735 in 1894. 

Last year was quite au active oue for 
Newton real estate. Large amounts of 
l»ud were sold and considerable property 
in the business parts of Newton and 
Newtonville changed bauds. The Wash¬ 
ington street widening wiped out a large 
number of small dwellings and stores, 
aud building to replace them is well 
uuder way. In mauy parts of the city 
there is a scarcity of medium-sized 
houses to rent at moderate rates. 8 mie 
builders are already preparing to build 
next year to meet this demand. Outlie 
whole, Newton is a city of houses owned 
by their occupants,

There are many demauds made upon 
the city for improvements aud other 
things, for which a strong case is made 
out, but Mayor Cobb’s advice to the 
aldermen to discover whether such things 
are for the “general good or for personal 
•or private advantage,”would,if followed, 
dispose of very many of them. 

The suggestion that committees should 
not exceed appropriations is emphasized 
and should be heeded by every member 
of the various committees. 

The inaugural coutaius a graceful and 
deserved tribute to Mayor Bothfeld, aud 
the new mayor enters upou his duties 
with the best wishes of the conimuuity. 
If the policy laid dowu is followed he 
will also have earned the approval of all 
the citizens, aud there is every reason to 
expect from him au economical and busi¬ 
ness-like administration of city affairs. 


It looks like rather hard sledding for 
the uew Brookline street railway, which 
wauts a location on a number of narrow 
streets. The holders of the stock owu a 
large amount of land which they wish to 
have developed, the laud being iu Brook¬ 
line aud Newtou, and the ouly way to do 
this is to have a street railway. But un¬ 
fortunately the happy days of street rail¬ 
way building are fast becoming things of 
the past'together with the indiscriminate 
granting of any locations asked for. 
City Couuoils are now takiug a look 
ahead, and realize tbet the granting of a 
location will soon be followed by de- ! 
mauds for street widening, abolition of 
grade crossings aud other expensive 
things, for which the railroads have 
been acoustomed to puy nothing. Mayor 
Cobb’s recommendation that 110 location 
be granted without a condition attached 
that the companies pay for the street 


develo; ment. 


An imnortant sale of vacant land iu 
Newtou Upper Falls, lias beeu made 
through the office ot Frederic E. Barton. 
The property know as the Highland 
Park, situated at the junction of Welles¬ 
ley and Ceutral avenues, belonging to 
William A. Morrison, Iras been sold for 
the purposes of developmeut. There 
are 366,068 square feet in the property, 
divided into ninety eight buildiug lots, 
of various sizes and different frontages. 
These will be placed on the market iu 
the spring. The price paid is not mado 
public.

ANECDOTES OF SPURGEON. 

Ilow the Greet English Preacher Cams to 
He n Smoker. 

Somo yonrs ngo I was nt a hotel in 
Paris, nnd tq my groat delight found 
Mr. Hpurgoon 0110 wot afternoon in tho 
smoking room. Ho wns attending n re¬ 
ligious conference nnd was accompanied 
by a kind of bodyguard of elders nnd 
deacons, one or two of whom constantly 
watched him. Fortunately for me, none 
of them smoked, and wlion they mount¬ 
ed their usual watch he liternlly chokod 
them off in a few minutes. I was there¬ 
fore his sole audience on two or throo 
occasions. I hnvo known most of tho 
good conversationists nnd raconteurs 
of my time; but, except perhaps Robert 
Louis Stovousou, he was by far tho best. 
I understand tlmt a biography of Mr. 
Spnrgeon lias latoly nppearod, bnt I have 
not soon it and doubt if the author lins 
preserved the following anecdote, which 
I vonture to write down, as nonrly as I 
can remember, in his own words: 

“You wouldn’t guess what calling 
I wantod to follow. I wanted to be a 
wbipper in of hounds. Yes, there wns 
never a meet noar whore I was brought 
up without my attending, nnd many a 
long run I had, often across plowed 
fields, nnd many a time I was alone at 
tho death. I could not do it now”—nnd 
thou he looked at his ample waistcoat 
nnd laughed. I never heard a more pleas- 
aut laugh nor onomore sympathetic and 
infectious. He continued: 

“You wouldn’t guess how I came to 
bo a smoker. When I was 16, I went to 
my father nnd told him there was a va¬ 
cancy, nnd that I should like to go in 
for it. ‘A vacancy tor what?’ ho asked. 
'For a whipper iu to the hounds, and I 
should be sure to get it. ’ He ausYvered, 
very solemnly, ‘Charles, my son, yon 
should bo a whipper in of souls,’ and I 10 
sent me down into the Fen country to 
preach in the villages. When I came 
homo, I developed a violent cold, with 
a good deal of fever aud some twinges 
of rheumatism. I told my father all 
my experiences—bow I had been receiv 
ed, how they had crowded in—but there 
was one thing in particular that I dwelt 
on. 

“I had observed in every cottage that 
the old people sat in the chimney cor¬ 
ners nnd that the table before me was 
ornamented with two long pipes, cross¬ 
ed, between two jars of tobacco and two 
bymubooks. At one of these meetings, 
just as I was about to speak, an old man 
took up nnd filled a pipe, and then 
drawing a hot cinder from the fire pro¬ 
ceeded to offer it to me. I gave him a 
look intended to wither him up, for I 
allowed no levity’ ’—here another laugh. 

“ ‘I see,’ said my father, ‘how you 
have acquired that hoavy cold. ’ When I 
was better, I started on another tour, 
but before I left home my father said iu 
his most impressive tones, 'Charles, my 
son, if they fill and light a pipe for you, 
smoko it. If they don’t, fill and light 
for yourself. Aud, in any case, don’t 
keep them from their tobacco. In that 
climate and at this time of year smok¬ 
ing is your best protection against fe¬ 
verish colds. ’ ”—London Realm.

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NEWTON POLICE STATIONS. 


REPORT OF THE MUNICIPAL COMMITTEE. 
OF TUB NEWTON KEPKHATIoN OF WO¬ 
MEN’S cm ns —p hinted by bequest 

OF THE FEDERATION. 

In behalf of the Newton Federation of 
Women’s Clubs, visits of inquiry were 
mnde to nil the polioo stations in the 
different wards of the city. 

Station No, 1, Newton, has three colls, 
with threo berths in a cell; there is a 
window opposite each door with a 
corridor betweon,allowing constant fresh 
air and light; in this respect it is better 
than the other stations. 

Station No. 2, Nonnntum, has also 
three cells,narrow aud deep liko a closet, 
with rough, brick walls, but the prison¬ 
ers aro only confined hero from one to 
three hours, and are then sent to West 
Newton for trial. Nonan.um is the re¬ 
ceiving station for all tramps sent from 
Newton and West Newton; the lodging 
room adjoins the "lock-up,” and has one 
large bunk or frame, with the head 
slightly elevated. In cold weather it is 
not uncommou to give lodging to from 
thirty to forty men in one night, all 
sleeping together on this one large bed 
or frame. On account of vermiu, it is 
impossible to allow but little clothing, 
coarse sacking like what is used to cover 
furniture during transportation, was the 
only bedding or coveriug seen at any of 
the stations, yet we must remember that 
these men come from the lowest condi¬ 
tions of life, and aro accustomed to little 
else; a good number are unwilling to 
worn,and on their account, no complaiut 
should be made. The following is quot¬ 
ed from the city marshall’s report for 
1S94: 

"The hea’iug arrangement for this 
station is very bad and for humanity’s 
sake, should be remediod. I would 
reoommend that a cellar be made under 
the station and the heating apparatus 
placed there, in order that it may be con¬ 
trolled by the officer in charge of the 
station.” The officials were very courte¬ 
ous and assured us that they "made the 
rooms clean every night,” this being the 
custom of our brothers in city house¬ 
keeping. 

Station No. 4, Newton Centre, the 
ordinary three celts in neat condition; no 
further comment necessary. 

Station No. 3, West Newton. This be¬ 
ing the central station, all prisoners un¬ 
der arrest are sent here for trial, remain¬ 
ing over night, and often from Saturday 
evening until Monday morning; from ten 
to fifteen are sometimes detained. There 
are six cells, aud for the reason that they 
are below the street level, aro badly 
lighted and ventilated; three of these 
cells are in total darkuess, including a 
padded cell for the insane. When crowd¬ 
ed, men and women are kept separate 
by putting several men into oue cell as 
necessity may require. The officer who 
was then in charge, said they were fre¬ 
quently obliged to hire a woman to come 
in and attend to the wants of the women 
prisoners. 

In our local papers from time to time, 
an occasional paragraph lias appeared, 
Calling attention to the necessity of pro¬ 
viding new quarters for the u'se of the 
Municipal Court at West Newton. It has 
been suggested that a new court house 
and central police station may be built at 
no distant day. On Washington street, 
near the city ball, is a school house 
which is unsuitable and too small for 
school purposes; the land is owned by 
the city and tbe location excellent, as it 
is accessible to both steam aud electric 
cars. The idea has been expressed and 
it seems a very wise and practical oue, 
that this lot of laud might be used as the 
site of a new court house, or if it is 
deemed that the city treasury is unable 
at present to meet the expense, cannot 
this school house be remodelled and 
transformed into clean and comfortable 
quarters for the Municipal Cour'? Iu a 
eisoual interview with Judge Kennedy, 
e said, "I have traveled considerably iu 
my own country and iu foreign lands, 
aud have never seen such poor accommo¬ 
dations tor prisoners as at West New 
ton;” by this he meant particularly the 
separation of women aud children from 
the men's quarters, and a classification 
of criminals according to the nature of 
the offense. There is also a need in his 
judgtueuc ot modern and generous 
plumbing. 

In all the stations the sanitary arrange¬ 
ments are alike; each cell is provided 
with a bare, boaid frame to sleep upon, 
at the foot of which is a set closet, with¬ 
out a cover, uud can be flushed with 
water, only w hen the officer pass is 
through the corridor outside of tbe cells. 
Tbe necessity of irequeiit attention is 
obvious. 

As many of tbe arrests are for drunk¬ 
enness, oue can easily imagine bow foul 
aud liltby tbe cells soon become, the air 
almost unendurable, aud the moral at¬ 
mosphere becomes correspondingly vile, 
as iudicaied by stoiies aud Hougs while 
lu a state of parti tl intoxication. 

According to last year’s report, there 
were 750 arrests. 121 of these were 
minors, aud 47 were women. Many more 
cases were investigated, and not includ¬ 
ed iu these uumbeis. Many of tho young 
otfendeis are uuder arrest for trivial 
offenses; some aie detained because of 
suspicion, aud are not always guilty. 

A kind, wise woman, employed as pro¬ 
bation < llicer aud matron combiued,com¬ 
ing iu dully aud inquiring into the cir¬ 
cumstances of these persons, might often 
save them from being shut iu with bad 
drunken men or women, s-tve them from 
prison and give them the opportunity to 
live a belter life. Women aro brought 
into this central station, sometimes with¬ 
out stockings or shoes, uud otherwise 
half dressed, uud there are instuiices 
where u woman needs sympathy us well 
as care. 

lu summing up the result of our inves¬ 
tigations, your committee would suggest 
tbe importance of better beating at tbe 
station ut Nouautum; of having the cells 
here aud everywtioiu kept clean, with 
frequent white- washing; aud iu all tbe 
cells us far as possible of securiug air 
and light. lu cases where the cells are 
iu daily use, your committee would urge 
frequent cleaniug of the closets, as often 
as ouce iu two hours, and tbe use of dis¬ 
infectants. At West Newton, in addition 
to tbe above, siuce women are detained 
there as well as men, in our judgment, 
there should be entirely separate quar¬ 
ters for woiueu, with a kind,trustworthy 
wnmuu us probation officer aud matrou, 
who shall reside iu West Newton and be 
wirhiu cull at any hour of the (lay or 
night. 

A lew weeks since, two young girls, 
aged fourteen and fifteeu, were nu trial 
for stealing apples trom u maiket. Up¬ 
on inquiry befoie the judge.it was found 
that tne gills hud been,iu Boston to tbe 
Bijou Theatre the afternoou before, re¬ 
turning home about 8 eight o'clock iu 
tbe eveuiug; oue boarded ut tbe home of 


the other. When they returned they 
were told bv the mother in the most 
positive manner, that f ey could not 
come in until thev had first brought her 
some money from Brighton, therefore 
they sought shelter in ft barn, where 
they passed the night alone;in the morn¬ 
ing, having had no supper and no hrenk 
fast, each of the girls took two apples 
from the doorway of a marki t; an officer, 
now to his duties saw and air*sted them; 
they weie taken to West Ne*'t"n f"r 
trial, as ir they had been guilty of a 
lrrger crime. 

Not long since a little child on Wal¬ 
tham street was passed over to the police 
as stubborn ano wayward; to tho credit 
of the officer, let it be said, be did not 
allow this child to be pet in with other 
prisoners, but kindly permitted it to 
sleep in a chair by his side all the night 
long. 

Your committee question tho wisdom 
of the arrangements now made for the 
care of tho insane; such pntieuts are 
carried to the station in the police 
wagon, to a cell side by side with cr ( mi 
nals, dark and ill-ventilated, and are 
within bearing of words and sounds from 
the criminal cells; ai d this, miny times, 
when sight, hearing and memory are 
specially seiniiive. 

A lady of education and refinement 
was taken suddenly ill of acute mania; 
hav ng no home but her boarding pUce, 
and no relatives near, she was taken to 
West Newton, placed in the padded cell 
until committed to an asylum. A lady 
from one of our well known Newton 
families gave tho kind attention needed 
at night and in the morning, but other 
wise there was no one to dress or care 
for her comfort. In such a case as this, 
bow greatly needed aro the wise care 
aud ministry of a suitable woman 
and comfortable room and bed. in con 
nection with the station, similar to 
the provision made in Waltham; for such 
patients should never be regarded or 
treated as criminals, but rather as sick, 
and needing medical care; especially is 
it desirable that they should beoonveyed 
from their home to the station, not in 
the police wagon, but in a carriage or 
ambulance, which in no way associates 
them with criminals. 

Our earnest desire is to be of aid to all 
who are in sin or sorrow, and render the 
conditions favorable toward the reforma¬ 
tion of criminals, following the teach¬ 
ings of the Master, who has said. "Inas¬ 
much as ye did it unto the least of th*se, 
ye did it uuto me. I was sick and ye 
visited me; I was in prison, and ye came 
unto me.”

HOW TCE IS LOADED. 


METHOD OF CONVEYING IT FROM 
HOUSE TO SHIPBOARD. 


Ingenious Elevators and linn* Employed 
by the Largo Penobscot River Concerns. 

A (treat Ileal of Labor Accomplished by 
a Few Hand*. 

An interesting operation is tho lond- 
ing of ice from tho mnmmoth houses on 
tho hnnks of tho Penobscot into tho 
largo freight carriers that nro nlmost 
constantly going up uud down tho rivor 
bearing henvy cargoes of frozou Penob¬ 
scot to faroff ports. 

From tho top of tho honse tho ico 
comes down in a most ingenions mnn- 
ner. An olovator is rigged ontsido the 
bnilding, and on it tho ico comes down 
by gravity. There is a counteracting 
force in a big woight that goes np when 
tho load comes down, and vice versa. 
To thocasnal observer it looks ns though 
tho thing worked automatically. Two 
large blocks of ico aro pushed ont upon 
tho elevator and they descend. As Boon 
ns they slido off, back goes tho elevator 
for another load, and this thing is kept 
np honr after hour. Careful observation, 
however, shows a strong wiro that loads 
off some distance, nnd at the end of it 
sits a man, and the secret is ont. True 
enough, the thing works itself, but it 
needs n guiding hnnd so that it won’t 
work too fast. The movements of tho 
elevator aro controlled by a friction 
pulloy. When tho ico reaches tho bot¬ 
tom and one cako slides off, tho eleva¬ 
tor wonld tako a rnu np before the other 
camo off were it uot that tho man on 
the end of tho wiro polls a lever aud tho 
friction pulley acts at the top, and the 
elevator waits until the cargo is all off. 
Then tho man releases the pulley and 
back goes the carriage, tho heavy weight 
at tho other end carrying it rapidly to 
tho top. 

From tho elevator tho ico slides into 
a run. In tho center of that is an end¬ 
less chain that it fitted with prongliko 
attachments at certain intervals, and ns 
they come along they corno np behind 
tho cako of ico nnd carry it to its des¬ 
tination. 

A short distance npthe rnn is a plan¬ 
er, u simpio contrivance that removes 
the snow ico nnd ovens tho blocks so 
that they will puck nicely in the bold 
of tho vessel. The cakes of ice pass 
serenely along, aud when they come to 
the planer pass easily under it, but at 
the same time they lose two or threo 
inches of thoir height. There is a provi¬ 
sion in tho contracts that provides for 
this, and they read that only an inch or 
inch and a half, or whatever the amount 
is, of snow ice shall bo left ou the cake, 
aud therefore the planing. 

Just beyond tho pinner is a man who 
gives the cako a quick pull that brings 
it ahead of tho prong for a moment. A 
second look shows why this is done. By 
this quick movement the cake of ico is 
brought upon a pair of scales, aud in 
tho second’s rest that it has before the 
prong ou tho chain gota along it is 
weighed nnd tho figures placed upon the 
record that is being kept of the cargo. 
It is no small job to weigh the ice, for 
the cakes come along in rapid succes¬ 
sion, and the weight has to be ascertain¬ 
ed in tho ordinary manner and the re¬ 
sult put down before tho next cako gets 
along. 

From tho scnlo the journey to the ves¬ 
sel is uninterrupted. Tho run is arrang¬ 
ed so that it extends over the vessel to 
the hatchway, aud the riso and fall of 
tho tide aro provided for by an arrange¬ 
ment that permits of the rising and fall¬ 
ing of the run to correspond. 

Perhaps the most ingenious thing of 
the whole system is that by -which the 
ice is put in the hold. At the end of tho 
rnu and directly over tho hatchway is a 
strong frame, aud iu thnt there works a 
plntform that goes np and down some¬ 
thing like anolevutorut the honse. Two 
blocks of ice ore slid upon it directly 
from the run, and the man who controls 
it releases u friction lever, and down it 
goes into the hold by its own weight, 
the speed being controlled by the man 
with the friction lover. The platform is 
suspended by four ropes that unwind 
from u cylinder as it descends, aud at 
the sume time another and larger rope 
thut appears from a distance winds upon 
the cylinder. 

When tho load is off the platform in 
the hold, the friction levor is again 
loosened, and the rope that comes over 
the side of the vessel gets iu its work by 
turning tbe drum the other way and 
quickly bringing the platform into its 
place. Out on the wharf ut the other 
end of the big rope is another lurge 
weight, thut does the work of palling 
buck the platform. 

Away down itx the hold tho work of 
stowing tho ico was progressing rapidly. 
The ice is simply packed together in as 
small a space as possible, aud nothing 
is put urouud it, us many doubtless sup¬ 
pose. At the hatches, ufter the cargo is 
ull iu, a little hay is thrown, but with 
the exception of thut there is nothing 
put ubuut the ice to keep it from melt¬ 
ing. Uuder tho improved order of pack¬ 
ing only from 10 to 15 per cent of the 
ice is melted, uud ut times nut so much 
as thut.—Bangor Commercial.

BURGLARS FOILED. 


FAILED TO UltKAK INTO TIIK NEWTON- 
VILLK CO-OPERATIVE HANK. 


The rooms of the Newtonvjllo cooper- 
ativo bank, in Associates block, Newton- 
villo, were broken into Tuesday night, 
and an unsuccessful attempt wan made 
to broak open the safe. 

A meeting of the bank waa held Tues¬ 
day evening, and the outside door of the 
building was securely locked, as weli as 
the door of the banking rooms. 

The doors were not disturbed, aud the 
windows were all found seourely fast¬ 
ened Wednesday. The police believe 
that the burglaT, and they are positive 
that but one man wns concerned in the 
job, Becreted himself in the building dur¬ 
ing the meeting, and later entered the 
bank’s rooms by means of a skeleton 
key. 

The combination and lock handle were 
broken off the safe, and two holes wero 
bored into tbe lock. It was impossible 
to open the safe, and tbe police were 
obliged to await tbe arrival of a safe 
opener from Boston, who succeeded-in 
opening it after several hours work. 
Nothing was disturbed. 

The safe contained $2300 in cash, 
$3000 in checks and securities to tbe 
value of $35,000, A drawer in an adjoin¬ 
ing office was forced open, but nothing 
was taken. 

A Urge drill, evidently usod in boring 
the safe, a cold chisel and a jimmy were 
found in an adjoining vacant room Wed¬ 
nesday afternoon, leading tbe police to 
the conclusion that the burglar was 
frightened away. He evidently effected 
bis escape by letting himself down from 
a rear window by means of an old awn¬ 
ing. 

The police are trying to find some 
clew to tbe identity ot tbe burglar.

.NEWTON’S CHIEF OF POLICE NOTES THAT 

AND AN INCUKASE IN THE NUMBER OF 

TOTAL ARRESTS. 

Chiel Charles, F. Richardson of tbe 
Newton police department has completed 
bis annual rfiport of tbe work of tbe de¬ 
partment for 1895. 

For several years past tbe number of 
arrests in the oity bus fallen off. but this 
year’s report shows a decided increase, 
the total number beiug tbe largest ever 
recorded. 

The total number of arrestB was 993, 
against 759 in 1S94. Of this number 57 
were females. There wore 512 arrests 
for druukenueBS, against 344 the previ¬ 
ous year. For disturbance 131 persons 
were arrested, agaiust 100 the year be¬ 
fore. For assault and battery 48 were ar¬ 
rested, agaiust 50 tu 1894. For simple 
larceny 42 people were looked up, un in¬ 
crease of 11 over the year before, For 
larceny from a building 14 people were 
arrested, agaiust 8 a year ago. Seven¬ 
teen insane people have boon placed in 
custody. For murder and forgery one 
arrest each bas been made. 

Twenty-seven seizures of liquor wore 
made, agaiust 24 tbe year previous, aud 
25 couviot'ous wore secured. Of the ar¬ 
rests for drunkenuess 10 were of females, 
to 10 tbe year before. 

The various stations are credited with 
arrests as follows: Headquarters, sta¬ 
tion 3, West Newtou, 070; station 2, No- 
uautum, 207; station 1, Newtou, OS; sta¬ 
tion 4, Newton Ceutre, 45. Of tbe vaii- 
ous villuges Nouautum supplies the 
largest number of offeuders. The largest 
number of arrests, 132, were made iu tbe 
month of November. 

Tbe patrol wagon made 783 runs, oar- 
lied 710 prisoners, aud covered 2,214 
miles. 

In the looal court $3,537 has been re 
ceivod in tines, and senteuoes aggregat¬ 
ing 42 years 11 months aud 23 days wero 
imposed. 

At stutiou 2 aud 4, 3.101 lodgers were 
“put up,’’ against 3,895 in 1894. The na¬ 
tionalities of the lodgers were: United 
States, 1,309; Irish, 1,248; Scotoh, 107; 
English, 255; others 122. 

The report uluo gives an interesting 
statement of tbe workings of tbe police 
sigual system, and notes tbe appoiut- 
moot of three sergeauts, aud tbe reduo- 
tiou of the number of police districts 
from four to three. 

It also shows that Newtou bas beeu al¬ 
most entirely free from tbe robberies 
and “breaks,” which have boon so fie 
queut iu the neighborhood of Bostou iu 
the past year.

Samson R. Urbino Dead* 

Samson R. Urbino, an old and well 
known resident of Newton, died Satur¬ 
day eveuing, at his horns at the corner 
of Greenougb and Auburn streets, Au¬ 
burndale district, at the age of 81 years. 
Deceased was a native of Germany, came 
to this country when a young man, and 
bad lived in Newton about 45 years, 
nearly all of this time in West Newton, 
where he was known by nearly all tbe 
older residents. During tbe palmy days 
of the West Newton Lyceum be was a 
prominent and always interesting speak¬ 
er at its public debates, and always took 
a lively interest in all public matters, 
both of a local and national character. 
He was a mau of leisure and means, pos¬ 
sessed fine literary and artistic tastes, 
was a scholar and a mau widely es¬ 
teemed. He bad been ill several wepks. 
and his health had beeu gradually break¬ 
ing up for two years. He was twice 
married, and leaves a widow, but no chil¬ 
dren. 

Tbe funeral took place Weduesday 
afternooD at tbe family residence on Au 
burn street. It being one ot Mr. Urbino’s 
wishes that no minister should euter bis 
bouse, tbe usual religious service was 
dispensed with, and eulogistic remarks 
were made by his friends. William 
L'oyd Garrison was expected to be 
among tbe speakers, but was unable to 
be present. Several selections were ren¬ 
dered in German by a choir of 15 voices 
from Bostou. 

According to tbe wishes of tbe de¬ 
ceased tbe remains were enclosed in a 
plain pino box aud taken to Forest Hills 
for cremation.

ENFORCEMENT OF THE LAW. 

General Harrison Advocates Town Meet¬ 
ings Once or Twice a Year. 

Ex-President Harrison, in a series of 
articles on “This Country of Ours” in 
The Ladies’ Home Journal, writes vig¬ 
orously of the great necessity of the peo¬ 
ple insisting upon tho strict enforcement 
of the iuws. Directly upon this point he 
says: “We need general assemblies of 
the people in tho smaller civil subdivi¬ 
sions, to be held rogularly once or twice 
a year, town meetings in which two 
questions only shall be considered: 
First, are the public officers faithfully 
aud honestly transacting the public busi¬ 
ness? Second, are the laws—uot this law 
nor that, but all laws—enforced aud 
obeyed? Al.l questions of law reform 
should be excluded, left to parties or so¬ 
cieties organized to promote them. The 
enforcement of the law, whether we op¬ 
posed or uided tho making of it; the 
strict accountability of publio officers, 
whether we opposed or aided their elec¬ 
tion, should be the objects and the lim¬ 
its of these moetings. There should be 
no distinction of persons. 

“Our law and order movements are 
too apt to be confined to what we, uot 
too accurately, call influential people. 
Every man aud woman ought to have a 
chance to choose his side, without re¬ 
gard to station or wealth or race or col¬ 
or. There will be none too many. In 
some such movements it has seemed to 
me that many have beeu assigned to the 
wrong side who would have chosen the 
right. There is danger that such may 
accept the place they would not have 
chosen. Can any working plan be de¬ 
vised to maintain from day to day an 
effective watchful interest among the 
body of our citizens in the enforcement 
of the laws, and in a clean, honest ad¬ 
ministration of publio affairs—small 
and great? Or are we to accept the hu¬ 
miliating conclusion that bad things 
cannot be made good, or even better, 
until they come to be persistently and 
utterly bad; or still worse, that when 
the river of popular indiguation has 
cleaned the stable it is only to leave us 
without a supply of water for daily sani ¬ 
tation?” 

Restitution by an Earthquakes. 

“It’s an ill wind that blows nobody 
good” is a well known axiom which 
was verified once iu a somewhut peculiar 
manner in the Philippine islands. 

About 14 years ago tho first class iron 
vessel JRhoodie, of 1,600 tons register, 
was scuttled iu Manilla bay, having 
caught fire when on the point of sailing 
with a full aud valuable cargo of hemp, 
pearl, shell, gum copal, bar copper and 
other merchandise. 

During tho earthquake many months 
later showas thrown up by a tidal wave 
from where she lay iu 12 fathoms of 
water to close inshore in two or three 
fathoms and was then purchased by au 
enterprising diving aud sulvago company 
just started in Singapore for tho trifling 
sum of £14, when it transpired that her 
cargo had uot suffered from her long 
submersion aud was valued at about 
£00,000.—Pearson’s Weekly.

NEW YORK candy etuuLtaa. 


Clustered In Dingy East Side Dooms, They 
Sleep on the Floor. 

Verynoarly nil the dark skinned men 
who sell that brilliuntly colored candy 
from pnsh carts are members of a regu¬ 
lar clan aud for the most part Greeks. 
When the day has ended and their work 
is douo, they gather togother in a dozen 
or more dens iu Roosevelt aud Cherry 
strqets just at the foot of the famous 
Cherry hill, thero to eat, rest aud before 
sleeping to loud up their carts for the 
moryow, that they muv get un early 
start. 

One of these rendezvous presents a 
unique appearance lute at night. It is 
generally a store on the ground floor, 
that the push carts may be trundled out 
easily when heavily loaded. From the 
sidewalk the “store” does not show a 
single ray of light. It looks forbidding 
and deserted. Bat its door opens reudi- 
ly. Tlio entire front of the long apart¬ 
ment is filled up with carts ludou with 
the sweets aud displaying signs. Only 
a narrow passageway is left to get to 
the back of the room. 

Hero, around u smudgy table, five or 
six chattering Greeks are pluying cards 
uud quarreling over tho game. On the 
bourdH is spread a quantity of cuudy, 
newly made and cooling, for it is in a 
room back of this thut tho stuff is pre¬ 
pared. The candy maker not only makes 
a profit selling to the peddlers, but ho 
gets still more of their money, lodging 
tbepi on the same floor us their push 
carts. Sometimes when a peddler is 
“broke'’ the maker of sweets sends him 
out with u loud of candy to sell on 
shares, but us a general thing he gets 
cash for his product before the curts go 
out. 

Beds are, for the most part, unknown 
luxuries. Only the most prosperous ped¬ 
dlers seem to be able to afford them. 
Generally the floor is marked out with 
chalk lines, divided into narrow squares, 
uud there ou the hard boards, without 
disrobing or changing an urticle of their 
clothing, the candy peddlers sleep.— 
New York Heruhl.

A CLEVER POLITICAL POEM. 


It Wm Written by an Irishman During 
the Rebellion of 1708. 

Wlmt is spoken of as “0110 of H 10 clev¬ 
erest political poems over composed" 
hoa recently come utulor the notico of n 
contributor to a northern contemporary, 
tho Dundee Advertiser. It wiui written 
by Arthur Connor (or O’Connor), tho 
friend of Lord Edward Fitzgerald, and, 
liko him, a prominent figure in tho Irish 
rebellion of 1798. Ho was arrested at 
Margate thnt year, when on his wny to 
France ou n secrot mission. After boing 
detained iu Kilmainhain jail for somo 
time, ho wns at length removed, with 
other political prisoners, to Fort Georgo 
in Scotland. It waa whilo on hia way 
thither that ho diHtributed oopioa of tho 
following poem, which waa regarded as 
a proof of his return to loyalty: 

The pomp of courts nnd prldo of kings 
I prizo nbovo all enrthly tiling?. 

I lovo my country, but tho king, 

Above nil men his prnise I sing. 

Tho roynl banners nro displayed 
And may rucccss the standard aid. 

I fain would banish far from henco 
Tho “Rights of Man” and common senso. 
Confusion to his odious reign, 

That foo to princes, Thomas Pnlnol 
Defeat and ruin soizo tho causo 
Of France, its liberties nnd lnwsi 

If tho above linos be read continuous¬ 
ly, they seem to oxpress very loyal sen¬ 
timents. But if you read tho first lino 
of tho first verse, nnd then tho first line 
of tho second verso, yon will find that 
thoy brenthe the spirit of rampunt re¬ 
bellion : 

The pomp of conrts nnd pride of kings 
I fain would banish far from henco. * 

I prize nbovo all earthly things 
The “Rights of Man” and common senso. 
I lovo my country, but tho king— 
Confusion to his odious reign I 

Above all men his praise I sing, 

That foe to princes, Thomas Painol 
Tho royal banners aro displayed. 

Defeat nnd ruin soizo tho cnusol 
And may success tho Htnndnrd aid 
Of France, its liberties and laws. 

Arthur O’Connor ultimately made his 
wny to France, where, in 1807, he mar¬ 
ried the dnnghter of the Marqnie do 
Coudorcet. He entered the French army 
and rose to the rank of general. His 
death took place iu April, 1852, when 
he was 87 years of age. 


HEARD EIGHTEEN MILES. 


Human Voice Carried From One End of a 
Canyon to the Other. 

Eighteen miles is the longest distance 
on record at which a man’s voice has 
been heard. This occurred in the Graud 
canyon of the Colorado, where one man 
slioutiug the name of Bob at one end, 
hiH voice was plainly heard at the other 
end, which is 18 miles away. 

Lieutenant Foster, on Peary’s third 
arctic expedition, fouud that he could 
converse with a man across the harbor 
of Port Bowen, a distance of 0,090 feet, 
or about 1% miles, aud Sir Jolm Frauk- 
liu said that ho conversed with ease at 
a distance more than amilo. Dr. Youug 
records thut ut Gibraltar the human 
voice has been heard at a distance of ten 
miles. 

Souud has remarkable force iu water. 
Colludou, by experiments made in the 
lake of Geneva, estimated that a bell 
submerged in the sea might be heurd at 
a distunce of more than 00 miles. Frank¬ 
lin says thut he heard the striking to¬ 
gether of two stones iu tho water half a 
mile away. Over wuter of a surface of 
ice souud is propagated with greater 
clearness aud strength. Dr. Hutton re¬ 
lates thut ou u quiet part of tho Thames, 
near Chelsea, he could hear u person 
reud distinctly at the distance of 140 
feet, while away from the water the 
same could only be heard at 70 feet. 
Professor Tyndall, when on Mont Blano, 
found the report of u pistol shot no 
louder thun the pop of a champagne 
bottle. 

Persons in a balloon, can hear voices 
from the earth a long time after they 
themselves are inaudible to people bo- 
low.—Chicago Times-Herald.

Norfolk’s pulm bloomed in June, 1861, 
and thut iu tho Berlin collection in 
Juno, 18H8. Tho blossoms urn very fra 
grant and last but 48 hours.—St. Louis 
Republic.

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VIHOROCS MEASURES IUMJKD. 

NEWTON CITIZENS PI. AN TO AII> THE SUF- 

FRItl NO AHMBNIAN9 AT A MKRTINO 

HELD IN El.IOT CHURCH. 

Snveral hundred people assembled iu 
Eliot ohnrch, at 8 o’clock Sunday after¬ 
noon, to tnko action in behalf of the 
suffering Armenians in Turkoy. The 
gathering represented all the wards of 
the city, and a strong feeling of sym 
pathv was hi pressed. The mooting was 
oalled to order by Rev. I)r. George VV. 
Shinn, rector of Grace church, and in a 
few introductory remarks he drow atten¬ 
tion to the importance of the cause aud 
to the present starving and distressful 
condition of the Armenians. Ho then 
introduced Mayor Henry E. Cobb as the 
presiding oflicer. 

Mayor Cobb made an interesting ad¬ 
dress, in which he referred to the many 
atrocities in Armenia, and the strong 
feeling of indignation among the people 
of this country becanso of the inaction 
of the great power in behalf of the suf¬ 
ferers. He denounced England particu¬ 
larly for her attitude in the premises. 

Rov. Dr. Alvah Hovey, president of the 
Newton Theological Institution at New 
ton Centre, was the next speaker. He 
deolared the atrocities the work of 
fanatical Mohammedans, who really be¬ 
lieved it a religious duty to destroy all 
Christians. He said they believed it no 
crime to do this, and tho massacres were, 
therefore, tho result of methodical work 
on the part of the Sultan and Turks to 
destroy the Christian Armenians. We 
must, he said, bow before Godin earnest 
supplication to iuterposo iu some way 
and reach this suffering body of faithful 
Christians. 

The condition of Armenia was next 
cleariy illustrated by Rev. Dr. Daniels of 
Boston, who showed by a map tbo loca¬ 
tion of many of the localities where mas¬ 
sacres bad occurred. He indorsed the 
Red Cross movement, stated that any 
money subscribed would surely reach its 
destination and be economically ex¬ 
pended, and remarked that $30,000 had 
already been forwarded by cable. 

The next address was delivered by 
Rev. Francis B. Hornbrooke, pastor of 
the ChanDing church. He spoke in vig¬ 
orous denunciation of the condition of 
things in Armenia. He said Armenia 
cried out to the Christian world in a 
thousand tongues, and that something 
must be done in the way of providing 
relief, 

He deolared that it was the duty of 
this government to say to the Sultan: 
“You must allow the Red Cross to enter 
Armenia and to relieve the distress ex¬ 
isting there; you must atone for every 
American citizen killed or injured, and 
you must pay for all buildings de¬ 
stroyed.” 

Thomas Weston also spoke strongly in 
denunciation of affairs iu that country, 
and denounced the part that England 
had taken. 

The committee on resolutions re¬ 
ported, indorsing the resolutions offered 
by Senator Hoar iu Congress, supporting 
the President in taking the most vigorous 
action in securing protection for Ameri¬ 
can citizens in Turkey aud redress for 
injuries that they have sustained. 

A committee was appointed to receive 
subscriptions. Upon motion of Hon. G. 
D, Gilman, the meeting voted to request 
the secretary of tho navy to dispatch a 
United States warship as the bearer of 
the Red Cross embassy to Armenia: A 
collection was then taken, amounting to 
$240, and the meeting disolved. 

The following named gentlemen have 
been selected as the subscription com¬ 
mittee: Mayor Hon. Henry E. Cobb, 
chairman; J. W. Davis, treasurer; 
George S. Bullens, Warren P. Tyler, W. 
F. Hawley. W. S. Slocum, L. G. Pratt, 
H. B. Day, E. B. Haskell, John W. Bird, 
F. J. Hale, S. W. Jones, A, C. Walworth 
M. O. Rice R. U. Gardiner. 

Since the meeting was held the an¬ 
nouncement has appeared that the Red 
Cross will not be admitted to Tuikey. 
It probably will be. The position of the 
English ambassador on this point is very 
firm. But if not, the relief will doubt¬ 
less rontinue to go iu by other sources 
as beretofore. Contributions sent to any 
member of the above committee will be 
properly forwarded. 


MJLLOUGirS POM). 


AN EFFORT TO RE MADE TO RETAIN IT 
AS A PUBLIC POND. 


Bullougli’s pond, a sheet of wntcr | 
familiar to residents of Newton, and 
situated near Walnut street and tho new 
boulevard, has disappeared, and Newton 
people are considerably exercised tlioro- 
at. Tho pond was artificial, having been 
created by lloodiug meadows along the 
banks of a brook, and the disappearance 
was duo to the cutting of a dam. 

All the lands around and under tho 
pond aro owned by Goorge W. Morse, 
Jonathan A. Lane and John W. Weeks, 
trustees of tho Newton Land it Improve¬ 
ment Company. The public has claimed 
rights in Ibis shoot of water, aud have 
boated on it and fished and bathed in its 
waters. Much annoyance has been 
caused tho neighbors by visitors to the 
pond, which is not a natural body of 
water, but one caused by llowage, and 
also is not a “great” pond in which the 
public would bavo tights, if it were 
natural, covering less than 20 acres—in 
fact, only 10 aoies. 

A great development is boginning 
around this pond, and the association 
expects to expend between $50,000 arid 
$100,000 during this year in building 
streets and houses and beautifying the 
territory. L. E. Moore, formerly presi¬ 
dent of the Palmer National bank aud 
treasurer of its savings bank, has accept¬ 
ed the position of manager of the land 
company, and has taken up his residence 
at Newtonville. 

The trustees of the land company have 
been advised by landscape gardeners and 
others that the best thing they can do is 
to eliminate Bullough’s pond entirely. 
They say that by this course they not 
oulv gain uearly 700,000 square feet of 
land, but disposo of the question of the 
healthfuiness of the pond, and, especial¬ 
ly, they will escape the assertion of 
public rights on the poud, which they 
claim not only do uot exist, but are very 
objectionable aud often malicious. As 
to the healthfulness of the pond, Lite 
trustees do not believo that the fears 
which have been expressed are well 
founded, for they have bad tho water ex¬ 
amined, aud it was found to be remark¬ 
ably pure. 

The trustees are in doubt whether to 
entirely eliminate the pond or to make a 
small basin of four or five acres, which 
should be strictly private. Their inclina¬ 
tion is to do away with it entirely. 

The people of Newton are considerably 
exercised over the prospect of losing this 
pretty sheet of water, aud Mr. E. B. Has¬ 
kell, recently appointed a member of the 
metropolitan park commission, has sug¬ 
gested the calling of a public meeting 
and having tho citizens or some authori¬ 
ty purchase the pond or appropriate it to 
public purposes. The method of pro¬ 
cedure, if any, depends upon the citizens 
and the city council. The trustees say 
that they aro willing and anxious to be 
generous in the matter. 

This pond is, or rather was before the 
water ran away through Gov. Clafiin’s 
brook, in about the geographical centre 
of the city,nearly surrounded by wooded 
hills, aud making with its environment 
oue of the most beautiful spots in New¬ 
ton. The dam still remains, and could 
be readily repaired so as to once more 
hold back the waters of the brook which 
fed tbe pond. The pond dates from 
colonial times.and for many years a grist 
mill stood by tbe dam; it was burned 
about 10 years ago.

Reformers of Athletics. 

An important conference of representa¬ 
tives of the leadirg athletic associatiors 
of New England was held at the Provi¬ 
dence Athletic Club last week. The 
confereuco was held for the purpose of 
perfecting arrangements for an inter¬ 
change of relations among the clubs that 
are to come into the combination. 

Tbe scheme primarily refers to ath¬ 
letics, aud it is the intentiou of the pro 
moters to provide for a series of com¬ 
petitive athletic Bports which shall be 
entirely divorced from professionalism, 
aud in which uone but actual amateurs, 
gentlemen who hive gone in the gymna¬ 
siums solely for the purpose of healthful 
cxticise, shall participate. Ou such a 
footing it is ft It that there will huso 
friendly a rivalry that in each of the 
clubs athletics will experience a substan¬ 
tial boom. 

In conformity with these ideas, special 
committees fiom the Boston, Newton, 
Newtown, (Catubridgi) and Provideuce 
associations met at Providence aud nar- 
took of u dinner, and after the board bad 
been cleared they discussed the proposi¬ 
tion. A result of the conference was 
that a subcommittee was appointed, 
with instructions to look into the feasi¬ 
bility of the plan, aud to report to the 
committee of the whole at some future 
date. 

This committee consists of Mr. Peck 
of Providence (chairman.) Mr. Beals of 
Boston. Mr. Moiso of Newton aud Mr. 
Tupper of Newton. It is contemplated 
later, it the scheme can be made practic¬ 
able, to still further cement these associ¬ 
ations by providing a way whereby there 
can, upon the presentation of proper 
credentials, be extended to the members 
of any one of the clubs the house privi¬ 
leges iu the others should they wish to 
visit them.

Tuesday evonltiK tho 14th was the sixth 
meeting at 2*10 Belleveue street. 

In opening Mr. Fillebrown had a few 
words to say about tho Single Tax and 
the Student somewhat as follow: 

To parent and puoil and friends the 
courses of study in tho schools is a 
matter of vital concern; these have 
greatly changed in recent years; 
doubtless much more radical changes 
await them in the near future. The 
principles which should govern in those 
changes aro they not fow and simple? 
Ilonce open at all times to profitable dis¬ 
cussion. 

There is uo crisis that more enlists our 
personal interest nnd sympathy than 
that moment in tho life of a joung man 
when witli a finished education they 
stand upon the threshold of life and on 
avocation. Is it not a common experi¬ 
ence that every student on leaving school 
to plunge into the activities of the world 
aud to swim for life, is forced to divest 
himself largely of “impedimou a,” 
stripping down to tho montal sinew, 
leaving farthest behind the things that 
contribute least, to his endurance in tho 
struggle of life? Having been taught 
that for substantial success ho must ad¬ 
just his life, not only in its aims, but in 
its methods, to cortain fixed principles 
that cannot be ignored, bo soon comes 
to look back with the greatest gratitude 
to the teachers and the things taught 
which stand by him the best and longest. 
He now realizes that “New occasions 
teach new duties” and that “Time makes 
ancient good uncouth,” and if he has 
not previously understood this great 
lesson of tho poet, ho now learns by 
sobei* experience that he may not, can¬ 
not “Attempt the future’s portal with 
the pasts’ blood rusted key.” He sees 
that tho school of the future more even 
than that of the past nnd of today makes 
of its pupil a student of the futuro rather 
than of the past, a student of the ideal 
rather than of the actual, teaches him 
incidentally the things that are, but 
radically the things that ought to be, 
educates the judgment and understand¬ 
ing, teaches him a living, not a dead 
language, teaches him a common lang 
uage that with the electric speech of to¬ 
day must soon become a necessity to all 
the nations, swallowing up all jargon, 
difference and dinlect iu the common 
lauguage of commeice, brotherhood, 
justice and peace; teaches him how to 
begin to realize all these better things, 
Supposing that after the elemeutary 
attainments the students should group 
his studies with three objects in view of 
relative importance ns follows: First, 
to get wisdom; second, to get under¬ 
standing; third, to get knowledge. Do 
not these three titles cover the whole 
ground? 

WISDOM—WHAT IS IT? 

It is the principal thing, the percep 
tion of ends, intuition, discernment, 
sagacity, common sense to an uncommon 
degree. That which is born in a man 
coraeth not with learning, but with re¬ 
flection and meditation to hear, to wlios 
voice we must stop and listen, philoso¬ 
phy, the study of causes, the love and 
search after wisdom. 

UNDERSTANDING- WHAT IS IT? 

The power of dealing with the impres¬ 
sions of sense and composing them into 
wholes according to a law of uuity. 
Realization based upon demonstration 
as in the steps of mathematical science, 
realization based upon observation as in 
empirical scieuce chemistry and the 
like; coming sometimes slowly, some¬ 
times suddenly as an influx of light on 
some road to Damascus or at some 
Pentecostal gathering. 

KNOWLEDGE—WHAT IS IT? 
Information, treasures of the memory. 
Cowper says it is this: “A rude unpro¬ 
fitable mass—the mere materials with 
which wisdom builds, till smoothed aud 
squared and fitted to its place, does but 
eucumber whom it seems to eurich.” 

Suppose your curriculum is over load- 
ed, the pupil breaks down or loses the 
thread and with it his courage, what will 
you sacrifice first if not the least valu¬ 
able f that knowledge which niaketh 
vain? If the burden sits comfortablv 
how will you eurich the curriculum? 
what better than to prune away that, 
which has ceased to have life aud engraft 
afresh with that which promises a daily 
addition to the mental and spiritual 
stature yielding quality of life rather 
thau quantity of attainment. 

Under the first aud second heads of 
wisdom and understanding, the peicep 
tion of principles and their demonsiru¬ 
ble deductions comes to the theory of 
Henry George. Out of my own personal 
expeiieuce will you allow me to say that 
I began to read Hetfiy George in 1886, 
since which time there has been a con¬ 
tinual dawning upon ray mind of the 
nature of rent, my eyes being gradually 
opened to what we have been accustomed 
uot to see, viz: that the Lord has not 
been wanting iu provision for (he com 
mou weal aud th >t man has uot bo'-u 
lax in foiling a divine purpose; that 
whether it is a sewing machine, or a 
McCormick reaper, or a Sun energized to 
monthly crops, or a philanthropic en¬ 
dowment of free heat, light, water,trans¬ 
it, free everything, the lundlord takes it 
all; that Homy George uot only offers a 
political philosophy thnt will stand the 
gospel, but a religious philosophy also 
that removes a great beam from the eye 
of the Christian church, enabling it to 
see clearly where now it confesses blind¬ 
ness, and adding to its light a warmth 
aud radiance the indifference of the 
world could uot resist. 

Being myself a captive to this logic, 1 
am solicitous not that every one else 
should think as I do, but that the judir 
meut of every young muu aud woman 
should be informed, und, considering 
that Henry George has written only three 
long books and three short ones (less 
thau fifteeu hundred pages iu all), is it 
out of proportion that studeuts who 
have years to spend on Greek aud L<tm 
should read these comparatively fow 
thoughtful and judicious pages? 

The address of tho evening was then 
given by Rev. John A. Hayes, pastor of 
the New Church, Salem, Mass. This ad 
dross upon tho subject of the Laud 
Question was iu some respects the most 
interesting of any yet given, dealing as 
it did with the primary principles of 
Diviue and human iustioe. A fuller sc 
couut of his romuiks is necessarily de¬ 
ferred to our next issue. 

The usual discussion followed. Mr. 
William Lloyd Garrison was announced 
to speak on Tuesday, thr 28th.

Millions of Petrified Flsli. 

For a score of years tho geologists 
have kuowuof the existence of immense 
beds of shale iu Wyomiug which occa¬ 
sionally yielded lino specimens of fossil 
fishes, but it is only recently that sim¬ 
ilar beds have beeu discovered in Color¬ 
ado. These beds of petrified fish, con¬ 
taining millions upon millions of indi¬ 
vidual specimens, cover huudreds of 
square miles in the northwestern part of 
the Centennial State. They extend a 
distance of 100 miles iu the direction of 
Greeu river and “shelve out” for 100 
miles more towurd the interior of tho 
state. Iu some places these beds—al¬ 
most a solid mass of perfectly fossilized 
fish—are from 150 to 200 feet iu thick¬ 
ness. Uue of the greatest puzzles regard¬ 
ing the find is the fact that they lie 
about 8,000 feet ubove soil level.—8t. 
Louis Republic.

most iron clad one that could hayo been 
devised, a statement that tho 11 inker A* 
Tradesman writer will probably think 
incredible. 

Tho writer quotes words from Mayor 
Cobb’s message, which never appeared 
iu it, and we are informed that the part 
of tho agreement he quotes d )es not ap¬ 
pear in the paper which the syndicate 
finally signed. We have not been able 
to verify this by a reference to the 
papers, but judging from the rest of tho 
article, it is not at all improbable. 

THE DOCTORS’ FEE TABLE. 


The Banker & Tradesman of this week 
has au article headed "Newton’s Boule¬ 
vard,” which seems to have been written 
to "bear” Newton’s bonds, without much 
regard to facts. It cites tho verdict of 
Mr. Towne, which it says has opened 
the eyes of citizens to the fact "that the 
interests of the city have uot been as 
carefully guarded as they should have 
been, and it is not improbable that the 
fact that the city has been victimized 
and its debt tremendously increased will 
be more fully emphasized as time goes 
on.” 

It then quotes tho decision in favor of 
Mr. Towne, whom the jury awarded over 
eleven thousand dollars for a s nail strip 
of land taken from an estate taxed at 
$12,000, which sum, Mr. Towne told the 
assessors, was too high, and said he 
would be glad to Bell the estate for that 
price. The article says that the better¬ 
ments of $9,000 are to be settled by 
another trial, “but it is not probable that 
the action of the city will be sustained. 

The agreement made with the West 
Newton Syndicate is then condemned as 
one "which ought never to have been 
signed or accepted by th^city,” and the 
writer tries to prove that it is worthless, 
aod does not require the syndicate to 
save the city harmless on account of 
damages, which the city might be called 
upon to pay. As a proof, the writer 
quotes one clause of the agreement, and 
argues from it that because it says that 
the syndicate shall be credited with the 
"betterments assessed” instead of “as¬ 
sessed and collected,” the syndicate gets 
the benefit of all assessments whether 
collected or not, while the city must pay 
all damages, and that the syndicate 
‘‘were altogether too much for the 
gentlemen who were supposed to be 
looking out for the city,” and are not to 
be blamed for making the best trade 
they could. 

In plain English, this writer thinks the 
West Newton Syndicate are so dishonest 
that they would resort to any legal 
quibble to avoid keeping a solemn agree¬ 
ment, and that such action is praise¬ 
worthy. Such sentiments are certainly 
shocking in cold print, and evidently 
this writer has no conception of what 
honesty and honor among men means, 
or else he does uot realize what he is 
saying. 

As a matter of fact this West Newton 
syndicate is composed of honorable men, 
who would not take advantage of such a 
legal quibble, even if it existed, of which 
there is grave doubt. Messrs. Geo, II. 

Ellis, Blauey, Cutter and Travelli, are 
not that kind of men, and the insinua¬ 
tions against them are entirely unwar¬ 
ranted, not to say libellous, In fact 
they could he trus'.ed to keep a mere 
verbal promise, a state of bouesty of 
which this writer has evidently uo con¬ 
ception. 

Secondly, as to the statement that this 
clause of the agreement has "victimiz'd 
the city, and tremendously increased its 
debt,” that is disposed of by the fact 
that Mr. Towne’s suit is the only one 
brought against the city, on accouut of 
the Ceutral boulevard, aud uo others can 
be, as they are barred by the lapse of 
m ne tbau a year, lieuce the city has 
suffered uot a cent’s worth of harm. 

Thirdly, the agreement is the same as 
was signed by the syndicate which con¬ 
trolled the first section of the boulevard, I the same rates, 
it was approved by the city solicitor, 
aud other high legal autlioi.wy, as per¬ 
fectly valid, aud it has fully protected 
the city. 

Fourthly, there have beeu only two 
suits for the whole length of the boule¬ 
vard, from the Boston line to Auburn 
street, the one of Mr. Towne’s of West 
Newton, aud oue of Jerome Bacon’s, 
who owned laud uear South street; and 
finally, the matter is all settled except iu 
the case of Messrs. Towne, Bacon, aud 
oue laud owner uear the Newton cerne 
tery, who has uot brought suit, aud can 
uot now do so. 

It is surprising that suoh au article was 
allowed to appear iu the Banker & 

Tradesman, which aims to be absolute¬ 
ly accurate in all it publishes, but the 
many misstatements and inaccuracies 
were probably uot recognized. 

It might also be mentioned that withiu 
a few days the West Newton Syndicate 
have asked for the costs of defending 
Mi. Towue’s suit, that they might pay 
them, which does uot look as though 
they had been scheming to defraud the 
city, aud they have all along been scru¬ 
pulous to do all that they had promised, 
aud to keep their agreement both in the 
spirit aud iu the letter, it makes a good 


The publication of the "Fee Table for 
Newton Physicians” has aroused quite a 
storm of protest, from those who do not 
like tho situation. The rates aro the 
same as those adopted iu tho Brighton 
district about a year ago, and the same 
table .was loDg ago adopted in Boston, 
and the cost of living in Nowton is quite 
as high as in Boston or Brighton. 

People pay without a muimurahigh 
fee to a lawyer for a "consultation,” 
which costs the lawyer nothing, except 
as fpr as his years of fitting himself co 
give advice is concerned, and why should 
they object to giving a much less fee to 
a physician, who is called out of his bed 
at night, aud has often to drive a mile or 
more in a storm to reach his patieut? 
The doctor has to keep a horse and 
carriage, and often a driver, has to live 
central part of the city, which 
means a high rent, and has to have quite 
as costly a preparation for his work as a 
lawyer, so that there would seem to be 
uo reason why he should not he as liber¬ 
ally paid for his services. 

The medical profession is rarely a 
money-making one, and it has more dis 
agreeable features than any other busi¬ 
ness. Take the real estate business, for 
instance, the dealer will make a sale that 
costs him little effort, and make several 
thousand dollars at one swoop, or he 
will be called on for a mortgage and 
make a hundred or two, aud all he has 
to do is to remain a certain Dumber of 
hours at his office and the rest of the 
time is his own. But a physician has no 
time that he can call bis own, and has to 
be ready to respond to demands upon 
his services at auy hour, day or night. 

Another argument is that there is no 
class of men, except perhaps newspaper 
publishers, who are called upon to do so 
much for charity. A doctor, who is de¬ 
voted to his profession, can uot stop and 
ask for his pay before he responds to a 
call. He goes where his services are 
needed, and is just as attentive and con¬ 
scientious in caring for a case for which 
he knows he will get nothing, as he is in 
caring for a wealthy patient. That is 
one of the fouud<ttiou principles of the 
profession, and as a lule doctors live up 
i to it with a sincerity that ought to he 
commended, although their good deeds 
are seldom known, and from the nature 
of the case cauuot be advertised. 

Some of the complaints made proceed 
from the idea that the table makes uo 
distinction between a physician with 
years of experience and a long record ol 
success, aud the young dootor who is 
just beginning, as it provides for them 
both charging the same fee. These 
people probably go to a young doctor for 
trifling ailments, from motives of econo¬ 
my, as well as from the desiro to help 
the beginner along, but they evidently 
do uot want to help him too much. 
These do not notice, however, that the 
fee table regulations are very elastic, aud 
that each physician is allowed to deduct 
therefrom and add thereto as he may 
deem advisable, so that in many cases 
the adoption of the new prices will 
make no peroeptible difference to their 
patrons. 

In Newton as in every city there aro 
some physiciaus who are so over-crowd¬ 
ed with woik as to endanger their health, 
aud possibly these new prices have been 
adopted by them in self defence, so that 
by rigidly adhering to them they may 
secure some relief. Men who have es¬ 
tablished their business cau be more in¬ 
dependent th iu those who are at the 
loot of the ladder, aud the former cau 
put a higher value upon their services. 

The chief oblectiou to the fee table is 
that it makes no distinction betweeu 
these, but possibly the youuger doctors 
think their services are fully as valuable, 
to sthte it mildly, as those of the older 
men, aud hence have agreed to charge 


Howavor, it is to the credit of Nowton 
peoplo that the majority were moro rea¬ 
sonable in thoir demands. Many people 
think it was a great mistake uot to lay 
out tho stroet undor the bottorment act, 
as then those who received the bonofit 
would have had to liolp pay for It and 
tho tax-payers would not have had to go 
down so deep into their pockets. 


The school board have very magnifi¬ 
cent ideas about a new High school 
building and no moderate priced affair 
would he looked at. The architects, 
who carried out tho idoas of the school 
board in thoir plans, which have been 
submitted to the publio property com¬ 
mittee,provided for a building costing all 
tho way from $240,000 to $300,000, the 
formor being the lowest estimate. The 
publio property committee did uot ex¬ 
pect to bo called on for a building to 
cost more than $125,000, and the result 
will probably he that in trying to graBp 
so much the school board will lose every¬ 
thing. Certainly the city is in no condi¬ 
tion, financially, for any such expendi¬ 
ture. aod will not be for a number of 
years. The result will probably bo that 
the present building will be repaired and 
put in good sanitary condition, and that 
will be the end of the new building pro¬ 
ject. When the new wing was built for 
$ 45 , 000 , it was Baid that the rest of tho 
building could bo completed in two sec¬ 
tions, neither of which would cost more 
than that sura, and it would evidently 
have been much clioaper for the city to 
have built tho whole building at that 
time. A good many people think Now¬ 
ton is not called upon to start a college 
just nt present. 


Julian Hawthorne’s prize story* 
which the Boston Herald has beon print¬ 
ing, strikes most people as about tho 
drearist attempt at fiction that kaR ap¬ 
peared. There is not oue well defined 
character in the story, and the reader 
has only a confused memory of some 
absurd names, and a lot of more or less 
shadowy and absurd personalities, who 
all seem to he trying to talk each other 
to death, and are not altogether unsuc¬ 
cessful, as about half the characters ex¬ 
pire, probably from boredom, before the 
end of the story. The author evidently 
tried to write out his views on anarchists, 
religion, politics, astrology, the new 
woman, socialists, philanthropy, and all 
other fads aud isms, and puts them into 
the mouths of bis different personages, 
mixed up with more or less scandal, and 
the result is an absurd and unedifying 
mess, which can hardly be called a 
story. The author has a very fantastic 
imagination, which is about the only re¬ 
semblance he has to bis distinguished 
father, although possibly the limit of the 
prize story may account for some of the 
incongruities of the plot. 


The drainiug of Bullough’s pond has 
caused a little sensation, as it was an at¬ 
tractive feature in the landscape, or 
could have been made so, and the part 
east of Walnut street was not objection¬ 
able. A movement is to be made, it is 
said, to have the city buy the pond basin, 
but the owners would not favor this un¬ 
less sufficient of the adj icent land was 
takon to permit of access to the pond 
without going across private grounds. 
A driveway about the pond would be the 
best way to make use of such land. The 
company say that they have been forced 
to this action oy the uuisance which a 
certain element bus made of the p n 1 and 
especially by the erroneous feeling that 
the pond was malarious. In other 
words, they have been abused for the 
whole fifteen years in which thoy have 
been pickiug up theso lands for the 
syndicate, because they did uot draw off 
the pond or fill it, and uow the abuse 
has just begun because they are doing so. 
At auy rate until improvements are made 
iu the region they will not bo able to 
m \ke it the centre of attraotiou for best 
residences, as thoy uow intend to do*.

There will be a head of nearly 200 
feet of water, and this enormous power 
will be used, he says, for the purpose of 
generating electricity to run the street 
cars, and he wants country members to 
keop their eyes and oars open. 


The Towne verdict of $11,300.71 
ngaiust the city for land taken for the 
boulevard was rather of a surprise to 
many people, but the city loses nothing, 
as the West Newton Boulevnrd syndi 
cate guaranteed tho city against loss, 
and will pay whatever loss there is. 
The betterments assessed on Mr. Towne 
are over $9,000, so tho syndicate will not 
lose so very much. 


The new metropolitan county does not 
appear to find much favor in the legisla¬ 
ture, and ovidence accumulates that it 
will be hotly opposed ns a crude and ill- 
digested scheme.

The Consideration With Which Women 
Prisoners Are Treated In Austria. 

In Austria a woman, uo matter what 
she may do, is uever regarded or treated 
quite as a criminal. She may rob, burn, 
kill—set every law at defiance, in fact, 
and break all the commandments in 
turn—without a fear of over being called 
tipou to face a gallows. She is not even 
sent to au ordinary prison to do penance 
for her sins. Tho liurdest fate that can 
befall her indeed is to be compelled to 
take up her abode for a time in a con¬ 
vent. There the treatment meted out to 
her is not so lunch justice seasoned with 
mercy us mercy seasoned, aud none too 
well, with justice. Eveu in official re¬ 
ports she is ou ‘‘orring sister”—oue who 
has, it is true, strayed from tho narrow 
path, but quite involuntarily. 

Tho convent to which Vienna sends 
its erring sisters is at Neudorf, only a 
few miles away from the city. There 
auy woman who is convicted of either 
crime or misdemeanor is at once trans¬ 
ported. Tho judge before whom she is 
tried decides of course how long she 
shall remain. Ho may, too, if ho deems 
it right, give orders that wkilo there slio 
shall pass a day iu solitary confinement) 
from time to time and ou these occa¬ 
sions be less plentifully Supplied with 
food than usual. 

Iu the great majority of cases, how¬ 
ever, uo instructions of this kind aro 
given. The women aro simply handed 
over to the keeping of the superior of 
tho convent, to bo dealt with as sho 
thinks best. She houses thorn, feeds 
them, clothes them and provides them 
with instruction and occnpation, and tho 
government gives her for what sho does 
85 kreutzers a day for each prisoner un¬ 
der her care. 

So long as these women gro in the 
convent tho full responsibility for their 
safe keeping and general well being 
rests on the superior, and in rotnrn sho 
is allowed practically a free hand in 
her management of them. There are, it 
is true, certain regulations iu force with 
regard to tho amount of work they may 
be required to do aud tho punishments 
that may bo inflicted ou them, but theso 
aro uot of a nature to interfere seriously 
with her freedom of action. Sho is, in 
fact, virtually au autoorat within her 
own domain, aud thero are uot half a 
dozen women iu Europe today who have 
so much power for tho weal or woo of 
their fellows as sho has.—CoruhillMag-

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A HAHLESSAKE’S GRATITUDE, 

THK MORAL STORY OF A SAN FRANCISCO 
LAWYER 

Edward B. Hnymond. one of San Fran¬ 
cisco's barristera, lias boen a close stu¬ 
dent of natural history, and has suc¬ 
ceeded in Ratherintr some very interest* 
in« information retfnrdinR the birds of the 
air, the beasts of the land, the fishes of 
the sea. Incidentally, he has been able 
to oollect a few snakes statistics, says 
the San Francisco Call. 

“I once knew a case,” said Mr. Ray¬ 
mond to some listeners, “whereio asuake 
displayed, not only an unusual amount 
of affection, but a great deal of courage. 

It appears that somo years ago a pro¬ 
fessor of natural history from an eastern 
university was sent to the southern part 
of Yucatan to investigate the snakes of 
that section. I might state that he was 
a very humane man and frequently dis¬ 
played it. One afternoon while walking 
over a desert, thinking of little but the 
time he would arrive at camp, he heard 
a peculiar rattling sound that Reemed to 
come from under a pile of rocks. Heat 
once made on investigation and was re¬ 
warded by the discovery of a mastodon 
rattlesnake, which he was on the point 
of despatching so as to put it out of 
misery, as the rocks had so fallen that a 
portion of the snake’s body was badly 
mangled and torn. In th© matter of 
takiug the reptile’s life he hesitated, 
owing to the pathetic and pleading ex¬ 
pression in the wouuded creature’s eyes. 
It quite unnerved him, so he rolled the 
rocks off and awaited results in the shape 
of very pronounced gratitude. 

“The delighted and thankful creature 
wriggled over to him and rubbed his leg 
with a grateful Hir that was bound to 
last. The professor was moved by this 
exhibition, and, having some cotton iu 
his valise, he bound up tbe wounded 
part and left the snake as comfortable as 
possible. Tbe next day he left Yucatau 
for Guatemala and was gone over five 
years. On his return to Yucatan he 
again had occasion to pass over the 
desert, and, greatly to his surprise, en¬ 
countered the same reptile a few miles 
from where the previous incident had 
occurred. The recognition was mutual, 
and the joyful rattle coiled about his leg, 
licked his hand with a friendly tongue, 
and showed marked and industrious ap¬ 
preciation. When the professor took up 
his march agaiu the snake followed him 
and even insisted upou getting into tbe 
wagon and becoming a regular oc¬ 
cupant.” 

“Look here, Edgar, ain’t you going a 
little loo far with that yarn?” inquired a 
friend. 

“Not as far as the snake is gi iog. To 
continue: He finally got back East and 
had for a travelling companion the 
snake, which was allowed to wauder at 
will. As a natural consequeucn the pro¬ 
fessor and his dumb companion became 
the best of chums, and it was a common 
thiug to see the naturalist walkiug out 
in the road with the snake gliding along 
besir'e him. Well—now here com 8 the 
real point of the story—one nigm after 
the professor had retired aud left the 
sDake down stairs iu the dining room he 
was suddeuly awakeued by tbe crasn of 
glass, followed by the falling of a heavy 
body, tie rose up in his bed only to 
hear a gioan aud tbe crushing of boues. 
In a flash he bounded into bis diessing 
gown and reoaired to the room whence 
came the sounds of strife. Imagine his 
horror on striking a light to see his pet 
snake coiled around a man’s bleeding 
body, which it had lashed to the stove 
and was hugging violently. On the fijor 
was a burglar’s dark lantern aud a ku ot 
tools, while the snake in order to display 
its presence of mind had his tail out of 
the window—” 

“What for?” inquired a listeuer iu 
breathless excitement.

When for a time 
friendly enough with each other, they 
hold tilt and tourney 7 within it, and 
then mystery plays restored for u tiino 
its theatrical character. Sixtus V had a 
scheme for turning it into a woolen 
manufactory, and another prince of 
peace thought it would serve capitally 
as a powder magazine. Meanwhile it 
remained a convenient market place 
for the sale of vegetables. But in 1750 
an earnest Ligurian monk, Leonardo da 
Porto Maurizio, came to Rome, craved 
audience of Benedict XIV, and obtain¬ 
ing papal sanction for the new form of 
devotion known as tho Via Crucis, in¬ 
duced tho sovereign pontiff to consecrate 
the Coliseum to celebrate mass there and 
to erect a large wooden cross in the very 
center of tho pagan arena. 

Ever siuco tho stations of the cross, 
com mem ora ling the journey to Calvary, 
havo encircljd the vast ellipse, and tho 
newcomers whose rising voices disturbed 
my reverie are wandering hither behind 
a tall, barefooted, bareheaded Francis¬ 
can friar, to make the dolorous pilgrim¬ 
age. All the flue ladies of Romo aro 
there, uud, heedless of delicate flounce 
and furbelow, they kneel ou the mi- 
swept ground at every halt made by the 
rosary girdled monk and bow their 
heads iu audible lamentation. Then, 
when tho long, sad service is completed, 
he rebukes them for their transgressions 
and invites them to a holier life. That 
much I can make out from where I sit, 
in sympathetic contemplation of tho 
scene, though no small part of his ex¬ 
hortation reaches me, but in fitful vowel 
sounds, musical, but somewhat vague in 
meaning. Before they have come to a 
close a blare of trumpets tells me that a 
body of French zouaves is coming along 
tho Via San Gregorio, between tho Pala¬ 
tine aud Ctolian hills, ou their way 
back to barracks from tho exercising 
ground that lies beyond the tomb of 
Cuius Cestus aud Shelley’s burial place. 
Tho insolc-nco of alien drum, 

Vexing tho bright blue uir, 

To srnito u people’s anguish dumb 
Or speed a rush despair, 

That oneo had wrung 
That prophet tongue 
To challenge foreo and cheer tho slavo, 
Rolls unrebuked uround his gravo.

ENGLAND'S CATHEDRALS. 

iVnntiriil Architectural Specimen* to lie 
Keen In Hrnnll Town*. 

It was my privilege to see ten of tho 
cathedrals of England, and situated, ns 
some of them nre, in small towns, ouo 
comes on visiting them to know more 
of tho life of tho people than tho tourist 
cun attain who flies from one great city to 
another, says a writer in the Springfield 
Republican. Each traveler will havo 
his favorite among them, and all havo 
their excellences and defects. 

Some of them are partially spoiled 
by tho smoke of tho town, and any res¬ 
toration ought to bo welcome that will 
clean it off. Such is the case with 
York and Lincoln and to a greater ex¬ 
tent with Peterborough, whose magnifi¬ 
cent facade, or, rather, architect’s con¬ 
ception of it, is best appreciated by tho 
study of a photograph. As tho English 
aro not inclined to tho npotheosis of 
dirt, they have in many cases removed 
tho disgrace in recent years, and Peter¬ 
borough itself is now made glorious 
within in all tho marvelous beauty of 
its cream white stone. When these 
buildings aro not in smoky towns, tho 
atmosphere, after tho lapse of ages, has 
BoraetimeB heightened the architectural 
effect, so that Ely grows old gracefully 
and Salisbury even beautifully. Salis¬ 
bury aud Canterbury seem well nigh 
perfect. In Durham the marble columus 
aro marred by a puerile fluting. The 
towers of York aro not all finished. The 
wonderful central tower of Lincoln lias 
lost its pinnacles. Tho great facade of 
Peterborough is out of proportion to the 
building. Tho external effect of Ely is 
too much like a fortress. Tho spires of 
Litchfield are not mates in color aud are 
somewhat ornate, but upon Canterbury 
and Salisbury the eye rests content. And 
yet ho is little to be euvied who would 
not find intoxicating joy in every one of 
theso, so great are they, and in their 
varied power so lifting tho beholder 
abovo aud beyond all incidental defects, 
and it is quite to the credit of tho young 
woman from Springfield who is said to 
have burst into tears at tho sight of 
Westminster abbey. 


ROME AND EARTHQUAKES. 


Kobln Redbreast. 

The couutry peoplo of England, ns 
well as of several other countries, have 
nn idea that tho red of the robin’s breast 
was caused by a drop of blood which 
fell upon it at the crucifixion. Accord¬ 
ing to the story, the robin, commiserat¬ 
ing the condition of Christ, tried to 
pluck tho crown of thorns from hiH 
brow, aud, in doing so, got its breast 
wet with the blood flowing from tho 
wounds. The color became permanent, 
being transmitted from generation to 
generation, aud thus, according to the 
legend, the robin is a perpetual remind¬ 
er of tho sufferings of Christ. 


On tlio Margin of a Great Seat of Volcanic 
Energy It Rest*. 

Tlio Eternal City ought to he exempt, 
says the London Standard, from all that 
appears, however remotely, to menace 
its stability and endurance. Yet no one 
who looks from the Jauicnlnm, or even 
the Forum, to t le noble outline of the 
Alban hills cau well forget that Rome 
is ou the margin of a great seat of vol¬ 
canic energy. The lake of Nemi sleeps 
so serenely in its crater basin that it re¬ 
quires an effort of imagination to think 
of the time when tho whole mountain 
mass was raised. That, of course, be¬ 
longs to a prehistoric, or rather a pris¬ 
tine, geological age. But no prescription 
avails against seismic influences. 

Tho tires of Vesuvius had become ouly 
a tradition—if, indeed, they had uot 
been quite forgotten—when the memo¬ 
rable outburst occurred which saved 
Pompeii for the modern world by sud¬ 
denly converting its site into a vast ex¬ 
panse of ashes. Nothing so tragic, it 
may be hoped, is in store for the pleas¬ 
ant city by the Tiber. Movements of the 
earth have occurred many a time aud 
oft, and have done nothing worse than 
give frights to the uervous aud feed the 
superstition of the vulgar. 

The fall of Caesar was heralded by 
one of these couvulsious. but, as far as 
our information goes, the only analogy 
to be cited from a recent experience was 
the precipitate descent of a marble 
shield bearing the arms of Spain. Had 
it been the emblazonry of Portugal, a 
mystic significance might, just now, 
have been suspected. But enough ma¬ 
terial damage was occasioned to justify 
tho concern created. The earthquake 
was no respecter of persons, for it awoke 
the venerable pontiff from his light 
slumbers iu the Vatican, and roused tho 
inmates of the prisons to frantic efforts 
to break through their barricades. So 
much more precious is life thau liberty.

Anyhow it may bo dwelt 
upon us tho earliest effort made toward 
cremation, for it was of some slight use 
when an infected neighborhood caught 
fire and was reduced to ashes; but theu 
the remedy might have been worse thuu 
the disease.—Now York Times.

English Captain In Chinese Service. 

In engaging the services of a compe¬ 
tent British officer to organize its navy 
tho Chinese government—i. o., Li Hung 
Chang—was obliged to resort to duplic¬ 
ity in order to effect a somblauco of 
reconciliation between tho uuvul service 
and the mandarin system. After the ex¬ 
perience gained in his first term of serv¬ 
ice in China Captain Lang declined to 
re-enter it without adequate substantive 
rank. Whether this stipulation was 
made by the British board ui admiralty 
before giving him leave to servo or wus 
imposed by Captain Laughimsolf is im- 
materiaL What the viceroy had to do 
was to contrivo u form of words which 
would satisfy tho condition without dis¬ 
turbing tho Chinese official arrange¬ 
ments. 

Captain Lang was given tho title of 
coadmiral with Ting, while ull authori¬ 
ty was secretly withhold from him. So 
long us Admiral Ting was present Cap¬ 
tain Lung did not discover his truo po¬ 
sition. His advice was followed; ho was 
on tho most cordial terms with his co- 
admiral, and there was nothing to show 
he was not, do facto, commander in 
chief. As soon, howover, us an accident 
caused the two to bo separated the situ¬ 
ation was revealed. Lang’s order to hoist 
the admiral’s flag was disobeyed, and 
Commodore Liu assumed command of 
tho fleet. An nppoul by telegram to 
Viceroy Li only brought stronger con¬ 
firmation of the fact that Lung’s Chi¬ 
nese rank was never intended to be oth¬ 
er thau u sham.—Blackwood's Maga¬ 
zine.

CONVENTION—THE ASHES AND O \1l- 
H AO E CONTRACTS—JOHN FLOOD’S 
STABLE—WASHING TON STREET BONDS 
AND OTllER MATTERS—THE AMENDED 
CHARTER. 


Both branches of the city oouncil met 
At City Ball, Monday night, with all the 
members present. In the board of alder¬ 
men Mayor Cobb presided. 

At the hearing on the Telephone Co’s 
potition for location of poles on Chapel 
And Greeuongb streets,W.F. Grace and M, 
Mahoney obj *cted, and the former called 
Attention to the arrangement of poles on 
"Watertown street, three bsing located 
within 15 feet, near his new block. 

M. Mahoney protested against any 
more old railroad ties being set up for 
telephone poles on Chapel street, and 
also said the street itself was in very bad 
condition. 

Horton N. Allen said he appeared for 
Supt. Albree, and that the post alluded 
to was a guy post, to help sustain the 
maiu line, which made a turn down 
Chapel street. The company wore will¬ 
ing to meet the abuttors aud put up any 
kind of a pole they desired. 

Alderman Greou said the Watertown 
street poles were being rearranged and 
half of them would be removed in the 
spring. 

Hearings were announced on tho Gas 
Co's petition for poles on Hammond 
street, Kirkstall aud Woodside roads, 
Lorobird, Bellevue and other streets, but 
do one remonstrated. 

Toe mayor appointed A. R. Goe, R. J. 
Minier, T. P. Joy, C. H. Taylor, Chas. 
Hill and Richard Kenney special police 
on the Newton Street Railway cars to 
serve without pay. 

Notice of the bearing for Feb. 15, be¬ 
fore the commissioners appointed by the 
Superior Court on ths abolition of grade 
crossings, was gived. 

The report of the assessors for 1805 
was received and filed, 

A communication was received from 
the school board giviDg notice that it 
would hold a special election, Wednes¬ 
day evening, Jan. 22 , to choose a suc¬ 
cessor to the late Joseph R, Smith. 

John Flood gave notice of his inten¬ 
tion to build a brick stable on the corner 
of Thornton and Washington streets, 
and it was moved that a hearing be held 
ou Feb. 3rd, at 8.15 o’clock. On motion 
of Alderman Green the city solicitor was 
ordered to do all he could to prevent any 
work being beguu on the stable. 

Thos. H. Connor and Thos. E. Kelley 
gave imiice of tin ir claims lor damages 
for i j nits leceivpii by defect in the 
b 'uli v ml. on l) o. 22 .(I. 

K snlei ts nt Hyde avnrue petitioned 
to luve t!m s*ri’i-t graded and drained 
nnd the sidewalks grided. Referred to 
tin* high v iy c nitni tee. 

Th i t.'S Co. asked for location for 
two p ties on Columbus street and six 
poles on Cabot street, and a hearing was 
granted for Feb. 3rd at 8 p. m. 

ASHES AND GARBAGE. 

Alderman Degen presented an order 
from the board of health, stating that 
the contract for the removal of ashes ex 
peud Feb. 1, and that for removal of 
garbage on May 1, and as the service had 
beeu so unsatisfactory, they asked that 
$5,000 be appropriated for the purchase 
of a plant for the execution of the 
work. 

Alderman Degen said the matter had 
been before the finance committee, aud 
they presented this order, but the mem¬ 
bers of the board of health and the con¬ 
tractors were present and he moved that 
they be heard. 

Dr. Curtis said ttie board of health had 
been considering the matter for nearly a 
year, and they felt very strongly that the 
best service would be doue under the 
control of the city. The work uuder the 
contractors was not done satisfactorily. 
If the city would vote the $5,000 he 
thought the work could be done in better 
shape, and the expense would uot. be 
much greater. 

Alderman White asked for the items. 
Dr. Curtis said they would purchase 
11 siugle teams aud would hire fourteen 
men. 

In reply to Alderman Degen he said 
that the cost might be some greater, but 
Brockton received $8,500 from the sale of 
swill and also kept a piggery, from which 
they got au income. 

in leply to Aldermau White, he said 
that if they didu’i sell the swill they 
•could give it away. They could get 
honest aud sober men who would do au 
bonest da>’a work. 

Mr. W. H. Mague, the swill contractor, 
asked how many complaints the board 
had received. 

Dr. Curtis said they had received 80 
-formal oues ana many iuformal oues. 
The 80 were not all different parties. 

Mr. Mague said he had to employ 10 
horses a good deal of the time, aud he 
attended to every complaint as soon as 
be received it It was uot possible to 
suit every particular old tnaid, but 
here lie was called to order by Mayor 
<^obb. 

In reply to Aldermau Noyes, Dr. Curtis 
said four of the teams would collect 
ashes all over the city, and the other 
seven would collect swill. Thej might 
have to hire more horses in bad weather. 

Mr. S. W. Jones of the board of health 
said they hid beeu wrestling with the 
•question for a long time; contract work 
might be cheaper, but dollars aud cents 
wus uot the only c lusideratiou. Oje 
contractor says if he gets both contracts 
lie will renew at same price, and te- 
fuses to take one without the other. 
The contracts as driw>i up are uot satis¬ 
factory, aud the contractor has said he 
would uot sign if it was cliauged 

lu reply to Aldermau Alleu, who asked 
if au irou-olad contract could uot be 
drawn up, Mr. Jones replied that they 
might frame oue, but the contractors 
had stated that the agieemeut amounted 
to nothing, 

Aldermau Downs asked if they were 
-uot responsible parlies? 

Mr. Jones said they were, but they 
will uot sign the kiud of contract we 
want. 

Agent Brimbleoom was called out by 
Mr. Mague, aud asked how many com¬ 
plaints he bad received, lie said seven 
in the last three days. 

Mr. Mague said he had looked these up 
aud six of them caiuu from Newton 
Ceutre, where the regular mau was sick 
aud he put ou two tueu to cover the 
route. 

Iu regard to the 80 formal complaints 
Ageut Hrimblecoiu could uot say how 
many different parties these repre- 
Muted. 

Mr. Mague said it was fortuuate, he 
itbought, there were uo more, iu such a 


large city nn Newton. Ho could aee In 
all thin an aniniUR against him, and ho 
thought tho board could see it. It would 
coat tho city double to do the work over 
what it coata now. 

In roply to Alderman White, he said 
he had never been asked to sign a new 
agreement. He would Rign anything 
that wnR fair and right. He had nover 
bud the aah contract and had refURcd to 
bid on it. 

In reply to Mayor Cobb he stated that 
he had lost money on the contract, but 
he waa willing to continue it now na he 
wan equipped for it. ho he could make 
aomething. Ho had bought a farm in 
Lexington, and could feed tho swill to 
t he bogR, but before ho sometimes had to 
bury the swill, as he couldn’t give it 
nway. If he didn’t liavo this farm and 
tho teams ho wouldn’t take the contract. 
His men started out from 5.80 to (1 and 
worked till 0 to 7 o’clock at night, and 
the men liirod by the city would not do 
that. 

Mr. JoneR—Would you sign for tho 
swill contract alone? 

Mr. Mague—Yes 

Mr. Jones—Without any other con¬ 
sideration? 

Mi. Mague—Yes, for the $5,700 now 
paid. 

Mr. Jone«—The last time you doubled 
your prices? 

Mr. Mague—Yes, ns I was doing the 
work too cheap. It would not oost uow 
muoh more than three years ago. 

Mr. John Joyce said he had had tho 
ash contract for two years, and it expired 
the first of next month. He asked how 
many complaints had been made against 
him. 

Mr. Brirablecom said the contractor 
had lived up to his contract except that 
he had not kept the ennvas cover over 
the carts, but the principal fault was in 
the terms of the contract. The highway 
department had complained of tho rub¬ 
bish scattered in the street for them to 
pick up. 

Mr. Joyce said it would cost the city 
double to do the work aud he did not 
think a barrel had been left for tho 
night, anywhere. 

To Alderman White, he said his men 
had not refused to take anything that 
was iu boxes or barrels. 

To Mr. Tolman he said, if his raeu had 
refused to take anythiug from tho 
Bigelow school, it must have been be¬ 
cause the stuff was piled up on the 
ground, and uot in a barrel. 

To Mr. Jones, he Baid his men had not 
thrown old bouquets out of barrels that 
he had heard of, and he drove over the 
whole city nearly every day. If any 
such thing had been done, complaint 
should have beeu made to bim. Thecity 
could not do the work for anything like 
the sum paid him. 

Oo motion of Alderman White the 
order was laid on the table. 

ADAMS'SCHOOL,

THE WOMEN’S CLUBS. 

Alderman Green took up some of the 
statements made in the paper recently 
published in the Graphic by the Federa¬ 
tion of Womeu’s Clubs, to show the 
neei of a police matron iu Newtou. 
There was no question of the need of 
such a person, aud as the city is ap¬ 
proaching the limit of 30,000, it will soon 
have to have one, but there is no need of 
painting us auy blacker than we ure. 
The paper siys bagging is used in the 
tramp room at S'ation 2 for covering, but 
this is not so, good clean blankets ar e 
lined, aud they are well aired aud cart-d 
for. The paper also says the heating 
arrangements are bad, but that was 
remedied in 1804, and the temperature is 
uow often SO. 

In Station one, West Newton, the cells 
are not below the street level,and none of 
the cells iu (he city are. 

He had asked the seargeut how many 
cases requiring the presence of a matron 
there had been, and he said that iu two 
years there had only beeD one case. A 
woman who lived near the station was 
called on now wbou necessary. 

In regard to the two girls alleged to be 
arrested for stealing apples when hungry, 
aud the refiection on the officer, it was 
evident that the wiiter did uot under¬ 
stand this case, and was ignorant of the 
circumstances.

NEWTON CONGREGATIONAL CLUB 


ELECTS OFFICERS FOR THE COMING YEAR 
—TIIF. INSTITUTIONAL CllUltCII. 


Monday evening in the parlors of the 
Second Congregational church, West 
Newton, was held the regular meeting 
of the Congregational club, President 
Hayward presiding. It being the first 
meeting for the new year, the first busi¬ 
ness to come before the club was the 
election by ballot of officers for 1800. 
Those chosen are as follows: Granville 
B. Putnam, Pres.; Charles C. Burr aud 
Rev. Edward M. Noyes, vice pres.; 
Arthur W. Kelley, sec.; Wm. H. Part¬ 
ridge, treas.; Chas. O. Tucker, James B. 
Taylor aud C. H. Guild, executive com¬ 
mittee. 

Following the election of officers an 
address on the "Institutional Church” 
was given by Rev. Mr. Dickinson, pastor 
of the Berkloy Temple of Boston. 

Iu bis address be said that ho had 
been speaking ou the subject of the In¬ 
stitutional church for the last eight 
years, and was gratified to find that the 
ideas of Christians in this regard bad be 
gua to change. Nevertheless the cause 
had suffered greatly on account of the 
actions of some flippant newspaper re¬ 
porters and some radical Christians. 
Here the speaker read a newspaper cut¬ 
ting from a Boston newspaper, relative 
to the conversion of "Bab” ingersoil by 
au Institutional churcu in the west. At 
its conclusion Rev. Mr. Dickinson weut 
on to say that such a statement of the 
methods pursued, etc., by an institution¬ 
al church, was disgracelul. M my 
thought that the whole object of one of 
these churches was to amuse people. 
Every new movement in a church always 
met with opposition, but if it was of 
God it would stand, but if not it would 
soon subside into nothingness. For 
eight years he bad interested himself iu 
the cause of the institutional church aud 
in some instances had seen the idea 
carried out. but tbe spirit of it bud been 
abroad amoug the churches for some 
years previous to this. The Ruggles 
Street church of Boston, and toe St. 
George’s church of New York had 
stepped out of the old ranks before tbe 
clearly defined institutional church ap¬ 
peared. The idea of the church was to 
reach the unchuiched, to which class 
som.- 30,000,000 people of the U. S. be¬ 
long. The churches were not gaiuing 
ground aud lie had frequently made the 
undisputed statement mat iu New Eng¬ 
land it would be difficult to find teu 
churches who to any extent numbered 
among their oonverts auy who were not 
converts five years ago. It was true that 
some churches were doing a great aud 
important work, but as a church no 
progiess was being made. As followers 
of Christ did it not behoove them to 
make au aggressive move uud at ouce, 
on tbe gentiles who were under the very 
eaves of the churcbeB. 

Many churches had resorted to evange¬ 
lists to increase their numbers but his 
experience with evaugehsts was that 
while they brought forward the church's 
back sliders they did uot make much 
progress with tho unchurched. It was 
believed by many iliat greater efforts 
than these should be made to attract 
these people. vVhile the church should 
not ueglect its owu followers, it should 
also extend itself to th ise outsiders, who 
were iucliued to Godliuess. Any moans 
rn iy be used to bring this about as long 
as the thought that the church of Christ 
is in their midst, iu impressed. Tho 
buildiug up of lodges, social orders, etc., 
had a great deal to do with the falling 
off of the churches. A member will say, 
we have everything in our lodge that 
you have in your church, and something 
besides. That is the reason 1 go to my 
lodge aud not to your church. 

Iu the parish of Berkley Temple there 
resided some 80,000 people of wborn 
some 0,000 had confessed that they at¬ 
tended uo church whatever. Some years 
ago they had opeued their doors to these 
people aud had established a leading 
room, classes in stenography, etc., and 
their church increased ai the rate of 
thirty to forty each week, people who 
would uot have oorne iu hud the doors 
uot beeu opeued to them iu this way. 
They had had to fight with iutemporauce 
and immorality, but had gained strength 
daily. In their church were all classes 
and nationalities. At preseut them weie 
thirteen different nationalities repre¬ 
sented aud ten different denominations. 
They hud thus increased their member¬ 
ship from 800 several years ago to over 
1134 iu number. The speaker weut ou 
to say that the 1 ’rotestaut churches were 
making a great mistake iu moviug away 
from the business districts of our large 
cities to the more fashionable ipi triers 
up town. The people were still iu the 
business district, and could be saved by 
a change of methods. 

Iu conclusion lie slid it was true that 
to save the world we must save America, 
but it was also true if we would save 
America, we must first save our large 
titties. 

Rev. C. M. .Southgate of the Auburu- 
dale Congregational ubureh, also spoke 
on the same topiu, following the lines of 
the previous speaker uud udvncatiug the 
buildiug up of the church through the 
Sunday school. ^ 


The Brookline Street Rnlhvny. 

T!ip following sensible letter Iti regnrd 
to this proposed railway appeared in the 
Boston Transcript: 

The Brookline Street Railway Company 
hns just applied for a location for its tracks 
nnd poles for wires from Newton, thtough 
Brookline, Into Boston. Tills Is a new cor¬ 
poration; Its plant Is yet to be built; no 
system has been actually adopted, although 
it would appear from the company’s peti¬ 
tion that the trollv system was con¬ 
templated. Would It not be well for the 
cities and towns In whose streets this rail¬ 
way desires to lay trnoks, erect poles, and 
stretch wlros. to consider cnrefully before 
allowing such poles nnd wires, whether 
some other system may not be found, 
which will dispense with them, and the 
constant danger whloh their presence In¬ 
volves? 

Irrespective of the advisability of grant¬ 
ing nny location whatever to a new cor¬ 
poration, of which there are grave doubts. 
It certainly seems reasonable to insist that 
tills new company shall use the best and 
least dangerous apparn us, ns a condition 
precedent to Its ocoupying the public 
streets. If. therefore, there Is a practicable 
system of storage batteries, or some other 
system, by which street cars can be suc¬ 
cessfully propelled without the necessity 
of poles and wires in the streets, the time 
hns certainly arrived when It should be 
adopted in this city. The unsightly nnd 
dangerous trolly wires should not be nl- 
lowed to increase. 

I have heard that, for several yvars, 
streetcars have been run by storage bat¬ 
teries in Paris, and that the same tiling is 
now being done in New York. If this Is 
so, there must be plenty of experts In Bos 
ton who know It, and there h. therefore, 
no reason why the City Government should 
not be accurately informed on the subject.

ANNUAL MEETING HELD ON MONDAY — 
ELECTION OF OFFICERS — REPORTS 

SHOW A VERY PROSPEROUS YKAII. 


Tho annual mooting of the Newton 
Hospital corporation took place at 3.20 
o’clock Monday afternoon at the nurses’ 
home on the Hospital grounds at Wood¬ 
land. Thore was a largo attendance of 
the incorporators of the Hospital, and 
President Joseph It. Leeson occupied 
the chair. Tho Hospital hns had one of 
tho most successful years in its history, 
and is rapidly increasing its sphere of 
usefulness. The President’s address was 
as follows: 

ADDRESS OF TIIB PRESIDENT. 
Advancement is still tho rocord of tho 
Newton Hospital. Tho yoar 1805 has 
witnessed the higho 3 t uu nbar of patients 
treated,the groatest attendance of nurses 
iu tho training school, tho largest contri 
butions to the funds of the Hospital from 
the ohuroheB, by tho city council and to 
the endowment fund, as well as tho wid¬ 
est general interest iu the affairs of the 
Hospital, and all that concoros its wel¬ 
fare and turther dovelopmont. The 
Hospital idea is becoming thoroughly in¬ 
grafted into the thought of the citizens 
of Newton, and the additional support 
received from all sections, uo loss than 
the increased tendency of those who are 
afflicted by serious illness to secure the 
advantages iucident to our Hospital 
treatment, can but bo gratifying to sani¬ 
tarians, philanthropists aud those who 
are more immediately interested in the 
management. 

A striking feature in tho experience of 
the Newton Hospital is tho uuauimity of 
purpose iu which all classes unite in sup¬ 
porting the institution, each after its 
own especial manner. The loarned pro¬ 
fessions are a shiuing example of timely 
effort iu our behalf. The disinterested 
work of the legal profession is exempli¬ 
fied in tho voluntary service of our emi¬ 
nent couutel; tho obligation of tho Hos¬ 
pital to tho physicians of Newton, for 
the unselfish, untiring and coustant de¬ 
votion to their self-imposed tusks, is so 
great that notwithstanding the repeated 
iteration of our grateful expressions, the 
many occasions for such recognition, 
render the reiteration of our thanks al¬ 
ways becoming aud in order. Wo have 
been unable to induce any onpiueer to 
make a charge against this corporation, 
for services of great value in grading the 
grounds, iu devising modern aud effec¬ 
tive drainage plans, or for any other as¬ 
sistance, while from tho very beginning, 
the architects have insisted upon con¬ 
tributing services aud time to an un¬ 
limited extent, in designing the several 
buildiDgs which the coiporation has con¬ 
structed. At the present time, a gener¬ 
ous member of that profession is giving 
much thought, (lining convalescence 
from serious illness, to the arrangement 
of such a comprehensive scheme for 
placing existing aud prospective build¬ 
ings, as will permit tho most convenient 
and economical operation of the Hospital 
forces, at the same time giviug tho in¬ 
mates the benefit of every possible iulet 
of health-giving air and cheering light to 


each room aud ward iu tho institution 
When this plan shall be completed, 
those faithful friends of the Hospital 
who have hitherto signified their inten¬ 
tion to have constructed at their cost a 
surgical ward, and that most attractive 
feature in a hospital,a ward for children, 
will be ready to authorize the commence¬ 
ment of constructive operations. In 
order that the work, whenever it shall 
oomrneuce, may be complete aud meet 
the pressing needs of the Hospital, an 
operating theatre, constructed according 
to tho requirements of modern surgical 
science should also be built, and it is 
understood that a quest is now iu pro¬ 
cess for some large hearted donor to join 
hands with known benefactors, iu c a Try¬ 
ing forward the entire plan outlined. 
The quality of work accomplished by tho 
staff aud consulting surgeous, is of a 
character which not only reflects the 
highest credit upon the physicians, but 
also fairly entitles them to the best facil¬ 
ities which tho expert knowledge of the 
present day can provide. That such a 
happy consummation will in due time 
take place, there can bo no good reason 
to doubt. In the past our wants have 
all beeu supplied: tho friends of tbe 
Hospital are multiplying day by day, and 
it is uot unreasonable to express tbe con¬ 
fident belief that when the occasiou shall 
be ripe, the good woik will proceed. 

Under the steady direction of our ac¬ 
complished matron, supplemented by the 
aid of the efficient head uursc, aud the 
willing co operation of the members of 
tbe traiuiug school, the hospital routine 
of the past yoar has been followed with 
a thoroughness and an absence of fric¬ 
tion which iudicato remurkuble power ou 
the oue side, uud absolute consecration 
to duty ou tho other. Tbe cheerful, tire¬ 
less and self-sacrificing labors of the 
nurses who have beeu called upon to 
servo in the contagious wards of tbe 
H ispital, are inspired by motives which 
it is difficult adequately to characterize 
iu speech, but the grateful appreciation 
of those who have beeu brought under 
such influences, aud the warm expies 
sions of gratitude frequently recorded, 
sufficiently emphasize the quality aud 
nobility of service wherewith our uurses 
constantly assuage tbe throbbing cries 
of fevered suffering. This retereuce 
would be incomplete without a fresh 
record of the relief which has beeu ex¬ 
perienced from the use of anti-toxiue 
serum.

his coadjutor in clerical work, the secre¬ 
tary of the executive committee, is never 
quite so happy us when engaged iu help¬ 
ful efforts. 

Iu behalf of every member of the New- 
tou Hospital Corporation, ami of all 
whose pain lias been chased away here 
aud elsewhere,let me gratefully acknowl¬ 
edge our lasting obligation to my fellow 
members ot the bouid of trusiees, as 
well as to all who iiave aided us by just 
criticism, by friendly counsel or by the 
upliftiug cheer of gracious thought aud 
ucts iu the common service.

Iu uo rouped, perhaps, is the superior¬ 
ity of our modern civilization shown 


more conclusively than in improved 
mothods of caring for the sick and 
injured; and nowhere is our progress in 
this direction so much in evidence as In 
a well managed hospital 

Tho advantages of hospital treatment 
over home treatment for tho vast majori¬ 
ty of patients a»-e self evidont; and its 
groat superiority is no longer questioned 
by people of intelligence, not only in con¬ 
tagious cases where it safo-guards the 
community from the spread of disease, 
hut in all other casos where skilled nurs¬ 
ing and the removal of the patient from 
surrouudings depressing and unsanitary 
to more salubrious quarters are required. 
Tho prejudice that formerly made many 
persons reluctant to place their ailing 
friends in such institutions has almost 
entirely disappeared; and not oulv have 
tho well-to-do become gl id to avail them¬ 
selves of tho benefits they afford, hut 
the necesity of extending these benefits 
to tho less fortunate members of the 
community is universally recognized. 

How best to accomplish this has be¬ 
come an important question, By some 
it is held that tho furnishing of the best 
care and treatment to the indigent sick 
is a work plainly within the province of 
city government, and that, therefore, the 
municipal authorities should build and 
maintain hospitals out of tho public 
fundH. Others recognize tho importance 
of keeping such institutions tree from 
tho disturbing influence of political 
change, and believo that tiieir sphere of 
usefulness is greatly enlarged, and their 
interests much more carefully lookod 
after, when they are largely dependent 
upon the voluntary contributions of in¬ 
dividual citizens for funds, aud when 
the management is left in the bands of a 
board of trustees composed ot members 
of the community who are interested iu 
good woiks, aud who have both time 
and means at their disposal to devote to 
the success of the institutions with 
which their names aro identified. 

Upon tho last named system the New¬ 
ton Hospital is planned and conducted. 

It has enlisted the oordial support aud 
enthusiastic effort of the entire commu¬ 
nity ; and while peiforming all the func¬ 
tions of a city hospital, in the best possi¬ 
ble manner, it has only beeu obliged to 
ask the tax payers at large to assume 
about two thirds of the actual cost of 
caring for charity patients, tbe balance 
of the expense being met by the Hospital 
itself, 

Tbe history of the institution during 
tbe past year not only justifies the efforts 
of its many friends in its behalf, but 
shows more cone usively tbau ever how 
indispensable to the well-being and com¬ 
fort of our people it has become. 

Tbe report of tho superintendent shows 
that the increase in the uumber of weeks 
of treatment for the year was 003, or 30 
per cent., carrying the total to 2204 
weeks in all. This inoroase was accom¬ 
panied by a material reduction iu the 
cost per week of treatment,:! result owed 
entirely to the fine executive ability of 
the matron, Miss McDowell, to her con¬ 
stant personal supervision of all the de¬ 
tails of management, and to the faithful 
aud efficient performance of their duties 
by her assistants. 

The iusrease iu contagious cases has 
been very marked, especially so ns re¬ 
gards diphtheria, which has beoo alarm 
ingly prevalent duriug the entire year. 
The total of this disease was 07 cases, an 
increase of 54 cases, or over 100 per cent. 

Tbe use ot auti-toxiue iu the treatment 
of diphtheria was adopted shortly after 
the discovery of the n*-w remedy; and its 
introduction lias been folio .veil oy a re¬ 
markable reduction iu the death rate, a 
result which r fl-cts credit upon the 
medical staff of the Hospital as well as 
unou the lemedy itself, for it has uot 
everywhere yielded such good results; 
its efficiency being largely dependent up 
on the wisdom with which it is adraiu 
isle red. 

To facilitate some of the details of 
management it has beeu found expedient 
to have au agent of tho Overseers of the 
Poor resident at tho Hospital, aud the 
matron has accordingly received the ap¬ 
pointment. 

The increase in the appropriation of 
the city government for the year 1890 is 
thankfuliy acknowledged; and it is grati¬ 
fying to note the fact that the Hospital 
Sunday collections, in spite of the hard 
times, were greater than in any previous 
year. 

The Hospital is iudebted to many kind 
friends for the large number of gifts aud 
donations received duriug tbe year. 
Mrs. D. R. Emerson gave au elegant rug 
for the reception room, aud also added 
greatly to the pleasures of Thanksgiving 
day at the Hospital by her thoughtful 
provisions. Mr. Cbas. Y\\ Hubbard do¬ 
nated chrysanthemum plauts iu both 
spring aud fall, a daily supply of.‘ cut 
tl »wers during tli>• summer, and thirteen 
quarts of milk daily for a period of two 
mouths. Mr. Milk*" give a large 

irou and glass surgical carriage, and two 
wheeled iuvalid chairs of a value of $ 100 . 
The Hospital Aid Association gave two 
hundred sheets and other hospital fur¬ 
nishings, and the Newtouvdle branch of 
the Needle Work Guild of Americi do¬ 
nated table and other linen aggregating 
one hundred and eighty-six pieces. 

A touching donation, and, in a sense, 
the most highly prized of auy received 
during the year, was tho sum of twenty 
dollars sent to tbe Hospital at Christmas 
lime by George Mangigian, a poor Ar 
menian, who, earlier in the seasou, had 
been under treatment for three months, 
his caso being thought, a hopeless one. 
Fortunately he recovered and was able to 
return to work, and as an expression of 
gratitude his first savings were sent to 
tho Hospital. 

The Home and Training school for 
Nurses is iu a most ffourishiug sta'o as 
may he seen by the report of the Board 
of Managers, published elsewhere. Tbe 
demand for nurses from outside the 
Hospital still remains greater than the 
supply; and the uumber of applicants 
for admission to the school is always 
more than oau be accommodated. 

The value of this traiuiug school to 
ibe community cauuot be overestimated. 
The benefits of its instruction are by uo 
means confined to its graduates. Each 
nurse, iu the performance of her duties, 
becomes in turn uu instructor of those 
with whom she comes in contact, aud 
thus there is constantly being dist-emi- 
uated a bettor knowledge of Olsens^*, aud 
of the prevention uud cure of diseuse 
through healthful conditions and habits 
of life. However much hygienic iustruc- 


ctmrge of tho Board of Managers. .Suit¬ 
able music formed a part of the program, 
and the rooms were beautifully decorated 
with flowers. Th 6 presentation of badges 
to tho graduates by Mrs. E. B. Haskell 
was a very pleasant feature of the occa¬ 
sion, and tho serving of refrcslimenis 
thoughtfully supplied by Mtb. Wm. L. 
Allan, agreeably ended the ceremonies of 
the day. 

No material enlargements have been 
made to tho Hospital during the year, 
but a much needed steam laundry has 
been added to its equipment, and the 
system of drainage has been vastly im¬ 
proved, under the personal supervision, 
gratuitously rendered, of Mr. A. F. 
Noyes, ex-City Engineer and member of 
the Stato Board of Sewerage. The 
morgue aud horse-sheds have been 
moved to the rear, and the surrounding 
grounds neatly gradod and improved 
under the direction of Mr. David Hinck¬ 
ley. Tho Board of Trustees takes great 
pleasure in thankfully acknowledging 
the debt of the institution to the two 
gentlemen named, for their valuable ser¬ 
vices. 

Tho contagious wards have also been 
renovated and repaired, and a waiting- 
room at the entrance to the grounds has 
been erected. 

Tho financial condition of the Hospital 
does not warraut any further additions 
to the buildings at present, but it is con¬ 
fidently hoped that before a great while 
some generous friend or friends will pro¬ 
vide moans for the erection of a surgical 
ward and operating theatre, 

By tho death of Mrs. Eldridgo, which 
occurred in June, tho Hospital lost one 
of its oldest, and best friends, a very 
great measure of its success being due to 
her well-timed aud generous gifts. The 
following resolution was adopted by the 
board of trustees iu recognition of her 
great services to tbe institution: 

“In view of the recent death of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Trull Eldridgo. wo desire to 
place ou record our high appreciation of 
tho kindly spirit and liberal beuefactions 
of this its most liberal benefactor, now 
called to her rest. Mrs. Eidridge, in tier 
tender sympathy for all forms of suffer¬ 
ing, grew to bo a firm friend to this Hos¬ 
pital because it afforded relief to the sick 
and disabled, and brought oomfort to 
many Newton homes. Her gifts have 
helped to put the Hospital upon a-Jirmer 
foundation, and have enabled it to ex¬ 
tend its usefulness beyoud the original 
limits. It will hardly he possible for the 
institution not to cherish the memory of 
this gracious lady to whom it has been 
indebted for regular annual subscrip¬ 
tions, for tbo gift of an ambulance aud 
tbe fund for its support, for the endow¬ 
ment of a free bed iu perpetuity, and for 
large donations for tbe general fund. 

Tbe secretary is boreby requested to 
send a cony of this resolution to tho 
friends of Mrs. Eidridge; aDd to assure 
them of our deep symp ithy in the loss of 
oue who was worthy of highest esteem.” 

A welcome increase in the revenue from 
the Endowment Fund is mentioned in 
the report of tbe treasurer, but the in¬ 
come from this source is still only about 
$2000 per annum. Endowment funds 
generally owe their growth to legacies; 
and while we tervently hope that any 
such gain by the neatb of friends may be 
postponed to tho far distant future, still, 
we beg that all such friends may arrange 
their wills with an eye to the necessities 
of the Hospital. 

Lacking the large endowment funds of 
older institutions, it is obliged to depend 
more than they upon the disinterested 
help of its friends to secure adequate 
means for carrying on its work. Such 
help, owing largely to the unflagging 
zeal and devotion of the ladies of the 
Hospital Aid Association, has uever beeu 
wanting in the past, and we have perfect 
confidence that it will always be forth¬ 
coming in the future. 

Three members have withdrawn from 
tho board during the yen-, Mrs. Bacon, 
Miss Shannon and Dr.* Wolcott Calkins. 
Their resignations were received with 
sincere regret bv nil their fellow-mem¬ 
bers; but, though they are lost to active 
participation in the management of the 
Hospital, wo have every assurance that 
their interest in its welfare is as deep ns 
ever, and we still count them amoug its 
warmest supporters. 

Mr. George S. Bullens, the treasurer, 
read his report as follows: 

treasurer’s report. 

It becomes my pleasant duty once 
more to make my annual report to the 
Newton Hospital Corporation, and 
especially so, that with haid work and 
the hearty co-operation of its officers aud 
trustees, tho lesults are so gratifying. 
We begau the year with $3082 59 in the 
treasury, and wo have received from all 
suttees $44.S74.57, making a total of 
$48,557.10; and wo have disbursed $42,- 
513 01, leaving a balance of $0043 55 ou 
band, against which we owe $1400 for 
laundry machinery and $200 for drain¬ 
age, all of which has siuce been paid. 
Among the receipts is a legacy ot $15,000 
from the executors of the estate of the 
late Nathan 1*. Coburn, one of the strong 
supporters of the Hospital, aud iu 
memory of whom, aud iu acknowledg¬ 
ment of his iutorest in the Hospital, the 
trustees, by unanimous vote, have named 
the private ward the “Nathan P. Coburu 
ward.” This money has been invested, 
by the fiuanco committee, iu 0 per cent, 
mortgages ou improved real estate in 
Chicago. Another investment of $3500 
on real estate in Chicago has been made 
to cover all other legacies, not before in¬ 
vested. say, estate of Thomas Nickersi n 
$2000, estate of Mrs. Mary L. Colby $500, 
estate of Charles E. Billings $500, estate 
of Eliza F Kendall $250 and estate of 
Miss Charlotte Blanchard $200, which 
in ikes the Endowment Fund uow $39.- 
500, aud, us at present invested, products 
uu annual iucome of $ 2110 . It has al¬ 
ways been tbe poliev of tbe finance com¬ 
mittee to place ail legacies received in 
the Endowment Fund and use only the | 
income of said I uud for expenses aud j 
other purposes.

ASUES AND GARBAGE. 


The plan of the board of health to 
have the city do its own collection of 
these waste materials is in the line of 
municipal lighting and allied efforts, iu 
pursuance of the theory that it is 
cheaper for a city to do its own work 
and own its owu plant. 

That this theory would prove true in 
this case does not seem probable, from 
the testimony of the board of health 
themselves, but they argue that the work 
would be done in a more satisfactory 
manner, aud therefore they want the 
city to appropriate $5000 to purchase 
eleven teams. 

This would only be an experiment 
and it is not at all certain that it would 
be successful. The aldermen tabled the 
order, which indicates that they have a 
good deal of doubt upon the question. 

In the first place it would cost a good 
deal more for the city to do the work, as 
labor is the main element of expense, 
and city laborers work fewer hours thau 
laborer! for private firms and corpora¬ 
tions, and hence accomplish less. Iu the 
second place, the sum asked for, judging 
from the testimony of the contractors, is 
not nearly enough, af about double the 
number of teams would bo required, the 
ashes contractor aud the garbage con¬ 
tractor each using more horses than the 
board of health propose to buy. 

Ttie supervision of the work would 
take about all of a competent mau’s 
time, and he would need a horse and 
carriage, nud city horses cost quite a 
large sum. Then there is the difficulty 
of disposing of the garbage, as no one 
on Monday night seemed to have much 
hope that we could imitate Brockton aud 
sell it for a laige sum, while as for 
establishing a piggery, there is no corner 
of Newton where such a thing would not 
raise a storm of protest. The piggeries 
are even being driven out of Needham, 
where the whole town has been scented 
with them, and if they are Dot allowed 
there, they certainly would not be iu 
Newton. 

Judging from the testimony presented 
the board of health has been laboring 
under a misapprehension ns to the atti¬ 
tude of the contractors, both of whom 
told the aldermeu that they weie willing 
to sign a new contract, although the 
board of health had stated that they 
would not. 

From all the testimony, it appears that 
the work has been fairly well done, the 
complaints being few iu comparison with 
the number of householders, aud as both 
contracts cau be renewed at tbo present 
figures, it would seem wiser to reuew 
them thau to commit the city to any 
costly experiments. The board oHtealth 
did some investigating of garbage fur¬ 
naces, last year, which are very expen¬ 
sive affairs, aud possibly they would fiud 
that the garbage could not be disposed 
of and would usk for a furnace beiore 
many months, so that this $5000 order 
would be only a sort of entering wedge. 

If the contracts for last year were 
reasonable iu price, and tbe contractors 
are willing to reuew, it might be best for 
the cry to have the representatives of 
the board of health aud the contractors 
get ou more cordial, not to say visitiug, 
terms, aud continue their relatious for 
the-preseut, at least, until the incinera¬ 
tion of g irbage has passed the experi¬ 
mental stage. 


THE BOULEVARD SUITS. 

The article in the Ghaphic, last week, 
exposing the misstatements aud un¬ 
warranted insinuations iu au article in 
the Banker & Tradesman, attracted wide 
attention, aud has been endorsed by all 
who kuew the tacts iu the case. 

Tile Banker & Tradesman makes the 
mistake, this week, of trying to defend 
its writer, instead of acknowledging that 
it had been imposed upon, which would 
have beeu the wiser course. 

It disclaims all tuteutiou of imputing 
dishonesty to the West Newrou syndi¬ 
cate, and repeats that “there was no dis¬ 
position to criticise a them for makiug 
the best trade they could.” Perhaps 
not, from the lawyer’s standpoint, but if 
meu after signing a solemn agreement to 
do certain tilings, should turn round aud 
hire au unscrupulous lawyer to tiud some 
legal quibble by which they could escape 
from keeping their ugieemeut, there 
would be a very strong disposition to 
criticize them by ail honest people. 
Fortunately Newton has not had to do 
with that kind of meu. 

Thu Banker A- Tradesman writer is 
forced to udmit that no more suits lor 
dumages cau be brought, but retreats to 


the vague statement that thoro arc many 
people who will refuso to pay the better¬ 
ments assessed upon them. Among 
these many people, however, it can only ^ 
name Mr. Towne, but should not assume 
that he represents more than himself. 
So far there has been no evidence that 
“many people” will rofuse, nnd evident¬ 
ly that is only a plea to help Mr.Towne’s 
case. Moverover, the total of all the 
betterments yet unpaid Is not a very 
large one. 

The Banker A Tradesman quotes Mr. 
Towne’s petition for a writ of certiorari, 
to quash the proceedings in which the 
agreements with the syndicate wns made, 
on the ground that the city had no right 
to make it, but although the petition 
contains many iormidablo words, the 
city authorities are not at all alarmed 
about the result of this suit, as it will 
uot be tried before n jury, but deDeuds 
on a point of law, and they have very 
high authority for thinking that the city 
has acted entirely within its right, aud 
that tLe courts will so decide. 

We are sorry to see that the Banker & 
Tradesman has allowed itself to act as 
though it had boen retained against the 
city, as a paper of its standing ought to 
occupy a more judicial position. Even 
if, from a mistaken idea of consistency, 
it seeks to bolster up the case of its 
writer of last week, it evidently gained 
a good deal of information from the 
Graphic, and takes a much lower tone 
this week. 

It might ba added also, that the city 
has taken exceptions to the verdict ob¬ 
tained by Mr. Towue, aud that the case 
will probably be carried to a higher 
court, where it is not at all certain that 
the verdict will be sustained. 

The Brookline Screet Railway Com¬ 
pany is having a hard time of it in Brook¬ 
line, also. They had a hearing before 
the selectmen, Mouday night, wheu they 
applied for a location on. Boylston street. 
The West End also applied for the same 
location, and there wns a warm contest 
between representatives of the rival 
roads. Each compauy was asked if they 
would contribute to the widening of the 
street, but the West Ead said they were 
not buying their way anywhere, and the 
Brookline company were more evasive 
and said they would uot auswer for the 
present. In the cross examination of 
William II. Liucolu, one of the Brookline 
Co’s stockholders, it was brought out 
that more thau one-fourth ol the stock of 
the company is not owned in the town, 
that land is owned near the Newton 
terminus of the proposed road by three 
of the stockholders, aud that tbe im¬ 
provements along Beacon street and else¬ 
where have reduced the tax rate iu teu 
years from $11.83 to $11.80. That is a 
great showing, of course, but it did uot 
seem to he any very stroug argument in 
favor of gruuting the location, and the 
heariug was adjourned to Feb. 3rd, on 
which night the company also has a 
hearing before the Newton aldermen. 

Mayor Couu's remarks about the High 
school appear to have stirred up the 
school bjard to au unusual extent and 
they have asked him for a list of un¬ 
necessary studies. It is a great oppor¬ 
tunity to start some kind of a reform in 
our constantly increasing school ex¬ 
penses, and all citizens will wish suc¬ 
cess to the new mayor. His comparison 
of the expenses of Newton’s schools with 
those of other cities touched the mopt 
sensitive spot iu out school board, and 
they reseut such comparisons. Probably 
he had iu mind the criticism that so 
many prominent educators are makiug, 
that our High schools are trying to cover 
entirely too much grouud, for the good 
of the ordinary pupil or that of the 
public, with which many people agree. 

The bill to tax every street railway 
company runuiug within the limits of 
Boston, $50 for every car would teud to 
make tbe railways furnish as few cars as 
possible for the public, and eveu more 
would have to stand thau at present. It 
! has little chance of passing, but it will 
keep aliv - the question of a closer regu¬ 
lation of corpot ations by the state and will 
tend to set men tbiukiug more than they 
would otherwise of some way of makiug 
tbe large corporations more accountable 
to the state aud of bringing them more 
strictly under supervision. It is one 
phase of the progress of the times which 
has importance because it is iu tbe liue 
in which the thoughts of the studeuts of 
political problems are moving. 

The great bicycle show iu New York 
this week, Heetns to be the success of 
the seasou, aud shows the great interest 
that is taken in wheeling. Judging from 
the multitude of circulars, theie will be 
no lack uf uew wheels this year, aud the 
manufacturers have uot ouiy caught up 
with their orders, but have a largo stock 
ou baud. Whether the demand will be 
suthuieut to take all the new wbeols, or 
whether there will be some cutting of 
prices, retnaius to be seen, but so many 
I are goiug into tbe business of makiug 
; wheels,that iu all probability the history 
• of the sewing machine iudustry will be 
I repeated, aud iu time the prices will get 
! down to a solid level, allowing only a lair 
margin for profit. 

The West End Street Railway Com¬ 
pauy has applied for a location for a 
double track road from Oak Square to 
Nouautuur Square, and a heariug has 
been appointed. The extension of this 
roal to Newtou will be one of the im- 
poitaut events iu Newtou’s history, as it 
will mean a live cent fare to Boston, aud 
will attract many reuideuts here who now 
are induced by cheaper fates to set'lu iu 
some other suburb. It would also piove 
a great couveuiuuce to Newtou people, 
and make them mure independent of the 
steam cars, with the consequent long 
walk to the stations aud the waiting for 
trains. 


Col. E. II. Haskell, ox-Governor 
Clniliu, ex-Senator G. D. Gilman and 
many other business men spoke in favor 
of hienniAl elections on Wednesday be¬ 
fore the legislative committee and pre¬ 
sented long petitions gathorod from all 
ovor tho state in favor of this very de- 
sirnhlo reform. The demonstration in 
favor of bienuials was very strong and the 
pooplo certainly ought to be given n 
chance to vote upon it. 

The whole city will bo interested in 
the coutest over the building of a brick 
stable, that is announced between a 
private citizen and tho board of alder- 
mon, nnd it may vival the Venezuela 
question. The citizeu has announced 
his intention of going ahead, and the 
aldermen have ordered the city solicitor 
to stop him, so that tho war may bo said 
to have really begun. 

The State treasurer is uot finding any 
very cordial reception of his plea for 
more salary. The dally papers are cruel¬ 
ly reminding him that he did a good deal 
of hustling for the place, at tho present 
salary, and that there are any number of 
tnou willing to take it, if he cau get a 
better paying job anywhere else, He 
must have concluded ere this that it is a 
very cold world. 

The State Cattle Commission has 
ordered all tho dogs in Newton nnd other 
suburban towns muzzled for 00 days, 
with wire muzzles. 


The new Metropolitan County scheme 
has been referred to the next general 
court, as tho ensiest way of burying it. 

Against The Fee Table. 

To the Editor of the GitArmc: 

A great deal of feeling is expressed by 
tho people of Newton, about the com¬ 
bination into which our physicians 
have entered, aud the feeling is one of 
nidiguation. The first quostion asked is 
“Why is this done?” aud the ouly an¬ 
swer is, “Becauso they want to make 
more money.” But it is not considered 
just the thing uow-a-days to make money 
out of people’s necessities and such a 
course is pretty certain sooner or later 
to over-reach itself. There is uo reason 
in tho world why we should not have 
medical attendance of the very best at 
reasonable prices. The physicians of 
Newtou bavo received great benefits 
from the establishment of the Newton 
Hospital here, aud they have every 
advantage in the hospital iu Boston. 
The different parts of Newton are very 
accessible aud living is uo more expen¬ 
sive for the doctors thau for their 
patients. We see them keeping several 
fast aud expensive horses, they build 
nice houses, they seldom have large 
f unilies, usually no cbiidreu, they live 
quietly with little entertaining or clnirch 
work, and us for charity work it has been 
truly said we hear little of it, aud it is 
well known that they do uot intend to 
goto patients who are slow about pay¬ 
ing, and as for their bills, even under 
tlio old rates, they are ‘something up 
palling. 

When it is said that a great deal of 
liberty is given to tho doctors about 
charity work, a doctor may consider 
people able to pay when they are not, 
and it is uot right to allow him to use 
his judgment iu that regard, indeed it is 
rather humiliating to think that the 
doctor may consider us objects of 
charity. 

I consider that anyone has a right to 
set his price ou his owu work and if I 
think his price more than I cau aff ml to 
pay. I may fiud something lower, but 
when it come that I must risk tho lives 
of mv children and family or else pay- 
double what I ought to, it is au iu 
justice. 

The people of Newton will not quietly 
submit to such imposition and otUerar 
rangemeuts will be made unless the new 
taxis withdrawn. In Boston there are 
public dispensaries where advice and 
medicines may be obtained at low prices. 

Besides this there are fine physicians 
in the surrounding towns who are per¬ 
fectly satisfied with a two dollar tee, and 
besides this there is a state legislature 
which is iutended to protect a long »uf- 
foring people agaiust monopolies and 
combinations.

THE SCHOOL HO A Hll 


TAKES ISSUE WITH THE STATEMENTS OF 

MAYOR COIlR IN HIS INAUGURAL. O. 

R, FISHER ELECTED TO FILL THE VA¬ 
CANCY. 

Tho Roliool board took diroot issuo 
with tho mayor in rogard to his criti¬ 
cisms of the expenditures for schools, 
and particularly for the high school, at 
its regular meeting, Wednesday even¬ 
ing. 

In tho absence of Mayor Cobb, Presi¬ 
dent J. Edwatd Hollis filled the chair. 
Ton members of the board were present. 

Tho Superintendent presented his 
monthly report, in which he quoted the 
statutory requirements for instruction 
in tho high school, showing that tho 
courses of study were arranged in ac¬ 
cordance with tho requirements of the 
state. 

Ou motion of Mrs. Martin, Mary A. 
Wellington, assistant in the Adams 
school, was grauted a leave of absence 
for the balance of the year. Miss D. 
Frances Campbell presented her resigna¬ 
tion as assistant in tho Clallin school, 
and it was accopted. Margaret Martin, 
assistant in tho Rice school, on motion 
of Mr. Ward, was granted a leave of ab¬ 
sence for the balauce of the year. An 
order wns adopted appropriating $13,387, 
for expenses of the department during 
the month of January. Oj motion of 
Mr. Howes, Hart’s American Epic aud 
Libeis History of France wero adopted 
for use in the high school nud McLaugh¬ 
lin & Veazies’ fourth music readers for 
use iu tho gramm lr school. 

Tho special committee appointed at 
the last meeting to nominato a candi¬ 
date for the vacancy caused by tho death 
of Joseph li. oroitb, reported tho name 
of Guidon R. Fisher of Newton High¬ 
lands. and he was unanimously electod. 

Mr. Howes of Ward Seven called at¬ 
tention to tho mayor’s remarks in his 
annual address in regard to the school 
board, and said that he was triad to 
indorse them as far as they related to 
the sanitary condition of the school- 
houses. 

A comparison of tho cost of Newton 
schools and those of other places was un¬ 
fair however, as couditious were widely 
different and many factors entered into 
tho school problem iu Newton, which 
were unknown elsewhere. Newton 
should be compared with Brookline 
rather than Cambridge. 

The mayor had said that special 
studies, ornamental branches and smat¬ 
tering of science were costly aud should 
bo paid for from a private purse, rather 
than tho public treasury. This was the 
first time the school committee had been 
told that a saviug could well bo made iu 
the cost of education. Ho was sorry 
th it tbe mayor had noc stated what the 
special and ornamental studies were, 
and in what way the teaching of science 
could bo improved. He accordingly in¬ 
troduced the following resolution: 

“That his Honor, the Mayor, is le- 
quested to specify those studies now 
taught in the public scbools, which in 
his opinion should be discontinued.” 

Mr. Ward heartily indorsed the resolu¬ 
tion. Mr. Huntington sail that since 
his appointment to the high school com¬ 
mittee and in view of the mayor’s criti¬ 
cism, he had made a careful study of the 
course of instruction in the high school. 
Ho had been unable to fiud anything in 
the nature of an ornamental study, and 
was at a loss t.o understand exactly what 
the mayor meaur. 

President Hollis as chairman of the 
h gh school committee said be knew of 
u > ornamental branches or smatterings 
of scieuce taught iu the high school, but 
i i his opiuiou the course of study con 
formed very closely with the statute re¬ 
quirements. The resolution was then 
u tanim iusly adopted. Mr. Aldrich read 
a table showing tbe comparative cost ol 
schools in Newton aud other cities of 
the state, and at eight thirty the board 
adj turned.

PARENTS rilOTKRr AOAIN8T ITS BEING 
USED KOR SCHOOL PURPOSES. 


John B. Alloy, the defendant in tho Saturday eftcrno.,.. at the rooms 
».—• ..... .nd formerly I ^ 

one of the leading m mufacturers of this 
state, diod at t he home of his son, John 


S. Alley, on Frinca street. West Newton, 
Monday morning, after a long illness. 

Mr. Alley had been in failing health 
since tho termination of the great suit in 
1880, and death was caused in a largo 
measure hv the general breaking down 
of the system, caused by the strain of 
nine years tedious litigation. In 1887, 
while in Paris, he sustained a shock of 
paralysis, from which he never fully re 
govered. 

For more tiian two years be had not 
left the house, except to sttend tho fu¬ 
neral of his wife, which took place about 
a year ago. 

Mr. Alley’s career was one of the most 
remarkable of any man ever engaged in 
active politics in this state, and in its 
business relitions was that of the typical 
self-made American of tho last genera¬ 
tion. lie was in the fullest meauing of 
the term a self-made man, and his entiro 
career was characterized by an indomit¬ 
able energy. 

John B. Alley, son of John and Mercy 
BufTum Alley, was born in Lynn Jan. 7, 
1817, being a lineal descendand of the 
historic Hugh Alley, who, with his 
brother John, settled in Lynn in 1634. 

He received his education ib the public 
schools of his native town. At the age of 
.14, as was usual in those days, he was 
apprenticed to learn a trade, that of 
shoemaking, but ouly remained at the 
trade five years, when he was released 
from his articles. 

When 10 years old he was seized with 
the western fever, and went to Cincin¬ 
nati, then a western city. There be be¬ 
came the owner of a flatboat, which he 
stocked with general merchandise and 
traded up and down the Ohio and Miss¬ 
issippi livers as far as New Orleans. 
He met with great success in his ven¬ 
ture, aud with the funds thus obtained 
ho returned to Lynu, and at the age of 
20 became the owuer of one of the larg¬ 
est enterprises in a city full of active, 
shrewd men. 

He amassed a considerable fortune in 
shoe manufacturing in Lynn, aud at 
various times was connected with the 
firms of Alley, Choate & Cummings, 
John B. Alley & Co. aud Alley, Bros, it 
Place. Iu 1847 he established a house in 
Boston for the sale of bides and leather. 

He continued in active business until 
1886, when failing health necessitated his 
retirement, after 48 years of work. After 
this he took a European tour, bis first 
vacation iu 70 years. 

Bis active political career extend'd 
over more than a quarter of a century, 
and iu the entire period he was identified 
with the Bepublican party aud its pre¬ 
decessors. He was yne of the pioneers 
in the free soil movement, liaviug been 
associated with tha liberty party before 
that time, aud was actively associated 
with the leaders of that movement in 
Massachusetts, which resulted iu the 
organizit.ou of the llepublicau party just 
before the war. 

-%li 1852 be was chosen to the state 
senate, where he at once attracted public 
attention. He served as chaii man of the 
committee on railroads. 

He was iu 1853 u member of the con 
stitutional convention, aud for a number 
of years was a member of the Hepublicau 
state central committee. 

in 1847 he was elected to the gover¬ 
nor’s council, and served during the 
term of Gov. Boutwell. In 1S58 he 
elected to the uatioutl house o repre¬ 
sent stiver* from the old Essex district, 
which comprised Lynu, Salem aud Glou¬ 
cester, au»i atterwards seut Geu. Butler 
to congress. 

He served four terms with distincti 
and filled numeious important commit¬ 
tee positions dining' war times, includ¬ 
ing the cliairm tusbtp of'the committee 
on postoifices and postroads. 

Uj j pi, 15, 1841. he marred Hannah 
the daughter ot William aud Hannah 
Breed Rhodes of Lynu. He was a man 
of social nature, and was a promiuen 
figuie in W ishiugron society iu the day 
just before the war. 

During his political career he became 
acquainted with men of all shades oi 
opinion, and among his personal friend: 
he couuted m my leaders of uatioual irn 
portance. 

After his retirement lie was engaged 
with others in large railroad enterprises 
in the west an 1 sou'll, nn.i was largely 
iuteresteil iu laud iu New Mexico. 

His name lias been more recently be 
fore the public as the defendant in the 
now famous Snow-Allev case, in which 
he lost his health und a large part of bis 
fortune. 

The suit, which was for $115,000, was 
begun iu 1S80. iu the Superior Court at 
Dedham, aud was carried iuto the Su- 
prem • Court on exceptions three times, 
lo 1883, alter nine years of litigation, the 
cise was settled aud Mr. Alley paid $58, 
000 to Mt. Snow. 

For the past three years Mr. Alley 
had lived with his sou at West Newton, 
although he had retained the family 
estate iu N thaut street. Lynu. He leaves 
two daughters aud two sous, Emma It., 
Mary F., John S. aud William H. Alley. 

The fuueial was held Wednesday at 
2 30 p. m.. at the old family home at 43 
Nahaut street, Lvnu. 
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ing wns given by the Ward Two repre 
sentativos of the school hoard oil tho 
proposed plan of having the primary 
classes of Ward Two remain in the old 
Adams building, reserving the new for 
the grammar grades only. 

There were a number of persons pres¬ 
ent, parents of children and others, who I 
spoke iu protest against tho plan. 

Mr. Burns, a residout of Newtonville, 
whose children have been attending (be 
Adams school, was one of tho most out- 
spokeu fathers. Ho said he did uot i 
speak as an individual only, but what he 
said was an expression of the sentiment 
of Ward Two, rolative to the occupancy 
of the Adams school building by young 
children. In rofering to the matter many 
bad stated that they thought that, the 
building should be condemned as unlit 
occupancy. Parents of young chil¬ 
dren objected to sending their children 
to the school because they already con¬ 
sidered it unlit for the older scholars, 
aud as a parent, he could not send his 
child there. Physicians had advised 
their patients not to send their children 
to tho school, and if they gave this ad 
vice, they must have some good reason 
for giving it. That the building is un¬ 
fit tor occupancy cau be readily found 
out by auy person ut all skilled in sani¬ 
tary matters. The old school has four 
rooms while the new school has eight 
and to exclude tho young children horn 
the uow building, bo thought, seemed 
unjust and unwise. Mr. Burns weut on 
to state that he had heard many stories 
lelativc to the school, but in order to 
satisfy himself, he, in company with Mr. 
H. W. Pierce aud seveial others, had 
spent the last two hours there making 
an investigation before coming to the 
hearing. They commenced their in¬ 
vestigation iu tho cellar aud there found 
the 11 >or resting on girders and stringers 
so rotten that pieces of them could be 
picked oil with the flugerB. Iu the boys 
closet, they had raised a plank and 
under it had found the floor to be a mass 
of rotting, reeking wood. The condi¬ 
tions were extremely wretched. 

All air from the cellar could rise up 
through the air shafts aud fill the build¬ 
ing, and they had found that from the 
upper story, they could look down into 
the cellar. Tho presence of foul air was 
everywhere noticable, but as to this the 
sanitay engineer would express himself. 
He saw no reason why they should en- 
dauger the lives aud happiness of their 
children by seudiug them to the school, 
aud as residents and interested iu the 
matter he begged to enter his protest 
against sending auy children to the 
Adams school. * 

Mr. Pierce was the next speaker. He 
said that iu the basement on ibe girls 
side they had found a number of closets 
but these were totally inadequate to the 
ueeds of the school. They had luckily 
arrived before the janitor had time to 
make ^iis rounds, and in every esse had 
touud a deposit in the bowl of each 
closet. Iu one case owing to the lack of 
a washer to the catch basiu, its couteuts 
leaked out on to the floor. The closets 
were operated by the seat, but in several

Mr. Rich, who had a boy attending the 
school, and who had investigated the 
buildiug iu company With Mr. Burns and 
Mr. Pierce, protested against the carry¬ 
ing out of tho proposed plan. 

Mr. Gaode e: said he wished to enter 
bis piolest against sending his daughter 
to (he school. He had been given tin 
impression when the new school was 
tiist buildiug that he should have 
advantage of sendiug his child there, 
aud he saw no reasuu tor still using the 
old school. 

Mr. iioyden also made a short address 
io protest against the plan. He said that 
when ihe new building was first pro 
posed the citizens were given to uuder 
stand that, the scholars should be re 
moved from the oil Adams school. He 
for one wished to protest against auy 
change of plan. 

Mr. Soule also spoke. He said that ho 
fiad had his attention called to the mat¬ 
ter of the Adams school several days 
ago, but previous to that his physician 
had advised him to remove bis boy. *Uj 
that account he had beeu kept at home 
.for some weeks recently. He lielt that 
the school was unsafe for small children 
aud hoped that provision for them would 
be made iu the new buildiug. 

Dr. Baker stated that he could speak 
with some knowledge of the matter, as a 
number of his patients had cbildreu at 
leuding the Adams school’, aud through 
them had kept well posted. He saw 
great deal of trouble for which he could 
account ior in uo way except this build 
iog. He liayi an inkling of the conditions 
tbeie, aud knew the buildiug to be 
filthy and the air foul aod obuoxiojus, so 
foul that it could uot be purified except 
with a new building. Betoie undertak¬ 
ing auy surgical or other operation he 
always boiled bis instruments, etc., to 
be sure that thev might be uon-iufectious, 
bur he did uot think the Adams school 
could be boiled. It ought to be burned. 
Children attending there were apt at any 
time to take away a contagious disease. 
Siailet fever, diphtheria and measles 
were at their maximum during the aver¬ 
age school age of children, aud if any 
children were to be put iu the school, it 
should be the older oues who weie more 
hardened to disease. The cracks iu the 
floors were filled with disease germs, 
aud he had uo doubt that one cubic iuch 
of dust from these cracks would be 
enough to spread disease not ouly 
t trough the school aud among the 
scholars, but over the whole ward, Ooce 
a week the rooms weie swept, the worst 
thing that could be done, us the dust 
rose tii ltie desk tops or was kicked up 
by tiie pupils aud breathed iu. A broom 
siiould be banished aud the floor wash d 
with corrosive sublimate, also the walls, 
and oftener than once a week. Iu Lhu 
schools of Newt in the Moors were only 
washed once a year, aud then even soap 
was not used. A theory of his was that 
pupils should be made lo take a physical 
examination as well as mental for pro¬ 
motion, also tba every school house 
siiould have a bath tub aud any diily 
children who came to school, should be 
put into it. He also advocated the idea 
of the scholars having individual books, 
etc., so that a child coining to tho school 
clean and fresh, should uot be obliged to 
use a book that hud been handled by 
some dirty pupil und full of diseusu 
germs. 

Following Dr. Baker several other pro¬ 
tests weie heaid, aud the heaiiug was 
closed.

There are'several things in last week’s 
communications to tho Graphic con¬ 
cerning the “New Fee Table.” and in 
your editorial on the same, which call 
for a word of explauation from the 
physician's standpoint. 

In the first place uo “combine” has 
been formed. There has merely beeu an 
informal understanding and agreement 
among the physicians of Newton to 
adopt the new prices as the regular fees; 
yet uo one is bound iD any way to adhere 
strictly to these, aud each, as heretofore, 
will use his own judgment. It is diffi¬ 
cult, from a medical point of view, to 
comprehend tho hue and cry which has 
gone up on the announcement of this 
fee table. As a matter of equity, why 
should the physician alone ot ail those 
who do busiuess in Newtou adhere to 
country prices? While it is hardly fair 
to compare law with medicine in its re¬ 
munerations, the natures of the two pro¬ 
fessions being so entirely different, yet 
there is no reason for the sake of com¬ 
parison, why the busiuess ot a medical 
man should not be compared with the 
busiuess of uuy other uiaD, who earns 
hiH living bore in Newton. It our critics 
will consider this a moment they must 
admit the justice of our position. Have 
not the prices of the other mou who 
earn their liviugs by tboir owu individu¬ 
al work, advaucod since the city of New¬ 
ton emerged from small suburban vil¬ 
lages? Are our olvil engineers, carpen¬ 
ters, plumbers or blacksmiths still con¬ 
tent with couutry rates? Do our grocers 
and provision men get less than Bostou 
or lirigbtou or Roxbury prices? If uot, 
certainly the physiciau may expect to be 
treated as well. 

Y’our editorial was a fair review of the 
situation, but 1 must call you to tusk tor 
ouo thing. You state the chief fault of 
the uew fee table to be that uo provision 
is made for a difference in charge be¬ 
tween the older aud younger physicians. 
Why should there be? There never has 
beeu in the past, aud if you consider the 
matter a moment 1 think you will uot 
say tiiat there should be in tbe future. 
But few physicians, who graduated 
twenty years ago, wero required to study 
more than two years of six mouths each 
iu a medical school; twelve mouths of 
aotual study, followed by a couutry 
practice. Compare this with the present 
requirements. Four years of eight or 
nine months each iu a medical school, 
followed if possible by a year or more iu 
a large general hospital, aud perhups a 
residauoe of a year or so iu a medical 
centre either at home or abroad lor clin¬ 
ical experience aud udvanced study. 
Thus are frequently six or sevou years of 
hard work devoted to his preparation, 
witn that oue your us interne iu a general 
hospitui, worth iu experience at least tou 
years of country praotioe. 1 state these 
facts to show you how uujust it would 
bu to expeot these youuger men to value 
their services at luss than those of their 
elders, aiul uot from pursouul grounds, 
for my owu inudioal education whs re¬ 
ceived more than u decade ago, at the 
beginning of tho now ord*l Qj things. 

In conclusion, I would remind “Citi- 
zeu,” ‘‘A. W. F.” uud others, that the 
physicians of Newtou aim at uo “extor- 
tiou;” that where the uow fees would 
prove a burden, reason aud oousidoruliou 
will undoubtedly bo used; uud that the 
large aiuouut ot gratuitous work which 
each is called upon to do will be met

The supposed unchanging face of the 
sky has impressed tho^miudsof both’the 
civilized aud uncivilized laces of hu¬ 
manity since time out of memory. To 
the popular mind the thousands of shin¬ 
ing points of light which stud “heaven’s 
azure canopy” when tho angels “cur- 
tuiu this sleeping world” are the sym¬ 
bols of immutability, of immortality 
and of eternity. 

Wo speak of them “shining ou for¬ 
ever” und of their “unerring cycles,” 
but astronomers know that such planet¬ 
ary bodies aro not "unerring,” that 
they have not always existed, aud that 
iu all probability they will not last 
forever. Observations that have been 
made since ustronomy became recog¬ 
nized as oue of the “exact sciences’’ 
prove that stars are subject to crises—to 
ups and iIonnus— just tho same as aro 
earthly things. They have beeu seen to 
burn up aud disappear like a whiff of 
vapor. Others have beeu known to fly 
off at a tangent uud iu an hour be mil¬ 
lions of miles from tbo placo they bad 
occupied since the dawn of civilization. 
Thero are whole sections of tho sky 
uow “bare” that were once occupied 
with stars of different magnitudes. Ou 
the contrary, new stars have frequently 
burst into view. The most prominent of 
these aro the oue that uppeared iu ISO 
B. C., the ouo which iu 1072 sprung up 
iu Cassiopeia uud which outshone Venus 
for a time; tho one which uppeared iu 
the northern crown iu 18(10, uud the 
temporary stars of 1870, 1886 and 1892.

THE PLANS OF MESSRS TAYLOR A WHIT¬ 
MAN FOR THEIR NEW BUILDINGS. 


A large sign has been placed this week 
in front of the old Nonanturn House 
property, to bear tbe legend "Thiriy- 
Five Stores to Let," and an interview 
with Mr. S. I. Howard, Col. Taylor’s 
agent,will explaiu many of tbe questions 
every one has been asking about the im¬ 
provements that will be made. 

Tbe fine granite foundation that has 
been laid on tbe lot next to tbe Nouan- 
turn House is an indication that no cheap 
building is to be erected, and the plans 
provide for a two-story building, with a 
front of mottled brick and copper, with 
large plate glass windows throughout. 
There wiil be seven stores on the first 
floor, level with sidewalk, with large 
olate glass show windows, and fitted up 
in modern style throughout. 

Iu the basement will be two model 
bow-ling alleys, with the best fixtures to 
be bad. 

The second story will be planned for a 
hotel, with baywitnlows all along the 
front, something after the style of the 
Reynolds House in Boston, aud ou this 
floor will be some 35 or 40 rooms, besides 
tne parlors, dining room aud kitchen, 
and probably the old Nonanturn House 
will be utilized for servants rooms. 

The building is only to be put up two 
stories at preseut, but tbe foundations 
aud walls will be built to allow of two or 
three mote stories being added at any 
time that more room is needed.

Messrs. Taylor A Whitman owu this 
property, and their preseut plan is to 
move the old buildings on the Kobbius 
lot on Pearl street, and fit ilietu up for 
tenemeuts. 

Ou the site of the old GRAPHIC office a 
similar two story building will be put 
up, containing two stores, one of which 
has beeu leased by Mr. C. W. Bunting 
aud a passage way will he left next to 
Bacon’s block, to reach the laud iu the 
rear, where a street is to bo put iu from 
Pearl street, to give u rear entrance to 
the stores. 

When these buildiugs are completed, 
which will be us early this year as they 
cun lie coDstructed. Nouantum square 
wi 1 be the baudsoiuest business seotiou 
of the oily, or of any suburbau city, for 
thal matter. As it is to be the startiug 
poiut of the street car liues for Cam 
bridge, for Boston by way ofO«k Square, 
aud for West Newtou, it promises to be 
au excellent place for busiuess.

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THE GRADE CROSSINGS. 



The above map gives the location of 
the six railroad bridges in Newtou, to 
take the place of the present grade cross¬ 
ing. Furtherest to the right is the St. 
James street bridge, and then follow the 
Washington street, Centre street, Centre 
place, Richardson street and Church 
street bridges. 

The location of the Boston & Albany 
road is shown, and also the street rail¬ 
way lines, that on Tremont and Park 
streets being as yet only on paper, but 
there is little doubt that it will be built 
early in the spring, as the West End has 


already petitioned for a location, and the 
work of widening the streets is well 
under way. 

The map gives a good idea of the south 
side of the tracks in Newton, which has 
been built up with tine residences, leav¬ 
ing but little vacant land except on the 
Lord estates, which are shaded in a 
darker color, and in the vicinity of Hyde 
avenue, where several fine houses have 
been built iu the past year or two. 

The removal of the grade crossings 
and other improvements now under way 
are expected to add largely to the 


urowth of Newton, and it is expected 
tha L , this growth will be central round 
tbe section at the lower portion of the 
map. 

Hunnewell hill, of which only a por¬ 
tion is shown here, was half a dozen 
years ago only vacant fields, and it is 
now built up nearly to the Boston line, 
and it is but little farther from the 
station to Nonantum hill, whioh also 
promises within a very few years to be 
built up with fine houses, as many plans 
for its development are now being talked 
of. 


NEWTON CLUB EXHIBIT. 


MORE SUCCESSFUL EVEN THAN THE ONE 
OF LAST YEAR. 


The exhibition of paintings at the 
Newton Club has been written up by all 
the Boston papers, by art critics of more 
or less ability and judgment, but one of 
the fairest was in the Boston Sunday 
Herald, from which is quoted the fol¬ 
lowing: 

Last year’s exhibition was the first 
that the club had undertaken. It was 
successful from the point of view of the 
public because it was an attractive show, 
and from the point of view of the ex¬ 
hibiting artist because a good mauy 
paintings were sold. This year the exhi¬ 
bition is even more varied aud attractive, 
and it is likely that, before it closes, 
more paintings will have found pur¬ 
chasers. As a result it is probable that 
the club will establish the exhibition as 
a regular event of its season, which will 
be a good thing for everybody. 

It goes without saying that in so large 
a collection of paintings, aud in a collec¬ 
tion gathered practically without re¬ 
strictions, there are not a few things of 
trifling value. Many depend for their 
interest upon an obvious aud popular ex- 

E ression of some pleasing ‘'sentiment.” 

ut the proportion of good thiogs is 
really remarkable. Some of the best 
painters in the country have contributed 
good examples of their work, aud others, 
less known, send excellent canvases. 

The picture occupying the ceutral 
position—a centie more or less figura¬ 
tive, it must be confessed, in a collection 
so scattered—ami attracting the greatest 
amount of attention, is a largo portrait 
of Calve as Carmen, by Tbeobold Char- 
trau. The paintei does not get below 
the skin, and urobably did uot try to, 
but the portrait takes hold of one amaz¬ 
ingly. It is a piece of the theatre, auda¬ 
cious. clever and brilliant. Its atmo¬ 
sphere is the atmosphere of the stage, 
and its abundant light the glare of the 
footlights. Its brilliance aud buoyancy i 
aud boldness of color are, iu a Heuse, 
factitious, but witbin tbe limits of his 
conception aud attempt the artist has 
scored a success. 

Near by is another portrait of some¬ 
what similar interest, "Mrs. Cozens,” by 
Mr. Charles Frederick Naegele. The 
flesh, tbe contour of the neck aud shoul 
ders, and tbe modelling are really bril¬ 
liant. aud if, as iu the Calve, tbe bril¬ 
liance is a trillo harsh and wholly un¬ 
sympathetic aud artificial, one still has 
no right to complaiu iu the face of so 
much that is good. 

Portraits, indeed, are frequent iu the 
show. Mr. Walter Giltnau Page seuds 
three,of which one,uomiuated*‘Atalanta” 
is cue of the best pieces of work he his 
ever doue. Mr. Lockwood sends two of 
those strangely alluring canvases which 
were shown a little while ago at the .St. 
Botolph Club. Both are almost spoilt 
by the lack of aistauce from which to 
view them, or the excess of light in 
whioh they uie shown, or both reasons 
together. Mr. W. B. Clossou contri¬ 
butes a full length of a little girl, too 
pallidly and waxily painted, but testify¬ 
ing to a quaint aud delicate fancy. 

Another portrait of iuterest is Mr. J. 
M. Caliga’s head of a lady, excellent for 
its luxuriaut style—a luxury restrained 
by a sense of form—and for the flue 
lustre of the hair and the sure painting 
of the flesh. 

In landscape the exhibition is strong. 
Mr. Eunekiug is represented by three 
paintings, two studies iu woodland ami 
the red glow of sunset, aud the third, 
*'A ,Sheep Pusture in Spring,” delight¬ 
ful for tender, vivid color, and gentle 
faucy. Mr, J. U. Hatfield's ‘‘Canton 
Meadows” has a good deal of atmo¬ 
sphere aud light. Mr. Dwight Blauey 
seuds two notable pieces of work, 
''Spring iu Provence” aud ‘‘La Route 
d’Aramou.” Both are good examples of 
good impressionism. The pale glare of 
the sun, which is shed over each is en¬ 
tirely convincing. Miss Agues A.Brown’s 
‘‘Laudsctpe”—uo further title is speci¬ 
fied—is a picture of u green meadow iu 
springtime. In it grow a clump of elm 
uud a number of large apple trees, each 


branch of which is a spire of snowy 
blossoms. The painting is bright aud 
refreshing, and treated with an oddity 
and piquancy which definitely attract 
the attention. J, Francis Murphy shows 
several canvases, all landscapes,* and all 
handled with a certain richness and 
picturesqueness of feeling in harraouy 
with their deep, heavy toues of russet, 
brown and green. An uncatalogued 
landscape by Mr. Robert G. Minor pos¬ 
sesses similar qualities, Mr. Thomas 
Morau gives us a couple of Byronico- 
Turneresque canvases, which exercise a 
kind of wicked fascination over one’s 
senses—like certain Asiatic styles of 
literature. 

There are a uumber of marines. Mr. 
A. H. Munsell exhibits a canvas, “Ap- 
pledore,” of unusual merit. A great 
wave is about to break upon a ledge of 
brown-gray rock, from the face of wbich 
a burst of vapor already shoots into the 
air as violently as the smoke of au ex¬ 
plosion. The observation of the quali¬ 
ties of the impending wave—its sub¬ 
stance and effects of light—is remark¬ 
able. It is water one sees, not contorted j 
beryl. 

Carl Melcher’s "Babes in the Wood” 
is not only a quaiut and delightful con¬ 
ception-two little children, a girl aud a 
little boy, both homely as only children 
can be homely—but it pleases as a bit of 
curious aud harmonious color. Miss 
Adelaide Palmer contributes a painting 
of grapes, iu which the fruit depicted is 
not impervious to light—as grapes iu 
pictures usually are. Mr. F. S. Church’s 
"The Lesson” shows a young woman 
seited in front of a brace of couchaut 
tigers: she is holding up a flower in her 
hand, aud, presumably, instructing her 
frieuds iu the science of botany. Just 
why the picture should please is uncer¬ 
tain, but it does, probably, however, for 
some strain of delicate humor which 
pervades it. Mr. J. G. Browu’s "The 
(rang” is a smooth copy of a group of 
ragged street urchins. Mr. E. W. D. 
Hamilton’s "Game of Whist” is, in a 
way, a skilful piece of work, butitseems 
too much as if made to order. 

All these have been oils. The water 
colors ate fewer and less interesting. 
Nevertheless there is a fair number of 
good things to be seen. Mrs. Woodbury 
has oue of her delightful little Dutch 
girls. Mr. Louis K. Harlow seuds three 
pictures, one of which, "The Proces¬ 
sion,” shows him at his best. A line of 
birches divides roadway from waterside. 

! The white trunks give a well calculated 
I accent to the reddish brown colors of 
autumn. Some of the other water color 
paintings which will attract attention 
are Mr. Philip A. Butlet’s "Old Farm 
House;” Mr. Edmund H. Garrett's 
"Meadows by tbe Sea;” Miss Catherine 
P. Talbot’s "A Marsh Inlet;” Mr. F. Do 
1 M. Young’s "in the Key of Gray;” Mr. 
J. Appletou Uiown’s "Spriug, Miss 
Mary K Longfellow’s view of Poitlaud 
from the water—a bit of rich, quiet 
I color—Mr. Alfred Schrolf’s "Moviug 
[ Shadows iu the Marshes, Duxbury.” 
Mr. Charles Copeland’s poetic "Swim- 
imug Place,” and Mr. William Adam’s 
"Herring Cove, Nova Scotia.”

Three Cent Fares. 

To the Editor of the Graphic:— 

The seventh annual message of Mayor 
Piugree to the City Counoil of Detroit, 
Michigan, enumerates the victories 
scored by him in behalf of the people 
and in the face of grea; opposition. His 
last election by a large majority accom¬ 
panied by the election of a city council, 
almost unanimous in his support, was an 
endorsement to be proud of. His suc¬ 
cess in obtaining three cent street car 
fares with free transfers and with a two 
and one half cent* fare almost iu Bight 
are briefly referred to as follows: "I am 
in favor of the municipal ownership of 
tracks. The people of this city voted 
four to one in favor of that Bystem, 1 
trust that proper legislation to this end 
miy be secured at an early day, The 
people of tbe country have been attracted 
by our labors iu street car matters; they 
are looking to Detroit for good examples. 
A settlement which would lead to a con¬ 
solidation of the three roads, in my 
opinion would be a public calamity, un¬ 
less coupled with the principle of muni¬ 
cipal control. The moment the spirit oi 
competition is destroyed the public ser¬ 
vice will be weakened. There is now 
before your honorable body a proposal 
made by the Detroit railway to operate 
all the street railway linns of this city at 
the rate of two and one-half ceuts per 
passeuger with universal transfers, the 
company to pay the interest upou the 
puichaso price of the street car track 
when all the tracks of the city aro con¬ 
demned by authority of the Legislature, 
the purchase prices to be decided by 
arbitrators.” 

Mayor Pingree, who for six yoars as 
Mayor, has fought corporations aud cor¬ 
ruption to victory adorns the cover of 
his repoit with these words of President 
Liucoln iu reply to a letter from a friend. 
"Yes, we may all congratulate ourselves 
that this cruel war is nearing its close. 
It has cost a vast amount of treasure aud 
blood; the best flower of American youth 
has been freely offered upou our coun¬ 
try’s altar, that the nation might live. 
It lias been iudeed a trying time for the 
Republic, but I see iu die near future a 
crisis approachiug that unnerves me 
and causes me to to tremble for the 
safety of my couutry. As a result of the 
war, corporations have been enthroned 
aud au era of corruption iu high places 
will follow aud the mouey power of the 
couotry will endeavor to prolong its 
reign by woikiug upon the prejudices of 
the people until all wealth is aggregated 
iu a lew hands aud the Republic is de¬ 
stroyed. 1 feel ut this raomuut more 
anxiety for the safety of my country 
than ever before, even in the midst of 
the war. God grant that my suspicious 
may be groundless.”

Tho death of Mr. Urbino on Jan. 5th, 
removod from our sight a familiar figure 
and a uniquo character. 

Mr. Urbino came to West Newton 
about 1853. Ho had thon but reoeutly 
married Miss Buonoono, a noted privato 
teacher of the modern languages iu Bos¬ 
ton, and a woman of equally uniquo per¬ 
sonality. Mrs. Urbino was the first 
teacher of modorn languages, drawing 
and painting, and for Bomo years the 
only teaoher of those branohes in tho 
English and Classical sohool, whoso 
pupils of that time remember her with 
affectionate regard. Mr. Urbino at onco 
entered into tho social and educational 
life of the villago, as an onrnest advocate 
of froedom, not only for tho Southern 
slave, but for every form of political, 
social, educational and religious free¬ 
dom. A lover of truth and uncompro¬ 
mising in its ndyocacy as it appeared to 
him. In denunciation of what he deemed 
wrong, his lauguage at times appeared 
to include the individual holding those 
views; yet for the individual he had tho 
kindest feelings, provided he held the 
views honeBtly. Mr. Urbino was au en¬ 
thusiastic lover of naturo, especially of 
animals, a member of and in full sym¬ 
pathy with the society for tho preven¬ 
tion of cruelty to animals. Mr. Urbino 
and his faithful dog wore familiar ob 
jocts on oar streets. He was a true and 
loving friend of children, and as such ho 
was fully recognized by them. Ho took 
a generous aud devoted Interest in the 
public schools, tho needy and friendless, 
the widow aud orphan found an unfail¬ 
ing friend aud benefactor in Mr. Urbino. 
Ho served as treasurer of the Newtou 
Associated Charities to tho society’s 
signal advantage. A staunch advocate 
for Civil Service Reform, when an un¬ 
popular topic, and an earnest worker for 
cremation, requesting that his body 
should be cremated, as was his wife’s, 
tho ashes of each being deposited in our 
Newton cemetery. While an aguostic, I 
possibly a disbeliever in a personal God, 
Mr. Urbino’s life to our eyes was in ac¬ 
cord with tho pure and sublime princi¬ 
ples as enunciated by Jesus in the ser¬ 
mon ou the Mount. Peace to tbe aBhes 
which are deposited in the Newton ceme¬ 
tery, with loving memory of the good 
man and woman. 

Mr. Urbino married again some years 
since, a most estimable womau, whose 
self-sacrifioing devotion nud unwoaried 
attention to her husband, during several 
yoars of most trying illness, commands 
tho admiration of all who aro cognizant 
of the same. The following is from the 
“BoBRtnerjTurn Zeiting” of 11th inst, 
translated and condeused. 

"Sampson R. Urbino was born April, 
1818, at Ryedelliem, near Frankfort ou 
Main, Germany. After receiving a good 
education, he devoted himself to a mer¬ 
cantile career. As a young man he 
evinced a strong inclination towards all 
progressive ideas, and we find him amoug 
the combatauts for freedom in 1848. 
After its failure he with many other 
German lovers of freedom turned his 
steps to the free republic of America. 
With a small company of frimds he 
founded in Boston, 1849, the German 
Athletio Society, the Turnverein of to¬ 
day, impressing it with that progressive 
spirit which is still one of its char¬ 
acteristic features. During his first 
years in Boston, Mr.Urbino gavo instruc¬ 
tion in languages and later established a 
foreign book store where he was as con¬ 
scientious as successful in business. 
Promoting all progressive ideas Mr. 
Urbiuo enthusiastically joined the ranks 
of the Abolitionists aud was a strong ad¬ 
herent and sincere friend of Garrison, 
Phillips and tieiuzen. He was one of 
the fearless party, which protected Wen 
dell Phillips from personal harm, and 
from the abuse of his fanatic opponents. 
During tbe civil war wo naturally find 
him on tho side of the right, vigorously 
supporting Gov. Andrew. Although in¬ 
tensely interested in political aud other 
great quoations, lie had no desire for any 
public office. As au honest man he did 
good for the sake of the good. Thus we 
saw him visitiug tbe huts of the poor 
and uufortuuate giving whatever aid he 
could. The emancipation of women was 
for him a question of the greatest inter 
est, and the cause iu his death loses a 
sincere and influential friend. He was a 
most active frieud of crematiou.

'WILLIAM LLOYD OARRISON BPKAKB AT 
MR, FILLRBROWN'B. 


Mr. Wm. Lloyd GarrlBon apoke BRain 
at Mr. Fillebrown’s, 280 Beilovuo street, 
on Tuesday evening. By way of intro¬ 
duction, the claims of the Single Tax as 
an exaot sciouoo were Bet forth nR fol¬ 
lows: 

It would seem as though tho very 
audacity of the claims of the Single T.ix 
must challenge consideration and refuta¬ 
tion. It claims to bo oxaotly scientific, 
because it has in it all the demonstrable 
elements of simplicity, cheapness, cer¬ 
tainty, adequacy, proportion, and above 
all, that of justice, to wit: it is abso 
lutely simplo and inexpensive; under it 
assessment would be but a fraction of 
the present cost. The expeuso of collect¬ 
ion would bo trifling, 

It is absolutely inevadable, land value 
cannot be sworn away or falsified or 
carried to Europe or Newport or Nahant. 
It cannoLdecay or burn down, nor can it 
be speculated, watered or exploited 
away. It is absolutely nrnplo because 
stable and lasting, equal to all present 
demands, nlways increasing, while all 
artificial wealth is rapidly wastiug and 
decreasing in value. It is absolutely 
commensurate, that is to say, com¬ 
munity, publio need and land value start 
together aud keep exaot and oven place 
whether rising or falling aud whether 
the value of an acre bo $10 in Newfound¬ 
land or sixteeu million dollars in New 
York, 

It is absolutely just aud equitable be¬ 
cause it exactly equalizes to every man 
access to the laud, because it exacts 
tribute from every man in proportion to 
his use of land, because under it, as 
every man lives upon the land, no man 
escapes taxation, because it leaves un¬ 
touched the wealth which labor creates, 
taxes for the public use only a value of 
its owu creation upon land of God’s 
creation, giving full value received iu tho 
privilege of exclusive possession, and 
hence is not a tax at all, but a divinely 
natural provision, restoring to every 
man his inalienable share in the land 
“the one solid natural element, our all 
producing all supporting mother, from 
whose boBom our very frames are drawu 
and to which they return again; our 
standiug place, our work shop, our 
granary, our reservoir and substratum 
and uexus of modia aud forces, the 
element from which all we produce must 
be drawn, without which wo cannot 
breathe the air or enjoy the light, the 
olement prequisite to all human life aud 
action.” 

Mr. Garrisou a dd, what a difference it 
mnkes whether wo approach a subject 
from a concrete or an abstract stand¬ 
point. Let some innocent but untor- 
tuuate victim of adverse social circum¬ 
stances and conditions, be brought into 
this presence aud how quickly our sym¬ 
pathy and pity are excited aud we say 
"poor fellow, what can we do for him?” 
but when we are asked to go back from 
effect to cause aud consider in the ab 
stracts the conditions which make such 
instances possible aud frequent, theu we 
are overcome with pre-occupatiou aud 
absent-mindeduess. Here we are at the 
close of the 19th oeutury since JeBUS laid 
down for us a rule and doctrine of life, 
with a globe scarcely begun to be 
peopled, producing twice the wealth 
neoessary for tho life aud comfort of all, 
with an easily possible production many 
times greater, coufronted with un¬ 
deserved poverty aud fear of poverty 
with its consequent misery, vice and 
crime, multiplying almshouses, prisous 
and asylums. Why is it? 

He read from Henry George’s ‘‘The 
Laud Question,” and impressive descrip¬ 
tion of civilization as it might be today, 
and dwelt at length upon the true first 
cause of our social disorder iu the diver¬ 
sion of God’s public bounty to pnvute 
ends.

Mrs. Eliza Stowe Twitched was an¬ 
nounced to speak on Tuesday evening, 
Feb. lltb, upon the Nature of Rout. A 
few of the many authorities on the 
wrong of private property in land, the 
Rource of all life, wero quoted as fol¬ 
lows: 

Herbert Speucor:—“Equity, tbeiefore, 
does uot permit propeity iu laud. For 
if one portion of the earth’s surface may 
justly become the possession of an indi¬ 
vidual, and may be held by hitu for his 
sole use and benefit,as a thing to which he 
has au exclusive right, theu other por¬ 
tions of the ^earth’s surface may be so 
held; and eventually the whole of the 
earth’s surface may be so held; and our 
planet may thus lapse altogether iuto 
private bauds.” 

John liuskiu:—“Bodies of men, land, 
water aud air, are the principle ot those 
things which are not, aud which it is 
orimiual to consider as, personal or ex¬ 
changeable property.” 

J. A. Fronde:—“Uuder the feudal sys¬ 
tem the proprietor was the Crown, as 
representing the nation, while the sub¬ 
ordinate tenures were held with duties 
attached to them, and were liable, uou- 
fultilmeut, to forfeiture.” 

St. Gregory the Great:—“Those who 
make private property of the gift of 
God (land) pretend iu vain to be inno¬ 
cent. For in thus retaining the sub¬ 
stance of the poor they are the murder¬ 
ers of those who die every day for the 
want of it.” 

Lord Coleridge:—“I should myself 
deuy that the mineral tleusures uuder 
the soil of a country belong to u handful 
of surface propiietors iu the sense that 
this gentlemen appeared to think they 
did, (i. e., to do with as he pleased,”) 

The Right Hon. John Morley :—“The 
question of the unearned iuoreiueut will 
have to be faced. It is unendurable that 
great increments which have been 
formed by the iudustry of others should 
be absorbed by people who have con¬ 
tributed nothing to that increase.”— 
(Speech iu House of Commons, May 0, 
1800.) 

John Stuart Mill:—“When the ‘sacred* 
uess of property' is talked of, it should 
be remembered that any such sacredness 
does uot beloug iu the sume degree to 
lauded property. No man made the 
land. It is the original inheritance of 
the whole species, its appropriation is 
wholly a question of geuerul expediency. 
Wheu private property iu laud is uot ex¬ 
pedient it is unjust.” 

Francis E. Williurd:—“But 1 am free 
to suy that I believe the pieseut econo¬ 
mic condition of the couutiy, the misery 
of millions of our people, the vast num¬ 
ber of the unemployed, call for reforms 
which, if they could but be brought 
about, would vastly diminish the ten¬ 
dency to driuk, aud that one of thoae re¬ 


forms of far-reaching and unspeakable 
bonefioenoo is the single tax, as set forth 
by its great apostle, Henry Ooorgo.” 

Cardinal Manning:—“The land ques¬ 
tion means hunger, thirst, nakedness, 
notice to quit, labor Rpent in vain, the 
toil of years seized upon, tho breaking 
up of homes, the misery, sickness, dentbs 
of purents, children, wives, tho despnir 
and wildness whioh spring up in the 
honrts of tho poor, when legal force, like 
a sharp harrow.goes over the most sensi¬ 
tive and viral right of mankind. All 
this is contained in the land question.” 

Tho following peri inent questions wero 
propounded and answers solicited: 

Ought a man to be taxed for improv¬ 
ing his property, and thereby improving 
the city? 

Is it bettor to tax producers for mak¬ 
ing goods abundant and giving employ¬ 
ment to labor, or to tax speculators for 
making land scarce nnd keeping men 
idle? 

Why should homo-seekers bo forced to 
the outskirts, when there are hundreds 
of good vacant acres in the city? 

Do not the mntiy vacant lots increase 
the cost of roads, sewers, aud other ser¬ 
vices to roach the people who have been 
forced to the outskirts? 

Why not seek our taxes (public 
revenue) where tho speculator gathers 
his riches—namely, from land values? 

Publio improvements add nothing to 
the value of bouses, goods, or labor. 
Then why should these things bo taxed 
to pay for public improvements? 

Public improvements do raise the 
values of laud. Then should not the 
values of land pay for public improve¬ 
ments? 

Would industry and commerce have to 
pay toll to laud speculators if taxes were 
oonfined to land values? 

If taxing whiskey makes whiskey hard¬ 
er to got, is not the effect of taxing 
houses and goods tho same? 

Don’t you know that if you tax houses 
and goods you make them doarer and 
harder to get? 

Do you know that if you tax laud 
values you make land cheaper and easier 
to get? 

Land is the only thing which is cheap¬ 
er aud easier to get when it is taxed 
heavily, aud laud is the source of our 
living. 

Why should tho man who uses land 
beueficially be taxed more than the man 
who holds it idle? 

Increased population requires in¬ 
creased taxatiou. iucreased population 
causes increased land values. Is not the 
increased land value in every way suited 
to satisfy the iucreased demand for 
taxes? 

Then why not reduce taxation on 
buildings and increase it on land values? 

The labor problem is, How shall all 
meu willing to work always find oppor¬ 
tunity to work aud thus produce wealth? 
The single tax, by opening natural op¬ 
portunities, and at tho same time reliev¬ 
ing industry from burdens, solves the 
labor problem!

MR. DRAPER’S SUCCESSOR. 

NEWTON IIAB TWO CANDIDATES UNDER 
CONSIDERATION. 


One of the interesting developments 
resulting from the recent election of 
Mayor Henry E. Cobb of Newton, says 
the Boston Herald, touches upon con¬ 
gressional politics. It is stated that Mr. 
Cobb’s many frionds in Newton urged 
him to become a candidate for tho may¬ 
oralty, believing that It would be of ma¬ 
terial assistance later in booming him as 
a Republican candidate for the House of 
Representatives Irotn the 11th congres¬ 
sional district. 

It is understood in Newton that Gen, 
Draper, the present incumbent, is not a 
o rndidate for re-election. The names of 
several prominent gentlemen in tho dis¬ 
trict have been mentioned as possible 
successors of the general. Mr. Cobb’s 
support, it is understood, comes to a 
lnrgo extent, from Nawton men. At a 
meeting recently held in his interests the 
matter was informally discussed. It was 
argued, among other things, that the 
claims of Newton in naming the next 
candidate were worthy of consideration, 
inasmuch ns that city is the only one of 
large population and influence included 
in tho territory, with tho exception of 
Boston, represented by Wards 21, 23 and 
25. 

There has been a sort of understanding 
among the Republicans that the claims 
of Newton would be considered, provid¬ 
ing it united on some strong man who 
would be generally acceptable to the 
party leaders. Such a man, it’s under¬ 
stood, was fouud in the person of lion. 
J. It. Leeson, formerly a member of Gov. 
Greonhalge’s council, a prominent Bob* 
tou merchant, recently elected president 
of the Boston Merchcnts Association, 
aud a prominent member of the Massa¬ 
chusetts Republican Club. 

It would appear from present indica¬ 
tions that Eentiment in Newton, as usual, 
is divided as to tho best mau to be se¬ 
lected for its oboice for the congressional 
nomination. 

How much strength there may bo in 
tho Cobb boom is a matter that does not 
clearly appear upon the surface at 
preseut. It is known, however, that 
some prominent Newton men are strong¬ 
ly urging his claims nnd fitness for the 
position which Gen, Draper will soon re¬ 
tire from. 

On the other hand, among some of tho 
most representative men of Newton there 
is a stroug feeling of disappointment at 
the prospect of any division as to that 
city’s choice. These meu earnestly 
favor Hon. Joseph R. Leeson, believing 
that ho would bo not ouly acceptable to 
the majority of the Nowton Republicans, 
but that be would command strength aud 
support throughout the district. 

The 11th congressional district includes 
North Attleboro. Bristol county; Bel¬ 
mont, Hollistnn, Newton, Slwhoru, Wat¬ 
ertown, Middlesex county; Bellingham, 
Brookline, Dedban, Dover, Foxboro, 
Franklin, Hyde Park, Medfield, Med¬ 
way, MiIIis, Needham, Norfolk, Nor 
wood, Sharon, Walpole, Wrentham Nor¬ 
folk county; Wards 21, 23, 25, Bostou, 
Suffolk county; Hopedale, Milford, Wor¬ 
cester county.

Owing to tho fact that tho aollege men 
who wero to play in the Newton tennis ! 
tournament this month are unable to I 
leave their collego duties, the event has 
been postponed until some time in j 
March, to he agreed upon by the men ; 
entered. The tournament will be an j 
affair of national interest in tennis 
circles, and owing to the construction of I 
the Newton Winter Club’s courts will be 
played under the most favorable condi¬ 
tions. Fred II. Ilovey, president of the 
club, will play exhibition games f and the 
players iu the tournament games will be 
Clarence Hobart of New York, winner of 
the New York State championship, and 
with Hovey tho doubles champion of 
America; A. E. Foote of New Haven, 
champion of New England, and winuer, 
with .John Howard, of the Eastern States 
championship in doubles; William A. 
Larmd of Summit, N. J., champion of 
the Middle States; and Malcolm G. Chaco 
of Providence, who, as a representative 
of Tale, won the intercollegiate cham¬ 
pionship. With such players tho success 
of the tournament is insured. 

The matches being played at tho 
Winter Teunis Club in the courts at 
Bray’s Ilall are attracting much attention 
among tennis playeis everywhere, as the 
season is proving very successful. Near¬ 
ly evory afternoon and evening and 
somotimes in the morning the courts aie 
in use and thirty five members are 
acquiring great proficiency in the game. 
The season was opened Nov. 1, last year, 
uuder the system of classification de¬ 
signed by Harry L, Ayer, head of the 
board oi governors, and Fred H. Hovey. 
The club was divided into five classes of 
players, represented on a bulletin board 
by five rows of pins, each pin bearing 
the name of a piayer. In order for a 
player to progress from a lower class to 
one higher, he must ebaileugeand defeat 
someone in that class. To put one into 
a lower class the challenger must givo 
half fifteen and defeat bis opponent. 
Evory challenge must be accepted or the 
match goes to tho challenger by default. 
This plan has been productive of many 
interesting matches and lias made the 
indoor playing on the Newton court of 
an order that has excited favorable com¬ 
ment by tennis experts. When the | 
tournament started there were seven 
players in tho first class, but owing to 
numerous challenges there are now but 
two meu in the class, Hovey and Sheafe, 
with a prospect that the former will 
finish the touruameut in the spriDg in a 
class by himself.

Shall dogs be muzzled? The cattle 
commissioners say “Ves,” but Pres. 
George T, Angeil of the S. P. C. A. says 
that it is a stretch of authority on the 
part of the commissiouers, aud is work¬ 
ing to have them rescind the order. 

Pres. Augell says that it destroys the 
value of a dog to muzzle him; he cannot 
protect property and cauuot save life. 
A kindly tempered dog of good niauuers 
becomes sulky, surlv aud cross when 
muzzled, aud his health suffers. 

If you must muzzle your dog, do as 
“Beu” Butler did. Pres. Angeil indorses 
it as the best method, aud the law does 
uot say upon which end of the dog the 
muzzle shall be placed. Butler tied tho 
muzzle ou the dog’s tail. 

As to dogs suffering from rabies, Mr. 
Augell does uot take much stock iu somo 
of the theories. Ho says: “There are 
lots of ills that dogs are subjeoted to 
that have 110 connection with hydropho¬ 
bia, yet tho minute lbe dog shows some¬ 
thing uuusual they kill him direetly, aud 
report a terrible case of mad dog iu the 
papers, aud it goes abroad aud creates 
excitement, when there is uo occasion 
for Hie slightest fear.

No one caso iu 10 
will hold water. The authorities are al¬ 
ways doing 8omethiug or other.” 


Our Legislature Arraigned 

(From the New York Evening Post.) 

The decadence of the lawmaker iu 
Massachusetts has already been illus¬ 
trated conspicuously more than once 
duriug the preseut session of the legisla¬ 
ture of that state, although it has not 
yet lusted a mouth. One sample is fouud 
iu tho iutroductiou by a member of the 
Senate of a resolution with such a pre¬ 
liminary statement ns this: “Whereas, 
the recent course of publio events have 
brought the question to the belief of the 
people in the Monroe doctrine iu ques- 
tiou.” A member of the lower bruuch 
has introduced “an act to abolish na¬ 
tional party lines in municipal affairs iu 
the city of Bostou,” which he actually 
thiuks can be done by a simple provision 
tbit tin official ballot shall ooutaiu noth- • 
iug to indicate the party to which any ■ 
candidate belongs—as though the poli¬ 
ticians could uot muke the voter under¬ 
stand which mau he ought to support 
for any office if he wanted to be a good 
Republican or Deinoorat. These, to he 
sure, might be excused as the ecceu- 
tricities of uu illiterate and a crunk, but 
both bruuches considered aud upproved 
a resolution whioh lias been sept to 
Washington “asking that cougress regu¬ 
late Lbe hours of labor throughout the 
United Stales.” The committee ou 
labor of the national House, to which 
this astonishing lequeal was referred, 
has adopted a resolution asking cue of 
the Massachusetts congressmen “to so¬ 
licit from the legislature of Massachu¬ 
setts a form of hill that will ueoomplish 
tho objects embraced iu the resolution 
wheu euacted into law, uud be in com¬ 
pliance wi b the powers vested ia oon- 
i gross by the constitution of the United 
States.” Something serious is certainly 
1 the matter witli “the Great and General 
Court of Mussuohusetts” wheu it be¬ 
comes a national luughiug stock.

REMOVAL OF OFFAL AND ASHES. 


We took occasiou last week to ques¬ 
tion the wisdom of the city undertaking 
at the present time, the collection of 
off tl and ashes, and we are pleased to 
learn that the board of health has let 
this work out by contract during the 
past week. 

It will be remembered that in October 
last the board recommended the estab¬ 
lishment of an incinerating plant, and 
that the collection of offal and ashes 
should be done by the city. 

At the same time, Mayor Bothleld, in 
a communication to the City Council, 
stated that the contrnct method of col¬ 
lection had given much dissatisfaction 
aDd strongly intimated that it might be¬ 
come necessary for the city to assume 
this work. Mayor Cobb, at the last 
meeting of the board of aldermen, urged 
that an appropriation be made for this 
purpose. When the contract for the col¬ 
lection of house offal expired two years 
ago, the contractor, who had done the 
work, was the only bidder for a new con¬ 
tract and the price was about double, 
There was no alternative at the time and 
the board of health was forced to accept 
his bid. 

That a similar condition would be 
presented at the expiration of the pres¬ 
ent contract,if no effort was mide to pro 
▼ide other means for doing the work was 
anticipated, and, as a result of the agita¬ 
tion of the matter, the board of health 
has been enabled to make contracts at 
practically the old figures. Thus the 
early and vigorous recommendations of 
the board have resulted in saving several 
thousands of dollars to the tax payers. 

It has been intimated in certain 
quarters that the board of health and 
Mayors Bothfeld and Cobb have been 
playing a game of bluff; that they did 
uot really intend to have the city take 
upon itself the execution of the work, 
but took the stand they did for its effect 
upon the contractors. 

Certaiuly the stand taken did greatly 
affect the contractors, as was evidenced 
at the hearing, but there is no doubt 
that the representatives of the public in¬ 
terest, while perhaps earnestly hoping 
that no expenditure for plant, etc,, 
should be incurred at the present time, 
were prepared to go to that length evon, 
rather than to have the city again im¬ 
posed upon. 


THAT AERIAL LADDER 


THE ART EXHIBITION. 


There is one reform that we hope to 
see accomplished, this year, and that is 
the exchange of that aerial ladder truck 
at Nowtonville, for sorno useful ap¬ 
paratus. This truck has been a white 
elephant over since it was purchased, it 
has been needed only at one fire, thnt at 
Newton Highlands, and there through 
some accident it oould not bo used. It 
is also a regular horse and man-killer, 
and has a long record of more or less 
serious accidents to tho men who have to 
manage it on tho way to firca. It takes 
three horses to pull it along, is very 
heavy and unwieldy, and tliore is not a 
building in Newton of sufficient height 
to call for such a ladder. The common 
fire extension ladders would answer every 
purpose, and could be loaded on a light 
wagon and transported by ouo horse, 
and thoro would then not be danger of 
killing a fireman or two every time a 
corner had to be turned. As far as 
economy is concerned it would bo 
cheaper for tho city to roll the thing 
down somo dump, and buy other lad¬ 
ders, but there are prabably some large 
cities where such a piece of apparatus is 
needed, or the authorities imagine so, 
aud some one of these might bo induced 
to take it off our bauds at a fair price. 

Every flreuun in the city would be 
glad to see the last of it, while tboso 
who have to ride on it would feel as if 
they had lost their claim to an extra 
hazirdous insurance policy. The pur¬ 
chase of it was a mistake, but cities as 
well as people make mistakes some¬ 
times, and it is better to acknowledge it 
and have it over with, thau to still hang 
on to something that is of no practical 
use. 


We have received from the school board 
a copy of the Superintendent’s report on 
the High school course, made at the last 
meeting, with the vot-; of the board tn 
have the same published in the local 
papers, provided no charges were made. 
The board seemed by this clause to express 
their opinion of the value of the report, 
and we are inclined to agree with them. 
Such a report, to be of value, would go 
into details, and prove that the course of 
study in our High school is only what the 
law demands, but this report does not even 
assert that this is the case, although that is 
evidently what the report was intended to 
prove. It is stated that "the High schools 
of today are what the legislature has seen 
fit to decree," but beyond this vague and 
general statement, there is no reference to 
the Newton High school. Judging from 
tills report, the natural inference is that 
the course of study in our Higli school is 
far in advance of what the law requires ( 
and we think no one will dispute the state¬ 
ment, not even Mr. Aldrich himself. In¬ 
deed it is one of the boasts of our citizens 
that the Newton schools are far ahead of 
those of other cities, which therefore may 
be presumed to limit their expenditures 
more strictly to just what the law requires. 
If this report was intended as a reply to 
Mayor Cobb’s criticism, we do not see how 
it oan be considered to touch the case in 
the remotest degree, aud it does not fur¬ 
nish any answer to the conundrum which 
the school board has fired at the Mayor. 
It would be easy enough to get the courses 
of study at other Higli schools, and com¬ 
pare them with the course at the Newton 
High school, if any one doubts that the 
Newton school is furnishing much more 
than other cities, and Mayor Cobb could 
easily answer the school board by doing 
this. We have long thought that it would 
pay the city to employ an expert commis¬ 
sion to make such an investigation, and 
then refer the whole matter to the voters 
and tax-payers, and let them decide 
whether they wished to limit expenditures 
to just what the law requires, or to con¬ 
tinue the present very liberal and expen¬ 
sive policy. 


The Newton Club may well be satisfied 
with the success of their second aunual 
exhibition, which closed last evening. 
The results have far surpassed that of a 
year ago, both in the average excellence 
of the paintings, the number of visitors 
aud the amount of the sales, which 
amounted to over $9,000, a success un¬ 
precedented in the local chronicles of 
art. 

Visitors from all over New England 
have been present, and they were liberal 
purchasers, as it was found that the de¬ 
mand was more for the higher priced 
pictures, aud up to Wednesday night 
forty had been sold, most of them to out 
of town parties. Instead of Newton go¬ 
ing to Boston to see art exhibitions, as 
used to be the case, the reverse has been 
true this year, and the Bostou trains 
have brought large crowds of visitors 
duriug the hours the exhibition was 
open, attracted by the high stauding of 
the artists, and the excellent samples of 
their work. 

Lust jear the club found that some of 
the artists thought anytbiug was good 
enough for Newton, but the success of 
the exhibition opened their eyes, aud 
this year they all sent of their best work, 
aud no Boston exhibition has had a more 
attractive display or oue whete the aver¬ 
age standard was higher. 

The clubhouse has been packed every 
afternoon aud eveuiug, since the opeu- 
iug night, aud several times the atteud- 
auce bus beeu so great that the visitors 
have had to fall into line aud march 
around the rooms in a regular proces¬ 
sion. 

Such an exhibition is of great educa¬ 
tional value, aud the club has beeu very 
generous with their inviUliouH, so that 
all who desired have had a chance to at¬ 
tend. The success of the exhibit will be 
a valuable advertisement for Newton, as 
well as a means of education for the 
visitors, aud so the Newton Club has 
again demonstrated its usefulness. 

The success of the exhibition this year 
gives reason to expect that it will uow 
become a regular auuual atfair, aud as 
such will be looked forward to by both 
Newton people aud by uitists aud art 
lovers and patrons all over the couutry.

SALES NETTED OVER $1)000. 


Nkwton was well represented at tho 
hearing nt Washington, before the com¬ 
mittee on rivets and harbors, as to the 
needs of Boston harbor. Amoug those 
who spoke were Mr. Joseph R. Leeson, 
president of the Boston Merchants’ Asso¬ 
ciation, Col. E. II. Haskell, picsideut of 
the Paper Trade Association, and Mr, 
Alden Spoare, all of Newton Centro. 
Ssnator Hoar was present and made a 
strong speech in favor of the scheme to 
improve the harbor, and will do effective 
work for it Senator Lodge was not 
present, as he was engaged in twisting 
the tail of the British Lion, nnd be is 
generally too busy with such important 
matters to attend to the petty wants and 
needs of his constituents. Senator Hoar, 
however, can always bo depended on, 
even if it is something which does not 
call for extended msntion in the pnpers. 


Tiik first National Bank of West New¬ 
ton is offering to supply gold and bid for 
the new government bouds. Its com¬ 
mission will be tho same as that asked 
by tbe New York banks, one-fourtb of 1 
percent, and gold will be furnished at 
whatever it costs in the open market, 
whore uow a premium of something less 
than 1 per cent prevails. Investors, for 
example, will state what they will pay 
for the bonds and tho bank will put in 
the bids and procure the gold, taking 
pay from the investor in lawful money. 
This transaction, it has been figured out, 
will net the banks a good profit, but the 
plan will greatly facilitate subscriptions 
from those who wantonly small amounts 
of the bonds, and who would not other¬ 
wise probably tender applications to tho 
government. 


It appears that Bostou is not to be 
left after all, as it is announced that a 
cycle show will be held in the Mechanics’ 
building, Feb. 14 to 22. The New Eng- 
1 uid Cycle show association have secured 
the agreement of over 50 dealers and 
manufacturers to exhibit. Many of the 
exhibits seen at the recent New York 
show, including the electrical decora¬ 
tions and fixtures, will be brought here. 
Space will be given the manufacturers 
and dealers free of cost. There is some 
opposition to the proposed show amoug 
tho local dealers and manufacturers, but 
there is also a great demand for it from 
the many who could not atteud the New 
York show, and interest in cycling is so 
widespread that there is little doubt that 
the Bhow will bo well attended. 


Every year some politician attempts 
to emasculate our excellent Australian 
ballot, by some more or less mischievous 
amendment, and tbe usual bill has beeu 
iutroduced this year by a Mr. Reed of 
Boston, to so chaage the ballot that oue 
cross will answer for the whole party 
ticket. The great virtue of our ballot, 
with its separate mark for every candi¬ 
date, is that it transforms the voter from 
a mere machine, to an intelligent cit.zen. 
lie has to stop aud think over every can¬ 
didate, aud decide whether he can con. 
HCieutiou9)y vote for such a man. This 
is just what the ordinary politician ob- 
j 'cts to: after be has been to the trouble 
of fixing up a ticket, by means of all 
soils of trades and other arrangements, 
he dislikes to allow the voter any chance 
to interfere with it, and wants to make 
such interference as difficult as possible. 
Hence these annual bills to ameud the 
ballot in its best and most important 
feature. Of course there are many voters 
who mark their ballots without any at 
tempt to use their intelligence, or auy 
reference to their duty as conscientious 
citizens,aud do uot care how bad a man’s 
character may be, or how uufit he is for 
the position, if he only bears their party 
label, hut these voters can hardly be 
called good citizens, aud their number is 
fortunately growing less and less every 
year. To make oue mark suffice for tlie 
whole ticket would also make it easier 
for the bosses to keep watcii over the 
votes they had bought, as uny oue who 
stayed longer tu the booth, than would 
suffice to make oue mark, would be 
open to suspicion. Constuut watchful¬ 
ness is uetded to preserve the purity of 
the ballot, against these auuual attacks 
that are made upon it. 


Poor McKinley, his owu state is 
giving him only cold comfort, and he 
will evidently receive the usual Ohio 
support in the national convention, from 
the Foraker crowd, who are now on top 
in that state. If Foraker can not get tho 
prize himself, he will be very careful 
that it does not go to McKinley, and this 
will be a gool thing for the party, as 
Mr. McKinley bis not a good record on 
the silver question. Mr. Reed seems bo 
far to lead all the candidates, as few take 
much stock in Tom Platt nnd his Morton 
boom. The latter candidate will prob¬ 
ably moot the fate of other wealthy men 
who have opeued their barrels to uo 
purpose. 


If there is so much opposition to bien¬ 
nials as the opponents claim, why are 
they unwilling to have it submitted to 
the people? Lot the mnj uity decide 
whether they want less frequent elec¬ 
tions and less legislation, and have the 
matter settled. No one has yet ex¬ 
plained, not even the eloquent Mr. Geo. 
Fred. Williams, why Massicbusetts 
ueeds annual elections, when in other 
states, where it is presumable thnt the 
average of culture aud intelligence and 
culture is very much lower, the biennial 
system

The report of the state librarian shows 
that there are uow ouly 24 towus in the 
state which have uo free public library, 
although there were 105, five years ago, 
wheu the cointuissiou was organiz'd.

The 
total tax was $708,131; addiug to this the 
amount received from the state from the 
corporation tax, over $96,000 aud there 
is $805,000 in round numbers to be 
raised on real estate. This would raise 
the Lax rate from $14 GO to over $21 per 
thousand.

A Word for Home Nursing. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

The new scale of physicians' fees, and 
the ardeut desire ou the part of the 
Samaritans themselves, to aspire to 
brown stone front, and daily sirloin 
steak, for the modern physician is very 
much after the sheckels, like unto tho 
overrated lawyer, warrants the public at 
large to inquire, why should the dootor 
(who often calls around too often, and 
when the patient has not moral courage 
to protest), raise the price of a call from 
$2 to $3, and very often much more in 
price if a little extra skill is exhibited, 
"but all of which is laid down in tho 
book.” Ever so make people are at blame 
for calling in a physician for some simple 
ailment, which most any oue who reads 
what is published in hook, etc., to effect 
a cure can apply or admiuister, them¬ 
selves. Often people with more money 
than brain scoot for a doctor the moment 
a pain or a pucker gives evidence. If 
such people would read, study some and 
apply more than they do they would And 
that they would gain by experience 
enough to give them courage to act for 
themselves, until the time came to 
judiciously call iu fome one who pre¬ 
tended to know more than themselves, 
Often too, these monied people are the 
ones to kick at the good physicians bill 
of charges, made silly by too fiequent 
demands upon the time of the latter, A 
dootor cau’t always say to such “1 won’t 
come to you!” “you take too much of 
ray time from sicker ones than jou are, 
etc.” It would do poorer patients, poor 
iu pocket, much good if the rich were 
less lavish iu their demands. Physicians, 
like lawyers, (conceited ones in both 
branches), too ofteu show iu results, a 
paucity of faculty, aud application. 
The former atteud upon you, you have 
faith in his ability, you dou’t iiuptove, 
often made the worse; you drop him and 
lose faith in the other physicians; result 
is you pay a heavy bill and your disease 
(if theie be any) is left to run not, until 
in despair you get the other, aud die. 

This is true with many who have hut 
little money to pay out. Can’t afford to. 
Now for doctors to raise prices that al¬ 
ready couut heavily, proves a burden to 
tho majority. If a patient could only 
feel sure of a cure, or of receiving great 
relief, many times the cal) of the doc¬ 
tor would be encouraged aud the patient 
he the gainer. Often mouey is paid out 
that is not honestly earned by the doctor 
and the latter knows it too. But he may 
bo a (conceited) specialist, and he knows 
it all. But too ofteu the patieut fiuds 
that lie has paid his big mouey out for 
fair to middling results only. 

Where does the despairing patient get 
his recompense? I know- of a case whore 
an individual went to a so-called special¬ 
ist for a weakened part of the system, a 
littlo chronic may be; seemed so to the 
victim auywuy. His terms were first, 
time $10, every time after first call ou 
him ut his office $3, and the average of 
time spent was not 2u miuutes for each 
call. The specialist looked wise, and 
used simple means, and gave no real 
satisfaction,until when $30 was paid out, 
the patieut hacked down aud tried au all 
round physioian, who didfsome more 
than the first oue, all simple enough to 
the patient, until $25 more was burnt up 
in fees. The patient’s houest opinion 
was that $20 was fat fees to some such 
good dootor one fiuds iu the hack towns 
iu New Knglaud, aud maybe got more re¬ 
lief from unpretentious physicians. 

A fair-minded patieut cau tell wliou ho 
or Bhe is fairly and conscientiously tend 
ed and trouted, and charged to pay, aud 
its the patient’s right to protest against 
exorbitant fees aud preteusiou. If 
youug meu, and particularly young 
womeu, would read proper authors iu 
medical practice, and study the effect of 
herbaceous medioiues and leuru to muse 
at home, aud io charity, there would he 
less need of meu hired for ihe occasion 
to ruu to ouesself every time the human 
iudioutious ruu dowu, or too far up. 
Good physicians will tell you this is true. 
They don’t like to he called every time 
Tommy or Jeuuy suutlles, or is rod in 
the face. But it is always dead right to 
call iu the dootor when oue loses faith iu 
their own uerve and aoumeu. 

There are more fool mothers to the 
square yard of carpet iu whut to do 
(simple kuowledge too) than there are 
physicians who like to call where the 
ailment is positively frivolous. Seems to 
me the true way is for both sides to be 
fair, charge what is compensating aud 
satisfactory to the patieut, aud for the 
latter to reward the good dootor for good 
health restored, aud he geuerous too, to 
a haul worked set of men. O Ursa.

IN ERROR. 


There is hope for n man who gets 
publicly and riotously drunk oftener 
than ho ought to do, bnt there is no 
hopo for tho man who drinks secretly 
aud alone in his own house—the man 
who is never reen to drink. This is a 
rule; so there must bo nn exception to 
prove it. Moriarty’s caso was that ex¬ 
ception. 

Ho was n civil engineer, nnd tho gov¬ 
ernment very kindly put him quite by 
himself in ou out district, with nobody 
bnt natives to talk to nnd a grent deal 
of work to do. He did his work well in 
tho fonr years ho was utterly alone, but 
be picked np the vico of secret nnd soli¬ 
tary drinking, nud camo up out of the 
wihleruops more old aud worn nud hag¬ 
gard than the doad alivo lifo had any 
right to make him. Yon know tho say 
ing that a man who lias been alone in 
tho jungle for moro than a year is nevor 
qnito sane all his lifo after. People 
credited Moriarty’s queerness of manner 
nnd moody ways to tho solitude, nnd 
said that it showed how government 
spoiled the futures of its best men. 
Moriarty had\iuilt himself the plinth of 
a very good reputation in tho bridge 
dam girder line.

This big, dark, abstracted man who 
was so nervous when a pony cantered 
behind him used to moon in tho train 
of Mrs. Reiver, blushing with ploasuro 
when sho threw a word or two his way. 
His admiration was strictly platonic— 
even other womeu saw aud admitted 
this. Ho did not move out in Simla, so 
be heard nothing against his idol, which 
was satisfactory. Mrs. Reiver took no 
special notico of him, beyond seoing that 
ho was added to her list of admirers, 
aud going for a walk with him now uiul 
then, just to show that he was her 
property, claimable as such. Moriarty 
must have done most of the talking, for 
Mrs. Reiver couldn’t tulk much to a 
man of his stamp, and tho littlo sho said 
could not have been profitable. What 
Moriarty believed iu, us ho had good 
reason to, was Mrs. Reiver’s influence 
over him, aud, iu that belief, set him¬ 
self seriously to try to do awuy with tho 
vico that only he himsolf knew of.

Ho 
seemed to know thnt there was some¬ 
thing wrong, and twice tried to pull 
himself together nnd confer rationally 
with tho doctor, but his mind rnn out 
of control at once, and he fell back to a 
whisper and the story of his troubles. It 
is terrible to hear a big man babbling 
liko a child of all thnt a man usually 
locks np anil pnts nwny in tho deep of 
his heart. Moriarty read out his very 
sonl for tho benefit of any ono yvho wns 
in tho room between 10:80 that night 
and 2:45 next morning. 

From what ho said ono gnthered how 
immense nn inflneuco Mrs. Reiver held 
over him, nnd how thoroughly he felt 
for his own lapse. His whisperings can¬ 
not, of coarse, bo pnt down hero, bnt 
they were very instructive as showing 
the errors of his estimates.

When the troublo was over, nnd his 
fow acquaintances were pitying him for 
the bad attack of jungle fever thnt had 
so palled him down, Moriarty swore a 
big oath to himself and went abroad 
again with Mrs. Reiver till the end of 
tho season, adoring her in a quiet and 
deferential way as an angel from heav¬ 
en. Later on ho took to riding—not 
hacking, bnt honest riding—which was 
good proof that ho was improving, nud 
you could slam doors behind him with¬ 
out his jumping to his feet with a gasp. 
That, agnin, was hopeful. 

How ho kept his oath, and what it 
cost him in the beginning, nobody 
knows. He certainly managed to com¬ 
pass the hardest thing that a man who 
has drunk heavily cau do. Ho took his 
peg and wine at dinner, but lie never 
drank alone, and never lot what he 
drunk have the least hold ou him.

Reiver—a woman who believes that 
there is no man on earth as good and 
clever as her hnsbnud—will go down to 
his grave vowing and protesting that 
Mrs. Reiver saved him from ruin in 
both worlds. 

That sho knew anything of Moriarty’s 
weakness nobody believed for a momeat 
That sho would have cut him dead, 
thrown him over and acquainted all her 
friends with her discovery, if she had 
known of it, nobody who knew her 
donbtod for nn instant. 

Moriarty thought her something she 
never was, nud iu that belief saved him¬ 
self, which was just as good as though 
she had been everything that he had im¬ 
agined. 

But the question is, What claim will 
Mrs. Reiver have to the credit of Mori¬ 
arty’s salvation when her day of reckon¬ 
ing comes?—Rudyard Kipling.

At present, however, even 
more intricate articles are east of iron, 
but instead of being simply of au oruu¬ 
meutul chuructcr they serve a variety of 
directly useful purposes, comprising, as 
they do, scissors und sheur blanks, clock 
bells, clock und door keys, hurnoss bue- 
kles and a multitude of others, uot oue 
of which will weigh 13 ounces and 
many weighing less tlmu oue ouuce. So 
minute ure some of these castings that 
the molding send must be sifted iu order 
to discover ull the roMiltsof a day's cast¬ 
ing. The finish applied to some of these 
articles, moreover, is such that oue 
would hurdly suppose them to he cast¬ 
ings ut ull, emery wheel uud tumbling 
barrel work lravug completely disguised 
their character.—Cussier’s Mugaaiue.

Whereas, tLo Board of Cattle Commissioners of 
said Commonwealth is authorized, under the 
provisions of sections 38,59 and 40 of said chapter 
491 to make orders and regulations concerning 
the extirpation, prevention and suppression of 
contagious diseases among domestic unimils, 
and ’ 

Where**, the Board of Cattle CotnniiHsioners l 8 
of the opinion that there is da-'ger of the further 
extension of said disease, and that the public oxl 
goncy requires that steps be taken to prevent the 
further spread of said disease and t> suppress the 
same as far a> possible : 

Now, therefore, we, the Board of Cattle Corn- 
mi sloncislor thb C-miuouwealth of Massachu¬ 
setts, bv viitue of the power and authority in us 
vesttd by law, have a lopted and do hereby issue 
the follow lng order : 

general order no. 11. 

First-T be citle* and towns of Newton, Cam¬ 
bridge, Watortown. Belmont, Somerville, Arling. 
ton, Medford, Malden, Everett, Chelsea and 
Revere are hereby declan d to be lufected dis¬ 
tricts and are hereby made subject to the rcgulo. 
tlous hereinafter imposed : 

Second—No dog >hall be permitted to goat 
large within the limits of auy or said cities or 
towus unleri» such dog is securely muzzled with 
a proper fitting wire muzzle. All said dogs shal 1 
remain so muzzled for a period of ninety days 
from Juu. V3, 189G. 

Third—The Boards of Health of the cities aud 
towus herein named are hereby ordered aud di¬ 
rected to see that this order is strictly complied 
with withiu the limits of their respective cities 
aud towus, ai.d they are hereby directed to cause 
every dog found at laige coutrary to the orders 
hereto contained to be seized aud securely con. 
tiuea iu some suitable p'ace to be by them select¬ 
ed, aud uot to permit said animal to go at large 
thereafter, except iu compliance with this order 
Each of said Boards is further ordered to safely 
quarautiuo all animals withiu the limits of their 
city or town s uspicted of beiug affected with 
rabies, and lo immediately report ihe sauio to 
this Board, iu accordance with said chapter 491 
Fourth—No persou withiu the limits of said 
ittes or towus t hull, during the continuance of 
this order, permit auy dog owued by him, or 
which Is withiu his possession or control, to go 
at large within the limits of any of said cities or 
towus, uulers said dog is at all times securely 
muzzled us hereinbefore provided. The leading 
of dogs through the streets by a leash or obuin, 
unless so propoily muzzled, Is hereby lorbiddeu. 

Filth -Every person who has knowledge ol or
